BELLEVUE HOSPITAL. 

There were 5,658 cases treated in this Institution. The rate of 
mortality was twelve and a half per cent. The building itself is 
subject to the disadvantage of having been for a very long time in 
use as a hospital, and consequently impregnated with an infectious 
atmosphere. The utmost cleanliness, and the occasional use of dis- 
infectants, are necessary to keep it in good sanitary condition. 

The medical service here is as good as any, and perhaps the best 
in the country. The Medical Board and Visiting Staff, are made up 
of the most eminent physicians in the metropolis, and the gratuitous 



services they have rendered to the city, have been of inestimable 
value to the sick and afflicted to whom they have ministered. If the 
skill acquired by the professional labors in the hospital has redounded 
to their advantage by enhancing their fame, and increasing their pri- 
vate practice, that is a legitimate reward to which they are fully entitled. 

The duties of the House Staff, and of the Ambulance Surgeons, 
have been acceptably and creditably performed. 

The care of the patients, by the Nurses of the Training School, 
continues to be faithful and efficient. 

The Eeception Hospital at 99th Street, is provided with an Ambu- 
lance, and is under the charge of two physicians, who attend to all cases 
of sickness and accidents occurring in the upper part of the city, includ- 
ing the new Westchester Wards. There is also a dispensary attached 
to the hospital, and the poor of that locality can, by applying, at all 
times receive medical or surgical relief, or if imable to call in person, 
can be attended at their homes free of charge. 

CHAEITT HOSPITAL. 

The number of persons treated at this establishment has been 
8,621 — mortality, eight and one-eighth per cent. Here too, as at Belle- 
vue, we have a Medical Board composed of able physicians, and a 
House Staff entitled to especial commendation for the discretion and 
good judgment with which they have discharged their responsible duties 

The School for Nurses, established in the fall of 1875, is increasing 
in usefulness, and has fully realized the expectations which were 
formed of it when it was projected. 

The pupils of the first class, of whom fifteen remain, will have 
completed their term of study in the^early autumn, when, in the event 
of their passing the requisite examination, they will graduate. 

It is the purpose of the Board to erect a Pavilion on the Alms-house 
grounds during the coming year, to be used as a Maternity Hospital. 
This will relieve Charity of its surplus patients, and provide a new and 
much needed safeguard against the ravages of puerperal fever. 

HOMCEOPATHIC HOSPITAL. 

3,077 patients were treated here in 1876. The mortality, six and 
one-tenth per cent. This Hospital was opened in the fall of 1875, 
consequently, the able and elaborate report of the' Chief of Staff is 
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its first record of a full year's operations. The Commissioners have 
been gratified to witness the interest which has been shown by the 
physicians and laity of the homoeopathic school of medicine, in the 
welfare of this Hospital. The leading doctors of that order have 
acted upon the Medical Board ; the House Staff has been capable 
and vigilant ; the Nurses have proved watchful and pains-taking, and 
the visits of sympathizing friends, under the direction of a Society of 
Ladies, bearing gifts of flowers and delicacies, have been frequent and 
productive of good effect alike on the officers and the patients of 
the establishment. 

The system of nursing here, as at the other hospitals, combines study 
with practice, and has been attended with the most satisfactory results. 

Of the Inebriate Asylum nothing more need be said than that it 
exists merely in name. There were thirty-nine persons treated in 
1876, of whom, six remain. We regret that we cannot cite the smaU- 
ness of the record as an evidence of the decrease of intemperance. 
We fear it must be regarded, on the contrary, as an indication of 
indisposition to reform. 

CITY PEISONS. 

The prisons are not so full at present as they were a year ago. 
This is probably attributable to the greater despatch in the administra- 
tion of our penal statutes, rather than to a diminution of the number 
of crimes or criminals. The Egyptian structure, in Centre Street, has 
been the subject of so many and such vehement objurgations, that it 
seems hardly worth while to do more than repeat the truism, that it is 
utterly inadequate for the objects for which it was designed. The 
practice, of putting two, and in some instances, three prisoners in a 
cell, has become so chronic that it has grown to be as much a matter 
of course, as if it were the most harmless thing imaginable. And yet 
the fact must not be lost sight of that this is a wrong, alike to the pri- 
soner and to society. If an innocent person is unfortunately consigned 
to the Tombs, he is in danger of being locked up with some old 
offender who will do his worst to corrupt him ; if two guilty ones are 
placed together they will fraternize, and help to promote that fellow- 
ship in crime, which is such a fruitful cause of the continuance 
in evil doing of those who have once fallen. 

Improvements have been made by the addition of thirty-five 
new cells to the male prison, and the putting in of four large skylights 
to the roof of the female prison. The light and ventilation in the 
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latter have been rendered very much better than they were before. 
Indeed, until this change was made, there was a third of the area of 
this wing of the building into which the sunlight never penetrated. 

PENITENTIAET. 

Here, too, we experience the evils of overcrowding. These have 
been partially obviated, by the appropriation of the whole of the 
cells in the main building to the use of male prisoners, and the plac- 
ing of the females in a dormitory on the upper floor of one of the 
new work shops. But this expedient does not suffice to meet the 
emergency. There are still over a hundred male convicts in excess of 
the number of cells to keep them in. 

The principal part of the labor of the Department is performed by 
the inmates of the Penitentiary. They make shoes and clothing for 
the other Institutions, build and repair wagons, ambulances, and pri- 
son vans, and perform all sorts of mechanical labor. In addition to 
the stone work-shop erected last year, we completed in 1876, another of 
still larger dimensions, (150 by 35,) three stories high, the lower floor of 
which is to be used for a carpenter shop, the second as a wagon factory, 
and the third will serve as an additional dormitory for the women, un- 
til the new wing of the prison is built. 

There is a great capacity for work among a body of convicts so 
large as this. There is also an abundance for them to do. But there 
is a difficulty in the way. We have not keepers enough to command 
the respective gangs. Convicts will do very Uttle beyond what they 
are forced to ; they will escape unless they are sharply watched. It 
would be desirable to detail a body of prisoners to Randall's and 
Ward's Islands to build sea-wall, improve the soil, and enhance the 
value of the public property there ; there is need that these things 
should be done, but at present we have not guardians enough to 
accompany the prisoners, and compel them to perform the task as- 
signed them. Last year we did detail a corps of a hundred men to 
Eandall's Island, but have been obUged to give up the undertaking 
on account of the further curtailment of our means of employing 
help. The appropriation for salaries has been annually reduced for 
several years. It was $352,000 in 1874, $307,000 in 1875, $280,000 in 
1876, and for 1877 the Board of Apportionment, assuming to be bet- 
ter judges of the necessities of the Department than the Commission- 
ers — from which opinion, at the risk of being charged with egotism, 
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we thoroughly dissent — whittled it down to $265,000, which will force 
upon us the alternative of still further abridging our list of employees, 
or fixing a scale of salaries not merely unreasonably low but parsi- 
moniously mean. If this were done in the interests of true economy 
there would be some justification for it, in view of the heavy burdens 
that are imposed upon the tax payers of the city. The truth is, how- 
ever, that the loss of what these convicts might be made to earn, far 
exceeds the saving effected by withholding the means of keeping them 
vigorously employed. 

Notwithstanding these obstacles, every able bodied man and wo- 
man in the Penitentiary is put and kept at work of some kind the 
year round. And although they would accomplish more if they 
could be more carefully looked after, they do a great deal as it is. 
There will be no lack of tasks for all of them for several years to 
come ; but it will be imperatively necessary, in order to properly util- 
ize their services, that the force governing them should be materially 
enlarged. 

A new stone shed in which a gang of a hundred men can work, has 
been erected in the immediate vicinity of the quarry, which will 
greatly facilitate operations in this line of convict labor. Three 
guard-houses have also been placed there. The interior has been so 
arranged that the prisoners have no view of either side of the river, 
nor of the gang in the quarry. 

WOEK-HOUSE. 

There were 22,845 persons sent to the Work-house in 1876, of 
whom 11,250 were males, 11,595 females. Drunkenness was the im- 
mediate cause of the incarceration of three-quarters of the former, 
and seven-eighths of the latter — the predisposing cause in the cases 
of all the rest. A large proportion of them are sent for terms of ten 
to thirty days. When they are committed they are enfeebled by the 
excesses which have brought them there and are not good for much 
as laborers. Those sent for a longer time are made more serviceable. 
All this class of prisoners of both sexes are compelled to do what 
work their condition will admit of. But here, as at the Penitentiary, 
the number of keepers is altogether inadequate to the efficiency of 
the service, and, as a consequence, the discipline of labor is not en- 
forced as rigorously as it ought to be. 
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The construction of the building is by no means favorable to ef- 
forts for the reformation of the inmates. The cells each contain 
eight or more persons. Hence there is no such thing as solitary con- 
finement, and the demoralization of bad associations is under much 
less check than is consistent with a humane regard for the moral wel- 
fare of these wretched creatures. 

ALMS-HOUSE. 

There are no new features worthy of special remark in the admin- 
istration of the Alms-house. The admissions and the changes are 
relatively less from year to year than in any other of the institutions. 
It is the resort chiefly of the aged and infirm of both sexes who have 
been deprived by physical or pecuniary misfortunes of the means of 
self-support. Few seek a home here until all other resources are ex- 
hausted, and as a corollary, comparatively few after once entering 
have opportunity or ambition to achieve a release from the thrall of 

pauperism. 

LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

The reports of the Medical Superintendents of the Lunatic Asy- 
lum for females on Blackwell's Island, and the Asylum for the Insane 
for males on Ward's Island, deserve studious consideration. They 
show that while all has been done which the means and appliances 
of the Department admit of, to ^meliorate the condition of these 
unfortunate objects of pubUc commiseration, still more remains to be 
accomplished in order to bring these institutions up to a standard of 
humanity and benevolence in keeping with an enlightened public polity. 

In both Asylums the number of inmates is largely in excess of the 
' quarters assigned them. The main building allotted to the female 
insane has been gradually supplemented with pavilions, until they 
dot the whole eastern extremity of Blackwell's Island, and yet there 
were at the close of the year 373 more patients in them than there 
were suitable quarters for. This class of unfortunates is steadily in- 
creasing, and an imperative necessity exists for devising plans on an 
extensive scale for their accommodation and treatment. 

The same criticism is applicable to the establishment for males on 
Ward's Island, which although it was erected only six years ago, now 
contains a third more than its capacity. The difficulty in this case, 
however, is more readily susceptible of remedy as it is feasible to 
make an addition to the main building, which will suffice for a while 
to meet the demands of its increasing population. 
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In deference alike to the claims of humanity, to the judgment of the 
State Commissioner of Lunacy and to the recommendations of the ex- 
perienced officers in charge of these Institutions, the enlarged and 
improved table, of supplies adopted last year has been continued, 
with unquestionable benefit to the physical welfare of the patients. 
The increased expense entailed by this policy has been made up, in 
part, by the application of a rigid system of economy in the support 
of the paupers and vagrants who have infinitely less claims to sym- 
pathy and tenderness than the unhappy persons whose loss of reason 
is the greatest affliction which can befall human beings. 

BANDALL'S ISLAND. 

The Infant Asylum, under the charge of P. A. Taggart, and the Idiot 
Asylum and Child's Hospital, under the management of John 
Walter, as Superintendent, and J. C. Howard, as Physician, are 
the principal institutions on this Island. 

The Idiot School, so ably conducted by Miss Mary C. Dunphy, and 
her three assistants, is one of the most interesting adjuncts of muni- 
cipal charity. Under their patient and skillful tuition, these feeble 
minded waifs are instructed in all the branches of education adapted 
to their Kmited mental capacity. They are taught to read and write, 
and some of them have attained to considerable proficiency in draw- 
ing and vocal music, which are favorite exercises of the school. 

HAET'S ISLAND. 

The Branch Work-house here is managed by Warden Dunphy, 
and the Convalescent Hospital by Dr. Dufloo. The former is employ- 
ing the limited force at his command in cultivating the tillable soil, 
and reclaiming that which is, as yet, unavailable for agricultural pur- 
poses. The latter has charge of 283 chronic invalids, who have 
from time to time, been transferred thither from the other hospitals 
of the Department.

Sir. — The annual report of the Store Department for the year 1876, 
with such tabulated statement of its accounts and Bureaux as will ex- 
plain and interest, are herewith most respectfully submitted. 

Before proceeding, however, directly to the showing of its accounts, 
it might not be out of place to recount, in brief, what are its chief 
objects, and what relation it bears to the Institutions themselves, 
which make up the Department as a branch of the City Government. 
As its title indicates, the Store Department is the supply depot from 
which the various heads of Institutions draw all the supplies required, 
and, excepting the Drug Department, shows the cost of maintaining 
the various Institutions in its account. 

The manner in which its supplies are distributed, is by requisitions 
made by the head of each Institution, semi-monthly, upon the Store- 
keeper, who in turn submits the whole to the Board of Commission- 
ers for such action as the several cases require, which requisition, 
when finally approved, becomes the authority for the issue of the 
supplies. 

A voucher for these distributions is found in the monthly bill ren- 
dered each Institution, by the Storekeeper, and which is filed with 
the Bookkeeper, at central office, as such. The Ledger of the store 
house shows, as a matter of necessity, the account of the expenditure 
of the appropriation, and the costs, (except medicines and salaries,) 
for maintenance of each of the Institutions, while its Stock Ledger 
shows the actual distribution of each article purchased. 

The bureaux of the store, such as the Blackwell's and Hart's Is- 
land Bakeries, Clothing Bureau, Manufacturing Bureau, Gasworks, 
and Stables, comprise such branches of its business as several, and in 
some cases all the Institutions have an interest, through the store, in 
each other. The Clothing Bureau, gathering from the various Insti- 
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tutions requisitions, the wants aflfeeting its line, avails itself of the la- 
bor of one or more for the benefit of all, and thus the Hospital with its 
sick and helpless patients, is furnished ready made, when needed, 
all its bedding and clothing. 

All the raw material used in this way, in the entire Department, is 
thus handled at one place, and an accurate and careful account is kept' 
of each measure thereof. 

This system, commenced some years ago, as an experiment, has 
grown into a very important branch of the general plan, and I am 
convinced, is the means of saving the Institutions themselves a good 
many dollars, as well as a great amount of care and labor, which 
would otherwise have to be performed at each. The table of its work, 
shows 89,981 garments repaired during the past year, the variety of 

which will be found therein specified. 

• 

The Manufacturing Bureau, organized upon a similar basis, pro- 
vides for the miscellaneous wants of the various Institutions, utilizing 
the labor of any for the benefit of all. By this means the tinware, 
woodenware, shoes, etc., are made under one direction rather than 
many, and the results are, all our shoes, clothing, making and repairing 
of wagons, carts, wheelbarrows, and even the repairs to the Depart- 
ment steamboats is now performed without other expense than the 
cost of the material. As an instance of what has been accomplished 
in this way, I would say, that, a Prison Van, which would cost not less 
than $600, has been built by inmate labor for $270 ; and in its work- 
manship would be a credit to any one. 

A new light wagon has also been made, costing but $172. 

Several of the Ambulances have been rebuilt, and in various ways 
this Bureau has been the means of eflfecting an actual saving of mon- 
ey, estimated at several thousand. A full list of its work is appended, 
and to which I invite your attention. 

The manufacture of our own gas has grown from the experimental 
attempt to light one Institution, to the successful lighting of all, and 
although our works on Blackwell's Island are taxed almost beyond 
their capacity, an imaginary comparison with the days of oil lamps 
would be presumptuous to make. During the year 3,559,000 cubic 
feet of gas has been consumed, at a cost of 3,165 dollars, or 85 cents 
per thousand. The increasing demand upon these works will soon 
necessitate their enlargement, which I earnestly recommend be made 
subject for early consideration. 
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The Bakery, an important Bureau, has continued to discharge its 
requisite duty, and has produced 4,407,857 lbs. of bread, consuming 
19,301^ barrels flour. The bread has averaged in cost $2 15 per 100 
lbs., and the product 228 lbs. bread per barrel of flour. During the 
early part of the year a much needed improvment in the rebuilding 
of the ovens was successfully made at a cost of $752. This gave us 
increased space in our bread room, which was very much needed. 

For this, and many other beneficial improvements, the Department 
is much indebted for your personal interest in its success, and the un- 
dersigned desires to express his gratitude for your continued confi- 
dence, Bnd to subscribe himself.

The Sanitary condition of the Hospital for the past year has been 
very good, and the heating apparatus finished last winter has been 
well tested and found, (almost in every respect,) satisfactory. The 
ventilation in the wards has been much improved, .but in the water 
closets the ventilators put in have been found to be of little service. 
This defect can scarcely be remedied, unless by adopting the plan of 
having the closets in towers, erected outside, wd in connection with 
the building. This is the only remedy, and with such an improve- 
ment the Institulion woiQd be as good as if rebuilt. 

Twice in the past year I have had the sui^cal Mards diediifeetedl^y 
using chlorine gas, which has been effectual in eradicating all infection 
from disease. 

I have had all the wards and hallways throughout thd building re- 
painted and the ceilings whitewashed, also the paviUons, office' and 
apothecary store. I also found it necessary to paint some of the floors. 

A new tin roof has beeh placed upon the Wiash-house, new leaders 
all around the building, and all the roofs repaired and painted. 

The sashes. that were made last wint^r for double windows to the 
Pavilion have been put up and add greatly to the comfort of the 
patients. The carpenters have also made the necessary repairs, lay- 
ing floors, mending springs, repairing balconies, making fracture beds 
and boxes and replacing the storm-doors that had been taken down 
in the spring. All the work and repairs done at this Institu^on for 
the past year has been performed by pauper help. 

The supplies for the maintenance of the inmates, which your Honor- 
able Board have sent to this Institution for the past year, have been 
of the most excellent quality and in every instance have been abundant. 

I respectfully call your attention to the condition of the Surgical 
Pavilion. Being a wooden structure, and used exclusively for such 
cases as are unfit for the wards, it is impregnated with disease. It is 
totaUy inadequate, being often necessarily overcrowded. I ask that 
your Honorable Board will consider the feasibiUty of having a new 
and much larger paviUon erected. 

I also respectfully call your attention to the fact, that owing to some 
addition being made during the past year to the number of employees, 
also of giving one of the largest rooms to one of the House Sta£^ 
under Prof. Wood, we have been in want of room for sleeping acoc'm^ 



modation for the night watch. They have been placed in a room form^ 
erly occupied as a class-room by the different Professdrs. Since its 
occupation by the night watch the classes have been held in the 
different wards, much to the discomfort of the patients and the order- 
ly arrangement of the Institution. 

To obviate this, and to make more room, I would suggest the re- 
moval of the Printing Department to some more commodious place 
on the Island. The salaries and maintenance of the employees of 
the Printing Department are charged to this Institution, and is sca-rce- 
ly correct, as very little printing is done for BeUevue. The removal 
would give plenty of room, not alone for sleeping accommodation, but 
also give more room for the store, which we are much in need of. 

I would also ask your attention to the condition of the fire-hose 
now placed on the different floors of the Institution. It is old and liable 
to burst at very light pressure. It should be replaced by new hose, 
such as at present used in the Fire Department, every floor to have 
sufficient hose the length of ' the main building, with the proper 
nozzles. At present we have the facility of a heavy pressure of watet 
on each floor, but no safe method of conveying it to any particular 
point. 

The Medical Board and Committee of Inspection have expressed 
their approval of the manner in which the affairs of the Institution have 
been conducted, and which have been materially benefited by their aid 
and advice. 

The Visiting Staff of BeUevue Hospital, among whom I beg to men- 
tion Professors Wood, Clark, Janeway, Flint, Walker and others of 
the Medical Board, have been very regular in their daily visits to the 
Hospital, and have given every attention to the patients in their 
several divisions. Too much praise cannot be given to those gentle- 
men for the devoted interest they take in the affairs of BeUevue 
Hospital. 

I beg leave to commend to your Honorable Board the House Staff 
and Assistants, for the admirable manner in which they have attended 
to their duties ; also, the Ambulance Surgeons, being on duty at all 
hours, have always attended to the calls for their services with great 
promptitude. 

Mr. Conway the Engineer, Mr. Walker the Apothecary and Mr. 
Kerr the Clerk, have been always attentive to their duties. 



Miss Perkins, as Matron^ has been very efficient. Her supervisioii 
of the Training School has been excellent, and the Nurses under her 
charge have been courteous and kind to the patients, and in eyery 
instance have attended to their duties faithfully. The head nurse 
now remains in one ward for the term of six months which is of more 
benefit to the patients and the nurse than heretofore. The Ladies of 
the State Charities Association, and also the Ladies conpected with 
the Training School, have made daily visits to the Hospital, encourag- 
ing the sick by many kind acts. 

The Clergymen of the different denominations, and the Sisters of 
Charity, have been in attendance administering religious consolation 
to the sick at all hours, when called upon, and to them I b^ leave to 
tender my thanks. 

I have endeavored for the past year to fulfill the instructions and 
to carry out the intentions of your Honorable Board in conducting 
the affairs of this Listitution, and I respectfully beg leave to tender 
my sincere thanks for your kindness and consideration, and hope to 
gain in your esteem by an assidious attention to my duties and a 
heartfelt interest in the welfare of the Department and the inmates 
under your care, whom you have placed in my charge.

Licluded in the above number and assigned to Bellevae Hospital 
are 3;,570 cases brought by ambulance and the Police. These were 
mosily cases of injuries, acute diseases, insanity and alcoholism. 

Principally, acute medical and surgical cases were assigned to 
Bellevue Hospital. 

Sub-acute and chronic medical And chronic surgical cases were, as 
far fis possible, equally divided between Charity and the Homoeopathic 
Ho£i>itals. 

Permits which had been signed for Bellevue or Charity Hospitals, 
were altered for the Homoeopathic Hospital when^er patients mani- 
fested a predilection for homoeopathic treatment, and vice versa. 

All patients whose permits were marked for the Homoeopathio 
^Qspital at the Central Office were assigned thereto ; also, patients 
who had notes of request from homoeopathic physicians beside their 
permits. 

Cases of pregnancy, parturition and venereal diseases are not in- 
cluded in the above statement. Pregnant women who had not 
reached the seventh month of utero-gestation were referred to the 
Superintendent of the Out-door Poor, with a recommendation that 
they be sent to the Alms-house. At a later period of their pregnancy 
these women were transferred by the Besident Physician from there 
to Charity Hospital. This measure tended to prevent an excess of 
waiting women in the obstetrical wards of Charity Hospital. 

In closing this official report, permit me to offer my thanks to your 
Honorable Board for acts of kindness received ; also, for the ready 
adoption of reasonable measures as recommended by me, which tended 
to insure a better management of this office.

Sir, — Another year of the institutions under your general care 
having come to its close, I respectfully submit, in compliance with 
the rules of the Department, the Annual Report and Records of 
Charity, Fever, Epileptic and Paralytic, Penitentiary, Alms-house 
and Work-house Hospitals, and Hospital for Incurables.

By the above tabular statement it may be seen that, although the 
number of patients remaining in the Hospital at the close of the year 
varies but little from that of last report, the percentage of those ad- 
mitted and discharged is diminished. This is principally due to the 
opening of the Homoeopathic Hospital, which has relieved this Insti- 
tution from what would have been an over-burdening number of 
applicants. The cases admitted to the Hospitals on this Island are 
to the largest extent chronic, hence it arises that, notwithstanding the 
diminution of admissions, the Charity Hospital remains much over- 
crowded 

B 
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This coustant accumulatiou of patients has to some extent been 
counteracted by removals and transfers of the incurables, yet the neces- 
sity of putting three patients in two adjoining beds constantly arises to 
a great extent. In a sanitary point of view this course is very objection- 
able, particularly in some wards where diseases are expressed on the 
surface of the b6dy. It is also an impediment to a rapid cure, as in 
many instances rest and sound sleep are of the greatest importance, 
which boon is however not obtainable by this want of sleeping room. 
Unfortunately the lot to sleep together falls of necessity upon the 
convalescents, and they, as much as any other kind of patients, need 
the required undisturbed sleep which they lost during previous illness. 

The overcrowdedness of an hospital leads also to the unavoidable 
course of discharging patients when probably a week's longer stay 
would place them in better condition to face the circumstantial 
changes of air and temperature. We should not forget that the 
majority of the discharged patients are destitute and often have no 
home or shelter, and a premature discharge from the hospital would 
not only be a detriment to their future health, which we are bound to 
nurse, but also a source of future addition in point of admissions, 
as they would of course be obliged to return to the hospital. 

I would therefore respectfully recommend to your Honorable Board 
to devise such means as your wisdom may suggest to remedy this 
difficulty. The erection of a Hospital for Epileptics and Venereals, as 
suggested elsewhere in this report, would considerably assist in obtain- 
ing the desired result. 

The erection of the wooden structure east from the hospital has 
shown to be a useful improvement. Our artisans have now plenty of 
space and accomodations to pursue their work. The carpenters, 
cabinet makers, tinners, plumbers and painters, have been usefully 
employed during the year in keeping the Hospital in repair and in 
making various minor alterations and embellishments. 

The wards and other parts of the Hospital have been repainted and 
present now a pleasing appearance. The water-closets have partly 
been altered by substituting Keyser's patent for the old arrangement. 
The furniture has been kept in good repair and constant additions of 
new articles made. 

Taking all together, I am able to report that the workshops of the 
Hospital have not only kept tbe latter in repair, but have, also, pro- 
duced numerous useful as well as embellishing additions in various 
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ways. The depressed state of business has brought, from time to 
time, skilled laborers to the Hospital, who have been very useful 
helpers in these improvements. 

I cannot refrain from mentioning the very satisfactory manner in 
which the new heating and ventilating apparatus operates. It is now 
in our power to regulate the heat of the wards beyond any further 
complaint, thus greatly assisting to the comfort of those in our 
charge. 

Considerable attention has been paid to keep in pace with the 
latest improvements in disinfecting. In a place where about 1,000 
human beings congregate, the effluvia constantly arising from their 
bodies, not mentioning the odors emanating from water-closets, will 
unavoidably accumulate, particularly in winter when the state of the 
weather prohibits the opening of windows. It became therefore of- 
ten a necessity to resort to disinfectants as artificial purifiers of the 
atmosphere. Among others of known repute, we have also used the 
** Girondin, '* which has proved a very serviceable and convenient ar- 
ticle. By means of a simple contrivance we are able to produce a 
fine spray of the liquid, and can therewith purify the atmosphere of 
a ward or hall in a very few seconds. 

The food, as distributed to the patients, generally has been good, 
and in quantity as well as quality all that could be desired from a 
Charity Hospital. Whenever required, extra diet was bountifully al- 
lowed, and upon medical orders stimulants of various kinds liberally 
given. A dietary table is attached to this report. 

Our clothing magazine is well stocked, and all demands for wearing 
apparel were always promptly met and charitably distributed. 

In view of the prompt response we were able to give to all the 
requirements, and the efficiency of the ventilating and heating appar- 
atus, as well as through the assiduity and fidelity of the Medical 
Staff, I am happy to state that the comfort, cleanliness and attention 
paid the patients of this Hospital will compare favorably with any 
other. I have noticed fewer malcontents than in the previous two 
years, and complaints are exceedingly rare. 

It is also a great satisfaction and a source for thanks to Providence 
that during the past year the Hospitals have not been visited by any 
epidemic disease. Fewer cases of malignant fevers have appeared 
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than in any of the preceding ten years, and even our neighbor, the 
Small-pox hospital, has seen fewer cases in 1876, than were on the 
island for 20 years past. 

Among the prevalent diseases of the Hospital, Phthisis-pnlmo- 
nalis, Pneumonia and Eheumatism appeared above their usual average 
percentage ; this is probably accounted for by the present depressed 
state of business and the subsequent poverty among the laboring 
classes, who by loss of work and home were more than heretofore 
exposed to all sorts of vicissitudes and privations, thereby aronsiDg 
any dormant diathesis for these ailments, and, when already existing, 
hurrying them to the grave. The death list from these diseases runs, 
therefore, proportionally high, particularly among the aged and in- 
firm. 

Otherwise the sanitary condition, if such a term can be used in 
connection with a hospital, was remarkably good, and many marked 
and rapid recoveries have been noted. 

VENEEEAL DEPAETMENT. 

In this department the usual number of cases made their appear- 
ance in the different grades of violence, showing that the unfortunate 
financial depression in our country seems not to have made salutary 
impressions upon her sons and daughters. 

The social evil of sexual vice is to a large extent the source of pov- 
erty and ill health in both sexes, and as no proof is necessary to show 
that prostitution exists, the next importance is to find a remedy to 
alleviate this grievance of society by proper legislation and faithfal 
execution of the laws. It seems to me not out of place to offer a few 
remarks on this subject. 

Experience has taught from time immemorial that a complete pre- 
vention of prostitution is an impossibility. The next expediency 
must then arise, namely : to restrain the evil in its influence on social 
morality and the health of mankind. 

By records from the most ancient historical works we see that the 
existence of prostitution was already then admitted, and early legis- 
lators have devised means to check the evil with varying success. 
Penalties, consisting of fines, corporeal punishment, banishment and 
even death were inflicted upon those violating the marriage vow, 
from Moses' and Solon's time to within the Christian era. It is, how- 
ever, a singular fact, that in all cases a door was left open for the 
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gratification of this one of man's passions, and that in most instances 
they obtained under certain restrictions a legal sanction. But these le- 
gislators were also wisely patriotic, and gave licence for public prosti- 
tution to slaves and subjects of subdued neighboring states only, while 
they severely punished immorality among their own people. 

While some of the laws, as enacted by the ancients, may form a 
wise basis for legislation at the present time, the distinction drawn by 
the ancients between foreign and domestic prostitutes is not applica- 
ble now, and particularly not in the city of New York, where our in- 
terest centers. 

Dr. W. W. Sanger, one of my predecessors in office, in his admira- 
ble work on the history of prostitution, has revealed to us records 
and facts of great interest, and pregnant of many thoughts worthy of 
further investigation. He says, referring to juvenile degradation, that 
"it is an inseparable adjunct of prostitution, and premature old age is 
an invariable result." Hospital experience corroborates this in every 
way, and it is astonishing to find that among inmates of Charity Hos- 
pital the great majority give an affirmative answer to the question : 
Have you ever had syphilis ? The importance to know whether any 
existing disease is complicated with a venereal taint is undeniable, 
as well as it is an established fact that the difficulty, of curing any 
ailment radically is increased tenfold by the presence of such a com- 
plication. 

It is an incontestible truth that in a majority of instances venereal 
disease is primarily contracted during the years of youth, that is, be- 
fore the individual has reached the age of 21. Statistics show among 
women recorded as public prostitutes one-half are less than 21 years 
old. At what age then have they begun their road to ruin ? 

The revelation of these facts ought to be a solemn warning to 
parents, and admonish them to use every effort in making home 
happy to their offspring, and thereby prevent a juvenile degradation 
so easily acquired by intercourse with the depraved. On the other 
hand, it is also a lesson for the police, that they may not waste their 
enei^ (?) on old professional vagabonds alone, but pay an equal atten- 
tion to the juvenile comer loungers and tipplers, which by bad asso- 
ciations become an early victim to the scourge of prostitution : 
venereal disease. If any evidence were necessary I could cite any 
amount of proof from the case books of this hospital alone, where 
patients of from 15 to 20 years have repeatedly been inmates, suffer- 
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Ing of this disease, induced by depraved life. "The average duration 
of life of a prostitute does not exceed four years from the beginning 
of her career." 

In regard to these degraded juveniles we ought not to make any 
distinction of sex, but exert our influence and eflforts not alone ta- 
wards such unfortunate women who make their living by walking the 
streets, but also towards the legion of boys who put money in their 
purse. Would not a strict enforcement of the law prohibiting selling 
liquors to minors be a great stepping-stone towards expurging juven- 
ile depravation, and therewith preventing evil associations ? 

Another great source of public prostitution is foreign emigration. 
Of all the prostitutes in this city three-fifths are foreign bom. Now 
it is not that an English, Irish, French or German bom girl is more 
depraved at heart than an American, but the peculiar circumstances 
connected with emigration and acclimatization are such as to be a 
fruitful source to induce a woman to deviate from the path of 
morality. 

The emigrant is often subject to considerable delay in the seaports 
before embarcation, where she is exposed to a life so different from 
the rural one she has enjoyed, and which is also surrounded with 
many examples of immorality unknown to her, that the seed of de- 
pravity is already sown there, provided it finds the proper soil in the 
individual. Then she is transferred into a crowded steerage, where 
both sexes comingle, and many acts and insinuations of an indelicate 
nature occur. Lastly, she is landed again in a seaport (which are 
known not to stand the highest in point of morality,) probably with- 
out a friend, and often without money, exposed to all the rascally 
swindles practised upon the uninitiated emigrant, and surrounded by 
evil advisers, when in a moment of despair she takes the first tar 
tal step that ultimately leads to the hospital or the grave. 

The Board of Emigration and the various emigrant societies have 
done much t<j better the condition of the foreign population, and if a 
good employment bureau properly managed under city government 
rule could be added, I have no doubt but that a vast diminution of 
this source of depravity could be obtained. 

Many other causes of prostitution, such as desertion, intemperance, 
want of work or insufficient pay for the same, lust, vanity, desertion 
of children by their parents, reading lascivious books, etc., etc., have 
their own moral remedy. Those who follow this life by inclination 
are beyond advice or assistance. 
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Now, as it is a notorious fact that of all the prostitutes two-thirds, 
or more likely three-quarters, have during their life of immorality 
once or oftener suffered from a venereal disease, the importance of 
the relation prostitution bears to the sanitary condition of the city be- 
comes evident. 

The nature, and particularly the effect of venereal disease, has re- 
ceived the greatest attention by the medical profession. Physicians 
are convinced that if syphilis, as it has lately increased in this and 
other cities, is not checked, future generations will suffer to an extent 
so as to reduce physique and longevity hereafter, and to overcrowd 
our public hospitals. I have once heard an Italian physician state 
that the French suffered defeat in the late Franco-German war be- 
cause the fighting material was below par, induced by syphiUtic con- 
stitutions and abortions of their mothers. There may be some truth 
in this ; if so, the love for our country demands energetic measures of 
interference. 

There appear to be only two ways of meeting the exigencies of the 
case, although they may be accompanied with utterance of pain by 
the moral portion of society, and they are : 

1. That all known places of prostitution shall be legally visited by 
duly appointed physicians at stated intervals, who shall examine all 
the inmates and immediately cause the removal of those tainted with 
syphilis or gonorrhoea. 

2. The erection of a hospital where only venereal cases are treated, 
and where subjects found in houses of prostitution shall be detained 
until entirely cured. 

iVlthough this system would induce the countenancing of brothels, 
it would certainly restrain the propagation of syphilis and become 
ultimately a boon to society. While we all acknowledge that, to 
license immorality and to give it legal countenance is a step no one 
sanctions except as a necessary evil, we ought not to forget the other 
side of the question, the inabiUty of any government to entirely sup- 
press the public sexual vice without introducing it into the home of 
the morally innocent. Besides, the erection of a hospital of this kind 
could also receive the numerous cases of venereal diseases which 
crowd our charitable hospitals, and which are a source of great an- 
noyance in the proper management of the latter, on accounj; of the 
evil influence the depraved poor have on the worthy poor that labor 
under other afflictions of the body. 
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Another large body, even the largest, that feed tlie charitable hos' 
pitals are the intemperate. By them I do not only mean such as are 
brought there intoxicated or in a state of delirium tremens, but also 
the habitual dnmkards who have shattered their constitution to sach 
an extent that any ordinary ailment takes deep root and forms com- 
pUcations which require a prolonged treatment, thereby becoming a 
burthen to the city government. Very often a venereal taint and 
alcohol join hands and deliver their victim to the hospital with already 
one foot in the grave. It is well known that five-sixths of the courte- 
sans of the city, or elsewhere, are in the habit of using intoxicating 
liquors. How many of the men who indulge in sexual vice? A 
prostitute uses alcoholic stimulants, because, as she declares, she can- 
not do without it in the life she leads. Be this true or not, it remainfl 
an additional cause of disease and the great mortality among them. 
Hie woman takes at first just enough to cause slight artificial excite- 
ment ; after a while the proportion must be increased, because its 
previous effect has diminished, untiL ultimately she becomes a con- 
firmed drunkard and uses only the strongest liquors. The e£Eeot 
upon her system is now plainly noticed ; she either becomes puffed or 
haggard, and of a faded hue ; her muscles, particularly those of the 
face, become relaxed ; an unsteady gait ; the functions of the brain 
suffer and memory is impaired ; the powers of digestion are gone and 
the appetite is lost, consequently nothing is assimilated to recompense 
for the wear her trade brings on her system ; all of which probably 
end in an attack of delirium tremens, which wiQ lead her to the 
hospital to be cured at public expense. These unfortunates are often 
moved to the habit of intemperance by a recollection of their fallen 
self, and they drown the memory of what they have been in whisky 
and gin. 

Patients of this character are numerous in this hospital ; they are 
usually visitors of the lowest kinds of grog-shops, and their life of dis- 
sipation and vice is stamped upon their face and demonstrated by 
the complications of the disease which brings them here. A glance 
over the autopsy books reveals the scars of intemperance on the liver 
and kidneys of a majority thus examined. 

Beferring, however, to intemperance not connected with prostitu- 
tion, the result is somewhat modified, but fearful enough to urge 
every Christian to hard work, and every legislator to action in their 
endeavors to check this evil of the 19th century ; and I repeat, and 
earnestly believe, that the greater attention ought to be paid to

minors. As stated in one of my previous reports, intemperance is 
not a disease but a habit, and when is a habit more easily acquired 
than in youth ? 

But the great question is, how and why is that habit acquired ? 
Certainly in youthful subjects only by associations. Hence two great 
duties of parents : 1. To make their children seek their associates in 
their parents by making home as agreeable as possible and by spend- 
ing their spare time among them ; 2. By never showing a bad ex- 
ample in taking liquor before their eyes, or, what is worse, offering a 
taste of it to the young folks. On the other hand, it is the duty of 
the police to keep a sharp look-out on the rum-shop keepers that 
they sell no liquor to minors. I believe that adherence on the part 
of parents and the police to these duties would do more good than all 
the temperance lectures and tracts on the subject combined. 

It is conceded that depressing moral influences lead to intemper- 
ance, and that a person under such circumstances seeks oblivion in 
drink ; but on the other hand we must seek the source of these de- 
pressions, and when looking for them they are generally the result of 
poverty, which is the result of laziness, and this of intemperance. 
Urgo : Poverty arises mostly from intemperance, and as it is a bad 
rule which does not work both ways, we usually find both poverty 
and intemperance combined. 

Another great source of intemperance in the female sex is the 
erroneous belief that alcohol in some form relieves them when op- 
pressed by pains and various sorts of malaise during illness peculiar 
to their sex. Every physician of experience will agree that this error 
leads many, among both the poor and rich, to a reckless use of stim- 
ulants out of which grows a foundation of drunken habits. It is not 
the prescribing of stimulants by the physician, but the ignorance of 
the laywomen who attempt to regulate their own medical treatment 
by the use of alcohol, which induces later this deplorable craving for 
more. These remarks are also applicable to the so-called hysterical 
women, many of whom acquire a natural disposition to indulge too 
much and in too large a dose in hot drops and various warming 
tinctures, vulgo, spiced liquors. 

Much mischief could be prevented if habitual drinkers could be 
confirmed in the truth that a little bread and milk, or some broth, 
is equally efficacious in restoring their tremulous muscles which ag- 
gravate them in the morning after a night's debauch, as some bitters 
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or a glass of brandy. This condemnable practice has rained many 
good men and sent them ultimately to the poor-house. Would it not 
be wise legislation to prohibit the opening of rum-shops before eight 
o'clock, when all the working classes have gone to labor, and by two 
hours' activity worked off the influences of past night's drinking? 

Another improvement for the benefit of mankind may here be sug- 
gested. It is the improvement of the quality of liquor by law. Why 
not imprison a distiller, who makes brandy of spirits and sulphuric 
acid, for six years, when a milkman gets six months for adulterating 
his milk ? It may be astonishing to some, but nevertheless true, 
that most of the various liquors, gin, whisky, rum, brandy and wines 
sold in the rum-shops to the poor working man, are not the articles 
under which names they pass in commerce. They are no more than 
the cheapest and most poisonous raw spirits, increased in strength by 
sulphuric acid, etc., so that they can stand much watering, and flavored 
by a poisonous extract, and colored to make them represent the 
liquors under which name they pass. It has been found out that 
liquors which were subsequently sold at brothels as pure Cognac 
brandy were fabricated by the wholesale dealer from the vilest spirits 
at a cost of less than a dollar a gallon, internal revenue tax included. 

Is it then any matter of surprise that stupefaction, insensibility, 
ruined constitutions and shattered minds are the rife consequences of 
the unhappy victims of unscrupulous imposition ? The poor are really 
poor when intemperance forces them to resort to such stimulants. 

Many of the heaviest drinkers develop for a long time no specific 
symptoms, except those seen in every-day life in tipplers generally, 
but their general nutrition becomes gradually impaired, thus render- 
ing them less able to resist the attack of any acute intercurrent dis- 
ease, and predisposing them to constitutional maladies, such as gout, 
rheumatism, etc., and thereby throw themselves on the mercy of a 
public institution. In this way the cases treated for alcoholism and 
delirium tremens become the minority, while the affections second- 
arily produced by this curse of the age form a respectable majority. 

It will thus be seen that venery and intemperance are most pro- 
ductive of poverty, and hence they are the greatest source from which 
the space of a hospital is filled. 

Among the minor promoters of sickness and poverty, such as 
strikes, laziness, and lack of employment, the latter has shown itself 
prominently this year. The unfortunate state of depression in busi- 
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ness of all kinds lias led many mechanics and laborers,, who would at 
other times have refrained from touching the Island, to the Hospital 
and Work-house. These men have, during the past three years, been 
obliged to live partly upon their savings, which have however now 
become exhausted, and when sickness added itself to poverty they 
were obliged to throw themselves upon the mercy of the city. 

During the past year many innocent entertainments have been 
allowed to the patients. Some of these were got up by the patients 
themselves, others through the kindness and with the aid of friends, 
to whom our warmest thanks are due. 

The opportunities for clinical instruction have been greater than in 
any past year, and due advantage was taken of this circumstance by 
the Professors and Teachers of the Medical Schools of New York. 
The Charity Hospital contributes in this direction much towards the 
promotion of science and the instruction of our young physicians. 
The Amphitheater has always been well filled by students during the 
public clinics. 

The medical records have been faithfully kept by the House Staff 
and their assistants, and its pages form a valuable work for reference 
to physicians who may desire information on the pathology and 
treatment of certain diseases. 

The accompanying table of expenses since 1849 will reveal the 
steady increase of cost of each patient. It is well known to your 
Honorable Board that the benefit derived by the patients in regard 
to comfort and medical reUef has improved in ratio to the increased 
expenditure. It is thought by experts in the management of hospitals 
that the same can hardly be conducted to entire satisfaction for less 
cost than 50 cents a day per capita.

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SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 



In the Annual Beport of last year I stated that a School for train- 
ing Female Nurses had been established in connection with this Insti- 
tution. 

I am able to state that the fullest expectations and desires have 
been realized, and that the daily improvement, both in Nursing and the 
morals of the Institution, are apparent to all. The resident Officers 
fully appreciate the great change brought about by introducing into 
the Hospital women of intelligence and education. Of course, the 
change is much more noticeable to those resident than to outsiders and 
casual visitors. 

Gentlemen, you are to be congratulated on this important change, 
because it was made by and under your direction. You have accom- 
plished more by this change than has been made for the alleviation of 
the sick of our city in the past century. 

The requirements for admission are principally good moral character 
and certificates from a Physician and Clergyman. 

For convenience of reference I herewith subjoin a copy of the for- 
mula circular: 

SCHOOL FOR NURSES, 

UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE COMMISSIONERS OF PUBLIC CHARITIES 

AND CORRECTION, B. I., NEW YORK. 

The Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction have made 
arrangements for giving two (2) years instruction to women desirous 
of becoming thoroughly experienced and educated nurses. Those 
wishing to receive this course of instruction must apply to the Chief 
of Staflf of Charity Hospital, upon whose approval they will be accep- 
ted as pupils in the Hospital. 

The applicants must be over twenty-one years of age, and under 
thirty-five years, and must present a certificate from a responsible 
person and a physician as to their moral character and health. 

They will be under the authority of the Board of Commissioners of 
Public Charities and Correction. 
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The Chief of Staff will have the power to decide as to the fitness of 
the Nurses for the work, and the propriety of retaining or disnussmg 
them. He can discharge them at any time for misconduct or ineffi- 
tciency, with the approval of the Commissioners. 

The Nurses shall constantly reside in the Hospital, and the Day 
Nurses serve from 6 A. M. to 6 P. M., and the Night Nurses from 6 
P. M. to 6 A. M. 

The term of service vnll be two (2) years. Each Nurse will have a 
separate room, vnth board and washing, and for the first year will 
receive $10 per month, and the second year $15 per month. The 
Nurse may expect every reasonable comfort consistent with the 
resources of the institution. 

At the expiration of two (2) years, those who are fully qualified will 
receive a diploma, setting forth that they are experienced and compe- 
tent Nurses, signed by the Medical JSxamining Committee, and the 
Commissioners of PubUc Charities and Correction. 

In order to guard against applications from improper persons, an- 
swers to the following questions must be filled in the applicant's 
handwriting, and returned to the Chief of Staff, Charity Hospital, 
Blackwell's Island, New York.

The following course of instruction is pursued : 

Lectures wiU be delivered by medical men upon the following 
subjects : 

1. Nursing. 

2. Hygiene and Health. 

3. Food. 

4. Ventilation. 
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5. Poisons and Antidotes. 

6. Pulse, Bespiration, Temperature, Bandaging, and the applica* 
tion of Instruments. 

7. Midwifery and Children. 

8. Instruction at the Bedside. 

All the teaching will be given by the Physicians connected with 
the Hospital, and the more important Lectures printed for the use 
of Nurses. A manual to guide them is distributed. 

During the past year diiFerent members of the Medical Board 
have given lectures upon the different branches of Nursing, and the 
House Staff have given instructions at the bedside, thus giving such 
Nurses who have been constantly in service during 1875 and 1876 
the benefit of thorough training, and they will, if qualified, receive at 
the end of their legal service a Diploma, of which the following is 
a copy : 

CHARITY HOSPITAL.

That she has been under instruction, both didactic and clinical, during a 
period of years. 

That after an examination by the Committee of Inspection and Chief of 
Staff, and upon their recommendation to the Commissioners of Public Chari- 
ties and Correction, she has been awarded this Diploma, showing that she is a 
competent and qualified Nurse. 

In witness whereof, the Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction, 
the Committee of Inspection and Chief of Staff, have caused their signatures to 
be attached to this Diploma. 

Let us hope that after two years' instruction, and provided with 
this Diploma, our Nurses may not only be pecuniarily and practically 
successful, but also that the public in general may derive benefit 
therefrom, being confident that they will fill a desideratum long de- 
sired to complete satisfaction. 

When speaking with praise of the Nurses of the Hospital, it was 
not intended to deteriorate the valuable services of the Orderlies in 
the Wards where, on account of the peculiarity of the diseases, no 
females could be admitted. They have all filled their positions with 
great aptness and fidelity. 
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OBSTETBIOAL DEPARTMENT. 

The success of a Lying-in Department of a Gteneral Hospital is of 
vast importance, and one largely calculated to influence the profes- 
sional opinion of said Institution. 

This branch of our Hospital has been in operation since June, 1874, 
and during last year there have been 536 births. Of the mothers 90 
died in consequence of parturition, or diseases arising during thftt 
state, and of children 117 ; 51 of these were stiU-bom. We may be 
thankful that we have not been visited by any epidemic fever or other 
disease in this department, and had it not been for the already shat- 
tered constitutions, by their previous mode of hfe, of many of the 
lying-in women, the death rate of adults would have been consider- 
ably less. The death of a large number of them was, as the autopsy 
showed, due to a complication with kidney disease. Now, the reason 
of the appearance of this disease in connection with the parturient 
state of the patients who died, is, as yet, not fully explained, yet we 
are inclined to the belief that in many, if not in all the cases record- 
ed with this complication, death was produced indirectly by the ex- 
cessive use of stimulants, previously habitually indulged in. Pathol- 
ogists agree in the existence of a retrograde metamorphosis of the 
substance of the kidneys in chronic drunkards, while physiologists on 
the other side maintain that during parturition the functions of the 
kidneys are sympathetically involved. It appears to us, then, that 
the change in the functions of the kidneys during the lying-in time 
add fuel to the already partly degenerated organ and sets it into a 
blaze, which the weakened constitution of the patient cannot with- 
stand. 

The death of many of the children can also be attributed to the 
perverse mode of life the mothers led during the time they carried 
the child. 

Instruments had to be resorted to in 14 cases. Version was per- 
formed three times. In one instance, where the mother had a de- 
formed pelvis, it was necessary to resort to craniotomy. With the 
exception of these no other compUcations arose. 

Our institution is as well calculated for a maternity hospital as any 
large "general hospital" can be. Our walls are newly painted, our 
ceilings 18 feet high, and kept properly cleaned, our nursing is the 
best, and everything tends to promote recovery, except the one thing 
— " Hospitalism. " 
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No parturient woman should be within the walls of an institution 
containing surgical, venereal, ophthalmic and dermatological cases. 
All honest endeavor to prevent patients from seeing each other has 
proved of but little avail, and there exists no doubt at all but that 
in some measure disease and tardy convalescence in the lying-in-de- 
partment can be traced to the existence of this state of things, al- 
though our nurses have been exceedingly vigilant and honest in their 
execution of this part of the service, and for which they are respon- 
sible. 

We fully appreciate the responsibility of this department remain- 
ing longer in the general hospital, for the danger is too apparent. 
Should we be visited by Puerperal fever, it would be an unfortunate day 
for us. Our patients would die and no remedy to prevent it, because 
the only practical and efficient mode to stay an epidemic of this kind 
is an immediate separation of the afflicted ones from the deleterious 
influence which has produced it. Therefore, a Maternity Hospital is 
imperative, and demands the attention of the government, the profes- 
sion and the public. Every time a woman is called upon to die in 
our obstetrical wards we feel an awful responsibility, and it is not 
easily forgotten. Therefore, we would again urge upon your Board 
some active measure towards building a separate hospital of wood, on 
the Pavilion plan, for the reception of these women. Then, and not 
till then, can we expect to do for this class all that can be done. 
Humanity demands it, science demands it, and the public at large de- 
mand it. This fact is as apparent and striking as it is important. In 
all other countries and large cities this class of patients are separated 
from other diseases, and are treated in buildings set apart for their 
exclusive reception. 

Providing it is deemed best by your Board to construct a Ma- 
ternity Hospital, it may not be considered out of place for me to sug- 
gest a plan. 

A paviUon of wood would be by far more preferable than a brick or 
stone structure, not only on account of the expense in erecting the 
same, but also to save loss should it have to be demolished. Suppose 
fever develops and it were advisable to tear down a permanent struc- 
ture, the expense would naturally cause much delay, while if it is 
built of wood it can readily be destroyed, and no great amoimt of out- 
lay entailed by so doing. 

The building should be one story high, with a veranda, and have 
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glass windows on both ends and on one side ; the wings should be 
wide and the ceilings high, so that each patient may receive not less 
than 2,000 cubic feet of air. It would be well to divide the wings in- 
to partitions, by lattice-work of wood, and thereby lessen the annoy- 
ances from the gaze of those around the sick bed. The whole inside 
of the structure should be finished in hard wood, and oiled. No 
paint should be put on the inside of the building. 

The administration rooms should be in the centre, between the 
wings, and on either side of a qentral dining-room. Booms shonld 
be provided for the physicians and nurses, and a large, airy room set 
apart in which the women can be delivered. The water and cooking 
arrangements should be as near perfect as possible. The water-closets 
can easily be made to connect with the river, thereby rendering this 
important point of a hospital free from objection. 

Should I be called upon to write another report, I trust it may be 
my pleasant duty to include in it the establishment of a Maternity 
Hospital and its complete success. 

In close relation to the Obstetrical department are the diseases 
peculiar to women, or the Gynaecological department. The causes 
which produce disease in this line are many, but some, and I must 
say the most important ones, come in contact with public hygiene 
and public order, so that a reference to the subject is in place in a 
report of this kind. 

These ailments of women, which make them so miserable when 
presented at a hospital like the Charity, unfortunately find their 
source often in that same depravity of life, which in other diseases 
sounds the keynote. It is acknowledged that lack of wholesome ex- 
ercise and want of pure air often lay the foundation of uterine dis- 
orders. If we now consider that mainly women of poverty or prosti- 
tutes visit a Poor Hospital, we can trace the frequent disorder prin- 
cipally to that cause. In this city, where there exists the condemna- 
ble habit and avaricious nuisance on behalf of landlords to build large 
and high tenement houses, in which often over a hundred human 
beings congregate, this cause of uterine disease becomes an aggra- 
vating fountain of victims for the poor-house. If a law could be 
framed by which the Board of Health had more control over the 
architecture of this class of buildings, so as to secure proper ventila- 
tion, much good would arise, and the disorders under consideration 
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as well as diseases in general would considerably diminish ; and, 
when unfortunately an epidemic would visit the city, fewer victims 
would fall to its scourge. 

In houses of ill-fame the women are nearly always confined to their 
home. They carouse at night and sleep during the day, and there- 
fore enjoy no fresh air, unless they make a sortie to buy some finery 
to adorn their faded beauty. 

As exercise is not conducive to health unless it is conducted in a 
pure and fresh atmosphere, neither the poor women nor the prosti- 
tutes can enjoy that blessing. 

Another very frequent cause of uterine troubles is the crime of 
modem civilization. Abortion. This criminal proceeding, which 
originally began in society of higher life, has gradually found its way 
to the poor, and poverty is frequently its alleged excuse. The public 
should be more universally made to understand that it is murder 
which they commit, and that the prevailing notion of a foetus in 
utero not being aUve before the fourth month after conception is a 
fallacy, which has been propagated by the mercenary rascals, shroud- 
ed in a titular assumption of M. D., who flood this country. But it 
must not be assumed that abortion is committed through their agency 
alone. There is hardly a drug store in the city that does not sell 
some patented or proprietary medicine, the intended operation of 
which is ill-concealed by its flowery name. There is scarcely a 
newspaper in this city which does not allow space in its advertising 
columns for these instruments of ruin to the nation. Why cannot 
this great land, with its republican form of government, wipe out an 
evil which has never even been allowed publicly to exist in some of 
the meanest States with a monarchical government in Europe ? 

By silent consent to the sale of drugs and instruments which 
produce abortion, an evil, which at one time was a medical secret, 
has found its way into every household. Let it be sounded through- 
out the land that abortion is infantile murder, and let every physi- 
cian and priest fight against it with the strongest weapons in their 
power. 

Another prolific source of uterine disease is the wearing of tight- 
fitting dresses and the lacing, so constantly practised by courtezans. 
(Poor-hospitals have nothing to do with this absurd foolishness of 
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ladies in the higher spheren of life.) Unfortunately, no other measures 
for its prevention can be taken than to appeal to the common sense 
of the public. 

A further but frequent cause of Gynsacological disturbances may be 
mentioned, because it is often brought about through necessity by 
poverty. I mean the exposure to cold and inclement weather by 
women during their monthly iUness. There is no remedy for this bnt 
an appeal to the wealthy ladies of this metropolis, who know best the 
circumstances and difficulties a poor, poorly-clad woman must labor 
under. 

Should any one doubt the truth and potency of these arguments, 
let him compare the health of the savage women with the slaves of 
modem civilization. 

MEDICAL DEPABTMENT. 

> 

In the medical wards the cases are to a great extent of a chronic 
character. The most common diseases causing death were Phthisis, 
Pneumonia, Chronic Diarrhoea, Marasmus, Bright's and other diseases 
of the Kidneys. 

The cause of so many cases of death from Phthisis is due to the fact 
that the Hospital is a sort of retreat for the poor suffering from this 
disease, and as the termination of it is well known, this large portion 
of mortality is accounted for. 

Pneumonia, as it comes to this Hospital for treatment, is generally 
produced by exposure on account of poverty or the occupation of the 
individual, particularly when the latter is connected with over-exertion. 
Intemperance and night-tramping is also a fruitful cause. During 
the past year many cases of diseases of the chest occurred in indivi- 
duals, who, on account of lack of work, were obliged to assume an 
occupation to which their constitution was neither accustomed nor 
adapted. 

A constant occurrence is chronic Diarrhoea, and a very annoying 
one to those surrounding the patients. It frequently occurs that the 
sufferers are too feeble or otherwise unable to control the evacuations, 
thereby causing considerable trouble to keep them and the wards 
clean and free from smell. Many of the aged inmates die of this 
complaint. 

Various diseases of the Kidneys, and particularly Bright's disease, 
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are not rare occurrences in this institution. They can generally be 
traced to Alcoholism, or want of cleanliness of the skin, producing skin 
eruptions which were by exposure suppressed. 

In some cases of death no causes except old age could be traced. 

SUEGICAL DEPAETMENT. 

In this department many interesting and difficult operations have 
been successfully performed by or under the supervision of the con- 
sulting and visiting surgeons of the Hospital. 

We are as usual overrun with cases of chronic leg ulcers, which not 
only often defy successful treatment, and therefore become a burthen 
to the Hospital, but also are liable to reappear after having been 
cured, on account of the discharged persons having either no home 
to go to, or because they resume former occupations and living, or 
tramping, which latter particularly frequently induces these sores. 

We have been blessed with the absence of any appearance of hos- 
pital gangrene or epidemic erysipelas. 

DEEMATOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Two wards are set apart for the exclusive treatment of skin diseases. 
The majority of the cases treated were due to exposure and want of 
cleanliness of the patients during their occupations and wandering 
about. This difficult portion of diseases has been successfully handled 
by the attending physicians. 

HYGIENIC LAW. 

Two considerations justify a reference to this subject in a report of 
this kind. 

1. That the city claims an interest in the welfare of its citizens, and 

2. Because city charities are supported by a tax-paying community, 
which demands that all efforts should be used to economize and pre- 
vent expenditures which can be avoided. 

As prevention is better than cure, so is the knowledge of preventive 
medicine cheaper than the erection of Hospitals. But, in order that 
the law of hygiene should be of practical use, it must be brought to 
the knowledge of laymen, and not secreted by medical associations, 
otherwise it will not be preventive medicine. In all civilized countries 
and these United States a propagation of the laws of health has been 
found of greater necessity from year to year, and some of the States 
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liave taken the first practical step of intrusting this propagation to a 
Board of Health, whose duty it is to instruct, through advioe of medical 
counsel, not only the public at large but especially that portion of 
State machinery which has for its sole object the protection aaid wd- 
fare of the citizens. It is obvious that by gradual improvements in 
public hygiene, and a thorough knowledge of hygienic laws by the peo- 
ple, a considerable diminution of sickness would arise, and thereby a 
large reduction in the expense of supporting the sick poor. 

It should therefore be known by every person that filth in any 
shape is a poison to man, and that by filth we not only mean physical 
dirt, but also moral and intellectual uncleanlihess. Also, that a resi- 
dence on a damp soil produces disease ; that contaminated air and 
water help to the grave, and that a proper use of clothing and judi- 
cious food are necessary to health. 

In a report like this it is impossible to exhaust a subject of this 
kind, and I will therefore confine my remarks to general observations 
for the guidance of those in whose hands the report may fall. 

1. Clothiny. — The skin, which is a natural protective covering of the 
body, has among many other functions one very important : that of 
evaporation of water from the general surface, which evaporation is 
of considerable amount. This function regulates the heat of the sur- 
face of the body in its relation to the temperature without. Conse- 
quently, any checked evaporation by approach of cold can result in 
very serious consequences. The clothing must protect the skin from 
such an accident, hence the necessity of that article in conformity 
with the external temperature. Now, not every person has the amount 
of variable evaporation emanating from the skin, and the clothing 
must therefore be regulated according to each individual's peculiar 
disposition in this direction. For the same reason it is injurious to 
wear too warm clothing in summer, and not enough in winter. In 
old age the skin is not as active as in youth ; greater care must there- 
fore be taken in the choice of garments, and the false idea to which 
so many are liable abandoned, that because ''that never hurt me be- 
fore" it would not do so then. 

Clothing ought never be allowed to dry upon the skin, but when 
wet immediately changed. In winter solid shoes with thick soles 
should be worn. For underwear, flannel is the best article on account 
of its absorbing qualities. 
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2. Food. — ^Man, being the crown of cre&tion, has all the elements 
of other beings combined in his bodily structure. His nourishment 
must therefore also be varied, and must include animal, vegetable 
and fatty material in proper proportion. To promote a proper diges- 
tion and assimilation of food, it should be thoroughly masticated be- 
fore swallowing it, and never any cold water taken while eating, nor 
soon after. Capricious appetites are always condemnable, and females 
particularly are warned not to give way to the impropriety of limiting 
their nourishment to fancy articles, cakes, pies, candies, etc. The use 
of tobacco in any form also interferes with digestion. 

In regard to nourishment of young children, the breast of the 
mother, provided she is healthy and furnishes good milk, is of course 
preferred, but should never be allowed when the health of a woman is 
suffering thereby, as she cannot under such circumstances furnish 
good milk, and both mother and child will be sufferers. Neither is 
it well to continue nursing longer than nine months or a year, a mis- 
take which the poor are liable to make in order to prevent early con- 
ception. When a child is to be weaned from the breast, it should be 
done gradually, and nourished with biscuits boiled or softened in 
milk, farina, and milk and water. Should there be diflSculty for the 
child to digest or assimilate this kind of food, I have found a mixture 
of barley coffee and milk, half and half, a most excellent substitute. 
Barley coffee is made like ordinary coffee, substituting roasted barley, 
subsequently ground, for coffee beans. During the teething period, 
the child can be allowed to chew on a piece of beef, well cooked and 
tender. After tl^e eighteenth month, but not before, ordinary food 
can be given gradually. During early youth the diet should consist 
prominently of beef, with vegetables and occasionally farinaceous 
food. Pure water is of the greatest importance under all circum- 
stances. 

3. Residence. — ^The regularly constituted authorities should see to 
it that no dwelling is erected on a damp soil ; and should the locaHty 
be such that it cannot be avoided, the lot should be completely drained 
before a permit is given. What has been said in another part of 
this report, in respect to tenement houses, I repeat here. Proper 
ventilation for the same should be inforced, and the drainage so ar- 
ranged that all offals which are thrown into sinks and water-closets 
are immediately removed through the sewers. These remarks are 
applicable to all kinds of buildings. No factories ought to be allowed 
among the dwelling-houses. 
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I would desire to add, that, in mj estimation, open fire*places are 
by far preferable to heating dwellings with hot air through flues from 
a furnace. The former, by the nature of their construction, are at 
the same time ventilators while they are heaters. Hot air furnaces 
have been found very deleterious to persons having a disposition to 
consumption. 

It is hardly necessary to add, that dwellings should only be erected 
where pure water can be obtained. 

4. Washing and Bathing. — Proper cleanliness of the body is indis- 
pensable to health ; if not, the necessary perspiration cannot take 
place ; besides, when the skin is filthy it becomes the seat of a variety 
of diseases, as it offers itself as a proper soil for parasites and other 
impurities. It would be a great improvement for the poor and home- 
less if the authorities would provide, for summer and winter, a place 
where they could clean and wash both their bodies and their clothing. 

Such, who have the advantage over the poor, should, therefore, be 
diligent in bathing and washing, not once a week or month, but daily 
if possible. The temperature of the water for bathing should be so 
as to produce a slight cool feeUng upon entering the bath. 

5. Exercise. — The best exercises condusive to health are: Gymnas- 
tics in the open air, rowing and swimming. Horse-back riding, walking 
and running rank next. During the late Franco-German war it was 
noticed that the German soldiers had more power of endurance than 
the French. I attribute this considerably to the training which the 
former received during their early youth. In most of the public 
schools it belongs to the curriculum to devote, during fair weather, 
several hours every week to gymnastics, in the open air, under the 
direction of proper teachers. If such a course could be pursued in 
our pubhc schools a healthy and robust stock of young men and 
women would be developed. 

EPILEPTIC AND PAEALYTIC HOSPITAL. 

The number of patients treated in this department during the year 
is 116, and the number remaining at its close 37. 

Considering the many irresponsible acts the epileptic are liable to 
commit, it is gratifying to report that no accidents have occurred 
which could be traced to any neglect on the part of those who have 
direct charge of this hospital. This shows the wisdom of providing 
this department with responsible orderlies, which have been selected 
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*with due regard to irustfiilness said intelligence. Two orderlies are 
on duty during the day and one at night. They are dischai^ing their 
duties with energy and fidelity, which, together with efficient medical 
administration, renders this pavilion an agreeable home to its unfor- 
tunate inmates. 

In this department watchfulness is the principle duty of its officers. 
The more one becomes acquainted with the nature of epilepsy the 
more apparent is this rule. , It is not so much the violence of the fits 
to which the patients are subject that arouses the sense of responsi- 
bility in those taking care of them, as it is their state of mind previous 
to or after the same. The medical profession realizes of late this fact 
completely, particularly in criminal cases, where it has been conclu- 
sively shown that persons subject to epilepsy have moments in which 
they are entirely irresponsible for their acts ; and, as these acts may 
be of the most outrageous character, a constant fear of such an oc- 
currence must haunt the attendant. Some of these patients are 
subject only to night attacks, or to what is called the petit-mal, and 
although they are during the intervals often docile and inteUigent, 
it has been observed that they are not entirely free from occasional 
mental aberrations. In fact, experience and forensic history have 
proven that some so styled larval cases of epilepsy are often the most 
dangerous. When this, what may be called mental epilepsy, seizes the 
patient the feeling is one of great distress and is the source of terrible 
impressions producing an irresistible impulse to do some mischief. 

Hence the necessity for watchfulness, and also the urgent demand 
'to keep these cases separated from others. 

In the various institutions under your care there are a large num- 
ber of epileptics who are a source of detriment and constant anxiety. 
I therefore recommend again the erection of PaviUons on some part 
of this Island for the exclusive treatment of that class of patients. It 
would relieve the other institutions of this encumbrance and be of 
decided benefit to the sufferers, because the necessary watchfulness 
which becomes a second nature to those attendants who are con- 
stantly caring for them, and none else, is uncultivated, and therefore 
lax in orderlies and nurses in institutions of mixed patients. 

Should this recommendation meet with your approbation, I would 
suggest that Pavilions be erected large enough to accommodate at 
least 350 patients, and, to prevent accidents, that the selected site be 
not too close to the river. If the funds appropriated for that pur- 
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pose should permit it, I would recommend to have the grounds 8iu> 
rounded by a medium high fence at some distance from the build- 
ings, as a mode of preventing accidents without appearance of ie»- 
traint. 

I feel confident that the erection of such a hospital would meet witii 
the approval of every superintending officer of the various sanitary 
and criminal institutions under your care. 

FEVEB HOSPITAL. 

The past year has been remarkable for the few patients suffering 
from malignant and contagious fevers. By the subjoined table you wiH 
perceive that only 101 patients have been admitted and 17 died. The 
recovery of the remainder has, in nearly every instance, been notably 
rapid, which fact is accounted for by the liberal diet, judicious use of 
stimulants, and the careful nursing which the patients have received. 
It is also another evidence of the expediency of having experienced 
nurses and orderlies attending upon all fever cases and sickness in 
general. 

PENITENTIAET, 

The records of this institution show an increase in the number of 
inmates during the past year. 

Among these no contagious or epidemic disease has shown itself, 
unless we include a purulent Ophthalmia which attacked about 
eighty of the prisoners. The cause of this incident lies in an ex- 
posure of those men who unloaded the garbage barges to the dust 
arising from the ashes, and was immediately confined to that gang 
and soon stopped by quarantining them. In less than two weeks all 
recovered and were able to resume labor without the loss of a single 
eye. 

During the year ten accidents occurred to the working inmates, all 
of which were successfully treated. 

The general health of the whole population of the institution has 
been very good, and the discipline among them improved. The sani- 
tary condition of the New York Penitentiary is better than that of 
any other prison in the State. 

The cells for the prisoners are too small, and, in my opinion, each 
should have at least a straw bed instead of a cot. 

Although they are prisoners, they should be treated as humanely as 
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TpDBsible, an3 while It 'is ^prison for ptmishment It should also be a 
>!Beformatory. Nothing can eyerbe won by uhkindness, while everj- 
ithing can be gained by a kind act. To reform a man is doing a noble 

work; he may commit crime, he may be a drunkard, or he may of- 
ffend society in many ways, yet he is still a man and a human being, 
^and iis, therefore, entitled to all the charity that accrues from a 

Christian people. 

Your Board has accomplished a wise thing in the erection of the 
work-shops in which the men in all seasons of the year can labor, 
whereas in former times they were obliged to remain Ldoors during 
the inclement season, much to the disadvantage of themselves and 
the detriment of the sanitary condition of the prison. You are to be 
congratulated in this great improvement. More labor is now per- 
formed in this institution in a week thim was heretofore done in a 
month. The shoe shop has afforded labor for those who suffered 
from phthisis and rheumatism, and has lessened this year the num- 
ber of admissions to the New York Penitentiary Hospital of persons 
suffermg from the above diseases. 

In the hospitals several improvements have been made. The por- 
tion for the males has been enlaiged and otherwise improved, so that 
it now presents a respectable appearance. A new water-closet 
has been introduced which is found to be a success. The hos- 
pital for females has been repaired and a new closet was built, so that 
it now combines all the requirements for a good receptacle for the 
sick. 

The Board has deemed it desirable to pay two persons as orderlies 
in the male hospital, and these men deserve the thanks of the physi- 
cians for their interest and attention to the sick. We are not un- 
mindful of those persons in the hospital, who, during convalescence, 
have rendered so valuable assistance, and at all times so cheerfully 
aided the physician in the daily discharge of his duty. 

In another part of this report allusions were made to duties, which 
the citizens in their capacity as parents, and the government as a guar- 
dian, owe to society to prevent the increase of depravity and degrada- 
tion. These remarks are also apphcable in relation to criminals, with 
this difference, that most of the subjects are already mature both in 
age and crime, and that, therefore, the preventive measures are too 
late. When we examine the ultimate causes which gradually lead to 
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crime, we cannot but come to a conclusion bj which crime appeals 
not only in its social aspect but embodies also a medical and psycho- 
logical importance. 

The human mind is apt to occupy itself with what it has been 
taught, and influences the actions accordingly. If, now, a person's 
intellectual faculties have been misdirected on account, either of bad 
associations, or, what is a more remote cause, by not having been ac- 
customed during their development to a sound basis of reasoning on 
what is right or wrong, the mind will not only become weak but also 
err in its weakness. When this becomes by practice a confirmed habit, 
we have not only the criminal before us, but also an aberration of the 
mind in what he thinks to do; Statistics and records show that a 
majority of the criminals are devoid of that mental education which 
the present standing of civilization demands, either, because they nev- 
er received any, through the neglect of their parents or guardians, or 
because vices, such as intemperance, self-abuse, etc., weakened their 
intellectual faculties. 

If this be true, and there is scarcely any doubt of it, where then Ues 
the reformation ? Certainly not in close confinement and hard labor 
and punishment. Society or its representative must strive to- lead the 
aberrated mind into its proper channel, instruct that mind in what it 
has failed to receive, in short, give it a reformatory school. 

I would therefore respectfully submit for your future consideration 
the feasibility of introducing in the N. Y. Penitentiary a system of 
schooling, in which the criminal is given the opportunity of regaioing 
what has been lost during childhood and youth, so that he may cast 
past days into oblivion, begin true life anew, and come out of the 
training a useful and good member of society. 

To assist in this reformation the keepers must also be trainers, and 
the selection of these men ought to be made from among the best type 
of manhood. 

The deatli list of the Penitentiary during the past year embraces 
17 cases, of which 11 were males and 6 females. In one of these the 
cause of death was unknown, the patient having died at Biverside 
Hospital. 

The total number of admissions to the prison was 2,302 ; to the 
hospital, 384 ; discharges and deaths in hospital, 382. 
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At the close of tlie year there remained under treatment 27 males 
and 12 females ; total, 39 patients. 

Before closing the Penitentiary report, I desire to express my 
thanks to Warden Fox and the officers under him for their cheerful 
and willing disposition to carry out all medical orders, an^ the 
prompt assistance they have always rendered me in the execution of 
my duties in their institution. 

WOEK-HOUSE. 

With great satisfaction I am able to report that the Work-house 
has probably never been in such good condition, and improved 
discipline, as at the present time. To Superintendent Allaire much 
credit is due ; he has attentively and assiduously administered to the 
wants of those committed to his care, and has always been ready and 
willing to co-operate in carrying out my suggestions regarding the 
medical and sanitary condition of the institution. 

The two hospitals — one for male and the other for female patients 
—have been at all times full, and have been a means of checking 
much acute sickness and relieving many an inmate, who might other- 
wise have died. 

The general sanitary condition of the Work-house is good, not- 
withstanding the institution has been much overcrowded during the 
entire year, and particularly at the present time. To afford sufficient 
air for the two thousand (2,000) inmates, the prison should be in- 
creased in size. Each cell is supposed to contain but four (4) persons, 
while it often happens that as many as eight (8) are daily lodged in 
these cells. 

Children are sent along with their mothers frequently. This is ob- 
jectionable, as it is not only demoralizing to the discipline and a 
detriment to the sanitary condition of the institution, but also an 
injury to the children themselves. 

Upon entering, those committed are generally by their own habits 
enfeebled in health, and require some little time to recruit before they 
are able to do ordinary work to any effect. Many are committed but 
for a short time, in fact so short that a restoration to health becomes 
at the same time a dischai^e, making them thus nothing but hospital in- 
mates and not prisoners. The sentences are therefore too short for men 
and women who may offend society daily by being intoxicated, they 
folly knowing that they receive but a ten-days sentence. E-'^^^^'^uce 
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shows that when a man or woman happens to receive a sentence of three 
to six months, it teaches them a lesson and gives them an opportuiiitf 
for thought, while the ten-day man or woman is thinking of another 
debauch during the short time of incarceration. Farther, the labor 
of these persons would be of some use to the Department during 
3, longer stay, but as it now is, by the time they are able to do any 
labor and have regained their health, and whei^ they are over the 
immediate effects from liquor by complete abstinence, their time 
expires. 

There is no institution in your Department which receives so many 
skilled mechanics and artisans, and so many females specially adapt- 
ed to work in their line, as the Work-house, yet they are of little 
use to the Department. Of course there are a few who can work and 
do work, yet they are such a small minority as hardly to deserve 
mention 

I am not objecting to the Magistrates, but the law. It should be 
more specific, and limit a proper time of punishment for these 
offenders against public order and decency. 

I have but one accident to record during the past year, that of a 
man suffering from delirium tremens, who jumped from the window 
and was killed. Upon investigation it was found that no blame 
could be attached to any one connected with the institution. 

The total number admitted to the Work-house was 22,845. Of these 
there were transferred to Charity Hospital 794. The number ad- 
mitted to the Work-house Hospital was 367 males and 337 females ; 
total, 704. The number discharged cured from the Work-house was 
312 males and 295 females ; total, 607. The number of deaths at the 
Work-house during the year was 22 males and 24 females ; total, 46. 

ALMS-HOUSE. 

This old institution, the merciful home of the poor and the asylum 
for the feeble and aged is thoroughly adequate for its purpose. 

The general health has been very good and no accidents have 
occurred during the year. Dr. Seaman is faithfully looking to the 
comfoi*t and is administering to the medical wants of the inmates, 
who show scarcely any other manifestations of sickness except those 
incident to old age. 

In this institution a large number of the inmates are epileptics, 
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who call for the usual care and watchfulness so Jiecpssary in this 
disease. These unfortunate residents of the Alms-house are un- 
der the special care of two orderlies, who receive compensation for 
their services, and who execute their duty with kindness and attention, 
so that these patients are as comfortable as circumstances permit. 

The wards and dormitories are in good order and kept very clean, 
and the whole institution is in a good sanitary condition. 

The number of inmates admitted during the year was 2,333, and the 
number transferred to Charity Hospital for treatment 310 ; 82 died 
during the year in the Alms-house. 

HOSPITAL FOE INCUEABLEa 

The Hospital for Incurables embraces two handsome pavilions, con^ 
stituting two wards, one for each sex. These structures are the bei^t and 
most cheerful pavilions erected by the Department, and in point of 
their healthful locality, their spaciousness and good arrangement for 
^ventilation, become specially adapted for the treatment or rather 
home of the aged poor of the city. The placing of the water-closets 
outside of the buildings deserves laudable commendation. 

The wards are kept scrupulously clean and the inmates are very 
comfortable, and their sanitary condition is good. 

The Orderly and Nurse perform their duties to the satisfaction of 
all, thus assisting us in our endeavor to make this home of the chronic 
sufferers one of comfort in every respect. 

The number of admissions during the year was 62, and the num- 
ber of deaths 42. Some of the inmates died of good old age. 

ASYLUM FOE THE INDIGENT BLIND. 

This Asylum is in a satisfactory condition. 54 new inmates were 
received during the year, and 8 died. Causes : old age 3, Pleurisy 
1, Eheumatism 1, Asthenia 1, Paraplegia 1, and 1 was a Coroner's 
case. 

AUTOPSIES. 

This portion of hospital duty is not to be underrated^ As experi- 
ence is the great teacher in everything we undertake, nothing con- 
tributes more to enhance the value of medical science and to promote 
its progress than to adopt a method of either confirming our specula- 
tions of disease or of correcting errors in diagnosis, by " Post-mor- 
tem Examinations." 
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For this reason a careful autopsy is held on abont one-third of the 
dead under the immediate supervision of the Curators, Drs. Maxwell, 
Stimson and Spencer. These gentlemen have, by their experience, 
faithful adherence and attention, contributed much towards our store 
of medical knowledge. 

The autopsies are held at the dead-house near the Charity Hospi- 
tal, and every lesion and the post-mortem appearance of every organ 
is carefully noted in a large book kept for this purpose, to be used for 
future reference on application by physicians or in case of medico- 
legal matters. 

In order to bring this important branch to the attention of the pro- 
fession, and also to elucidate many remarks made in this report on 
the causes of sickness and poverty, and on the laws of health in re- 
lation to public hospitals, the record of a few of the most interesting 
and most appropriate autopsies are subjoined, and it is hoped they 
may arouse sufficient interest in the profession to compensate, by that 
acknowledgement, the arduous duties of the Curators. 

SELECTED CASES WITH POST-MOETEM EECOEDS OF 1876. 

During the past year 248 autopsies have been held, of which the 
following are submitted : 

Hydrothorax and Hydropericardium — Aortic and Mitral Insufh- 
ciENCY — Two Aortic Semilunares — Acute Parenchymatous Ne- 
phritis. 

Case No. 1. Man. Age 32. Admitted Jan. 12, died Jan. 16. 

When admitted he stated that he had had a severe cough for three 
weeks. For several weeks he had been troubled with slight swelling 
of feet and legs, which would disappear at night. He ^iwe no history 
of syphilis or acute rheumatism. Two days before admission the left 
leg and foot became in addition to the swelling red and painful. On 
admission both legs and feet were oedematous, more so the left, which 
was also slightly reddened and very tender on pressure. He was ver)* 
restless, complained of pain in head and back, and had a short and 
frequent cough. Loud and sonorous rales were heard over the 
chest, and murmurs with the first and second sound of the heart. 
The murmur with the first sound was heard with greatest intensity 
along the large vessels. He had passed a very scanty quantity of 
urine for several days past, not albuminous. Under treatment very 
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good diuresis was established and general symptoms improved; 
oedema, however, continued to increase, involving almost every part of 
the body, except the right arm and forearm. January 16th, A. M., 
he showed symptoms of great feebleness and was hardly rational ; 
P. M. the temperature was 104^ ; pulse extremely feeble and rapid ; 
respirations 46, shallow and puffing, and he became delirious. He 
died at 12 M. 

Treatment consisted of dry cups over kidneys, vapor baths, dig- 
italis, potass, acet., and alcoholic stimulants. 

Autopsy. — ^Fifteen hours after death. Exterior appearance — oede- 
ma, as stated above ; erythema leve over whole of swollen part ; 
numerous blebs on lower extremities. 

Head, — (Edema of pia mater, vessels at base normal, brain sub- 
stance oedematous. 

Thorax. — Half a pint of straw-colored fluid in pleural cavity. 
Lungs moderately oedematous and congestion in both ; evidences of 
bronchitis. Heart. — Pericardium Med with passive eflusions, sUght 
hypertrophy, walls firm, slight thickening on free margin of tricuspid. 
By hydrostatic test there is a moderate aortic and mitral insufficiency. 
The aortic semilunares consist of two leaflets, the right and posterior 
being blended in one ; there are markings of three sinuses of Valsalva ; 
leaflets of valves are both considerably thickened, and on their ven- 
tral surface present papillary vegetations, being deposits of fibrin. 
Mitral valve at posterior leaflet shows on both sides a roughened and 
thickened surface ; at right angle of mitral valve is a fibrinous deposit 
on roughened surface. Aorta normal. 

Abdomen. — Spleen normal size, surface mottled, cut surface shows 
hedged-shape spots of congestion. 

Liver. — Small, intrasinous congestion, parenchyma deeply bile- 
stained. 

Kidneys. — Normal size ; capsule easily stripped, leaving pinkish 
mottled surface, lobulated. Cortical substance relatively diminished, 
but what is left of cortex is reddish, swollen and full of haemor- 
rhages ; tubules are swollen and cloudy, pyramids reddish black. 

Intestines. — ^Enlargement of mucous follicles ; mucous membrane 
congested. 
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Cabies of Lumbab Yebtebbs — ^Hypobtatio Pneumonia — ^Dilatbd

Case No. 2. Woman. Age 50. Admitted Sepi 20, 1875; died 
Jan. 23, 1876. 

« 

At the time of admission a dia^osis of chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema was made. She was very weak, suffered much from cough, 
and kept to bed the greater portion of the time. About Dec. 1, die 
began to complain of loss of power in lower extremities. This loss 
of power attended by loss of sensation grew gradually worse. By 
Jan. 12, paraplegia had become complete and there was total loss of 
sensation over lower extremities and upon the trunk to about ^ 
tenth rib. She also developed incontinence of urine and feeoes about 
this time ; previously her bowels had been constipated and were only 
moved by cathartics. Jan. 18 it was observed that there was a dulled 
sensibility from the tenth rib to about the fourth, where isensation 
began to be about normal. There was no pain or percussing over the 
spine. Her mind continued clear. She gradually wasted and lost 
strength, and finally refused food and medicine, and died Jan. 23. 
Treatment : 01. morrhuse, iron, mistura expector., etc. 

Autopsy. — Thirty-seven hours after death. Bigor mortis very 
marked. Body emaciated ; oedema of left leg, other leg niuch atro- 
phied. 

Head. — Brain normal. 

Spinal Column. — Laminse, pedicles and spinous process of fourth 
and fifth lumbar vertebrse softened so as to be easily cut with a 
knife. Intervertebral cartilage between fourth and fifth lumbar verte- 
brae markedly softening and yielding. Vertebral canal at this point 
is encroached upon by pressure inwards of swollen laminae and pedi- 
cles. Dura mater of cord opposite this point is possibly thickened 
and congested. 

Spinal Cord — apparently normal. 

Thorax. — Lungs — Upper portions emphysematous ; independent 
portions of both lungs hypostatic pneumonia, gray stage. 

Heart normal. 

Abdomen. — Liver and Spleen normal. 

Kidneys. — ^Normal size ; capsule normal ; pyelitis. 
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Bladder. — Distended five to six times the normal size ; contained 
1 ozs. urine. Trabeculse very much stretched. 

Stomach normal. 

Intestines normal, except that the large ^ere filled with hardened 
Faeces.

PLEUBAL AND SuBPEBITONEAL HjBMOBBHAGES. 

Case No. 3. Woman. Age 26. Died Feb. 15, 1876. 

Deceased had a very tedious labor, and at its termination she was 
thoroughly exhausted. ^ The uterus contracted well, and abdomen 
was bandaged. About four hours after labor the woman suddenly 
commenced flooding, and when the physician was summoned, was 
found very weak, with small pulse. Ice was used, and the clots 
scooped out, when half an hour afterwards hsemorrhage had entirely 
ceased. She ralUed somewhat afterwards, but was occasionallv de- 
lirious. She also had some dyspnoea, and upon examination revealed 
subcrepitant rales. She continued to grow weaker, and died on the 
night of February 15. 

Autopsy, — Fourteen and a half hours after death. Bigor mortis 
present. Body well nourished. Small petechical spots over body, 
mainly over lower portion of abdomen ; a few on arms, face and legs. 
Perineum ruptured to second degree. Abdomen distended and tym- 
panitic. 

Head. — Brain normal. 

Larynx. — Thjrroid body enlarged, encircling two-thirds of trachea 
and lower border of thyroid cartilage ; each lobe measured 1\ inches 
transverse, and 2^ inches longitudinal. Innominate artery runs oblique 
across lower border of thyroid gland. Larynx proper is normaL 
Bight bronchus at origin nearly filled with plug of tenacious mucus. 

Thorax. — Lungs — Slight bands of adhesion on outer border of 
each. Diaphragm pushed up on right to lower border of third rib, on 
left side to border of fourth. Subpleural hsemorrhage on pleural sur- 
face of diaphragm ; also over both lungs. Larger bronchi even into 
the capillary tubes contain considerable quantities of mucus. Both 
lungs markedly oedematous and congested. Lower lobe of right lung 
is compressed. Vessels at base normal. 
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Heart normal. 

Abdomen, — Liver medium size, parenchyma pale, ansBmic. Gall 
bladder half filled with thick, green bile. 

Spleen. — Normal size, pale. 

Kidneys.— NoTmeA size, capsule normal, surface smooth ; pale-yel- 
lowish, stellate congestions. On section appears pale, tubules pie- 
sent granular appearance. Left kidney — ^pelvis, calices and ureter 
filled with pus. Right kidney — in pelvis, calices and ureter for nearly 
two inches underneath mucous membrane is haemorrhage of about 
one line in thickness. 

Bladder shows catarrhal cystitis. 

Peritoneum and Abdominal Walls. — Subperitoneal haemorrhages 
over intestines and abdominal walls scattered all over. The right rec- 
tus muscle from the pubis to umbilicus within sheath, and between 
bundles of muscular fibres, shows extensive haemorrhage ; the blood 
forms a soft, dark coagulum. Peritoneal cavity normal. 

Uterm and Appendages. — Uterus is 8 inches long and 6 inches wide. 
Surface normal. Inner surface covered with shaggy clot. Placental 
site normal, at posterior wall of fundus on right side. Cervix on left 
side shows a laceration of 1^ inches in length continuous with a lacer- 
ation of vagina from cervical insertion downward and outward to left 
for 2 inches. About one-half inch below this, and at junction of floor 
with left lateral wall of vagina, is another laceration completely 
through vaginal walls, and extending to and continuous with a lacer- 
ation of perineum. Blood effused in cellular tissue along the track of 
these lacerations. Corpus luteum of pregnancy in right ovary ; left 
ovary flattened from compression, has numerous small haemorrhages 
underneath its epithelial covering. Stroma is oedematous and soft- 
ened. 

8tomax)h shows a few submucous haemorrhages. 

Intestines normal. 

Contused and Lacerated Wound of Scalp — ^Fissures of Skull- 
Lacerations OF Brain — Facial Erysipelas— Atrophied, Fatty 
AND Cystic Kidneys. 

Case No. 4. Man. Age 62. Admitted Feb. 15, died Feb. 20, 1876. 

Deceased was admitted to the hospital with wound of scalp pro- 
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duced two days before by falling down stairs at Alms-house. ' Ex- 
amination of wound showed no signs of fracture of skull. Noticed 
some paralysis of left side of face. Two days after admission ery- 
sipelas developed in the wound, at the same time he began to get 
stupid, which condition continued until death, but at no time was he 
unconscious. Pupils were normal, breathing easy and pulse slow and 
Feeble. Erysipelas spread, involving left side of face and scalp, which 
was very much swollen. 

Autopsy, — Twenty-two and a half hours after death. Rigor mortis 
present. Body emaciated. Over left occipito-parietal region a con- 
tused lacerated wound showing bones beneath. Puffy swelling of 
Face on left side ; no pitting on pressure ; mouth drawn to right side. 
Scalp swollen and oedematous. 

Head — Banes. — The dura mater on the inner surface is blood 
stained everywhere, and at a few points shows soft, flat coagula, es- 
pecially in middle of occipital fossa. Sinuses of dura mater nor- 
mal. 

ShvU. — ^A fissure in right occipital bone, and in left parietal two or 
khree zigzag ones, not continuous on other side. Opposite fissures 
on left side of parietal lobe three lacerations of pia mater and brain 
substance beneath about half an inch in length. On anterior border 
of left parietal lobe, lower border of left portion of cerebellum and 
undemeath the seat of injury a small amount of coagulated blood. 
Evidences of meningitis (chronic) at vertex and anterior lobes of 
brain. Vessels at base normal. On section brain shows small soften- 
ing cysts in both corpora striata, and occasionally through white sub- 
substance. Ventricles were normal. 

Thorax. — hangs — old adhesions, emphysema, chronic bronchitis. 

Heart, — Pericardium distended with gas. Hypertrophy of left ven- 
tricle. 

^ftdoTnew, lAve^r and Spleen — diminished sKghtly in size, firm. 

Kidneys — ^half the normal size ; capsule tears ; kidney substance 
has pale, granular surface ; pelvis fatty, parenchyma markedly so, 
much atrophied and cystic. 

Stonuich and Intestines apparently normal.

HEMORRHAGE BETWEEN SURFACE AND CaPSULE. 

Case No. 5. Woman. Age 20. Died March 2, 1876. 

Patient was admitted to Lunatic Asylum 8 months ago with acute 
mania. Had had an attack two years previously. As her symptoms 
of insanity subsided she began to develope exophthalmos of both 
eyes. The left first and most marked. She was transferred to Char- 
ity Hospital in October, 1876. On admission exophthalmos was 
marked. Patient slightly delirious except when under the influence 
of morphine. General condition fair, appetite good, functions un- 
disturbed. These symptoms continued without much change for three 
months, the exophthalmos gradually increasing and the tendency 
to delirium diminishing. For the past two months she was almost 
entirely free from delirium, was rational, and answered questions re- 
garding herself with considerable intelligence. Had chronic diarrhoea. 
The cornea of left eye sloughed, that of right was intact. - Ophthal- 
moscopic examination of the eyes revealed choked disc and intense 
chemosis with total blindness. No paralysis could be discovered. About 
two weeks before death, patient began to fail in flesh and become 
much emaciated, but aside from that her condition did not change 
much. Several hours before death the pulse and temperature rose 
rapidly, and she became semi-comatose, in which state she slept till 
death, which was marked by no active symptoms whatever. 

Aidopsy. — 21 hours after death. Body rather tall, slender, moder* 
ately emaciated. An extreme exophthalmos of both eyes, about an 
inch of chemotic conjunctiva showing itself between the margin of the 
lower lid and cornea. A polypoid growth projecting into the cavity 
of left nares. 

Head. — Calvarium normal. Dura mater and sinuses normaL Sur- 
face rather dry. The convolutions of anterior cerebral lobes, espe- 
cially left side, are flattened. Roof of orbits crushed ; contents of 
same dissected out and eyes with optic nerves removed inta<;t with the 
brain. The crista galli, process and cribiform plates of ethmoid bone 
only remain intact. An adventitious growth infiltrating the tissues of 
orbits, projecting into the superior nasal fossae, mostly on left side, 
extending down the sides of the pharynx down to the tonsils at least ; 
upward it extended under the anterior lobes of the brain, surrounding

the termination of the carotids and continuing outward along the 
middle cerebral arteries for 1^ inches. The growth is yellowish grey 
or reddish white, of rather soft consistence and appeared to have the 
ethmoid bone as a qentre. The only remains of this bone, with the 
aboye exceptions, were a few fragile pieces to be seen and felt in the 
centre of the tumor. The inner surface of the bones of the orbits was 
roughened. The upper portion of the vomer was thinner and rough- 
ened ; sphenoid and petrous portion of temporals also extensively 
involved. From the frontal sinuses and antrum on right side, an opaque, 
greyish, tienacious, fluid material was drawn in the process of remov- 
ing the tumor. The anterior lobes of the brain were markedly softened ; 
they were not dissected, and specimen with portion of the involved 
bones placed in alcohol. 

Lungs, Hearty Liver and Spleen^ normal. 

Kidneys. — The left considerably enlarged, capsule adherent to dia- 
phragm and pancreas ; fatty. On section it showed on anterior sur- 
face of upper half a globular tumor (secondary,) 1^ in. in diameter, 
of soft consistence, yellowish red in color, growing in the pyramidal 
portion and projecting through cortex adhering to capsule. The lat- 
ter was much thickened, and apparently in the vicinity of the growth 
infiltrated. The tumor had evidently separated the capsule from the 
surface of the kidney over a considerable area. Hsemorrhage, which 
was recent, had occurred between surface of kidney and loosened 
capsule, forming a moderately firm, dark coagulum, which in its thick- 
est part would measure about one-quarter inch. Both kidneys were 
apparently fatty. A muco-purulent fluid in pelvis and uterus. 

Bladder, Uteris and its appendages, normal. 

Stomach, normal. 

Large intestines contain scybala. No enlargement of lymphatic 
glands anywhere. No waxy degeneration. 

Epilepsy. Turnor {Myxosarcoma) of right optic. 

Thalamus and Corpus Stratum. 

Case No. 6. Man. Age 34. Admitted April 5, died April 10. 

Patient had been suffering from epileptic convulsions for seven 
years. At that time he had five to seven convulsions per month. 
Just previous to his admission he used to have five to six convulsions 
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"per week. Never had two in one day except the day" b^ore admiB- 
sion. During the five days in the Hospital he had cmeconTnlsioiL 
On April 10th, patient was in bed and restless, compUdni^ of - head- 
ache. In the afternoon of same day he became coitetdBe;iriiettd' died 
. with stertorous breathing, dilated pupils, smaU, fr€iqa€tat**aliSi*'irfe^- 
lar pulse. Patient, also, had chrtmic bronchitis *aii]jd eia'phyeieMa. 

ili^^op^y.— Forty-five hours after death. Body large, well developed 
^and nourished. Bigor mortis well marked. Suggillations of depend- 
ent portions of body. 

' fleodl.-^Calvarium unusually thin, with abnormally deep depres- 
sion for cerebral convolutions ; dura mater thinned, less firmly adher- 
ent to bones than normal, and tightly stretched over brain. 

Brain arid Pia Mater. — The latter dry, and its vessels empty. Con- 
volutions of brain flattened, markedly so of right parietal lobe, at 
which point the substance of brain felt firmer than normal. On sec- 
tion ventricles were found normal, excepting a small amount of red- 
ish- white glutinous fluid in right lateral. Bight corpus striatum and 
optic thalamus about, twice their normal size, and projecting into right 
lateral ventricle. On section of these ganglia they present a redish- 
grey color, their normal markings being preserved, but exa^erated, 
of about normal or softer consistency. This infiltration invokes 
grey matter of convolutions in right parietal lobe, laterally (oppo- 
site the ganglia mentioned) and in the latter situation is firm and red. 
This new growth, involving corpus striatum and optic .thalamus, meas- 
ures in antero-posterior diameter four and a half inches, lateral five 
inches. Bemaining portion of brain is ansemic. Fornix and corpus 
callosum softened. 

Thoric and abdominal viscera appear normal. 

Icterus — Obstruction op Ductus Commun. Chol. by Bujaby 

Calculi. 

Case No. 7. Woman. Age 85. Admitted April 11, died April 25. 

A little less than a week before admission patient became jaun- 
diced without marked previous symptoms, except loss of appetite for 
a day or two, and slight tenderness in the right side. Also had light 
colored stools. On admission she was markedly jaundiced, without 
appetite, with a tendency to constipation ; had a foul breath and sore 



month. This condition -continned, bnt she grerw gradually weaker. 
She was with difficulty induced to take food ; the bowels, however, 
became more regular. There was some hsemorrhage from sore mouth. 
Ghradually growing weaker, and later somewhat stupid, she died just 
two weeks after admission. 

AtUopsy. — Head — Brain normal, except increased amount of fluid 
in ventricles, which is straw colored. 

Thorax. — Lungs — ^Adhesions at base of right lung. Emphysema 
of upper portions of both. Chronic bronchitis. 

Heart, — ^Left ventricle hypertrophied ; calcareous plates in aorta. 

. Abdomen. — lAver — Gall-bladder walls thickened; tissues around 
common duct surrounded by an endurated mass making it impervious. 
Portal vein normal. Gall bladder distended and saculated, and con- 
tained 82 calculi of the size of a cherry pit. Trabeculae are stretched 
and flattened ; mucous membrane covered with numerous ulcerations 
and erosions, and contains a chocolate-colored fluid. In the com- 
mon duct three calculi are found embedded. Hepatic duct is notice- 
ably dilated to its smallest ramifications. Near transverse fissure the 
hepatic duct contained eight calculi, larger than those found in the 
gall bladder, and with facets. Liver structure of greenish co|pr, 
normal size. Capsule normal. Spleen normal. 

Kidneys. — Chronic parenchymatous degeneration. Urates in tu- 
bules. 

Bladder contains about 1 oz. of thick, tenacious fluid, almost 
syrupy. 

Stomach contains one-half pint of fluid and altered blood. 

Intestines contains altered blood down to ileo-csBcal valve. Bectum 
contains faeces of the appearance and consistence of putty. 

All organs and tissues are markedly jaundiced. 

Caboikoma op Stomach and Liveb — ("Alveolar, giant-celled") — 
Anomalies of Viscera — Fatty and Waxy Kidneys. 

Case No. 8. Man. Age 55. Died Nov. 21, 1876. 

On admission to bosfAtal deceased stated that he had been a hard 
drinker for a good many years, and always considered himself healthy

untn about three months previoiis to admission, when he began to 
complain of pain in epigastrium and over region of the liver. Pain 
occurred in pa«>xysms. and did not seem to grow worse by eatii>(^ 
Vomited easily after eating ; sometimes immediately, isometimes after 
considerable interval. Bowels constipated, requiring the constant use 
of cathartics; Stools dark and hard. On physical examination there 
^\ as tenderness on pressure over region of liver ; area of hepatic dull- 
ness considerably enlarged, especially to left of median line. 

After admission, patient graduaUy lost strength, while symptoms 
continued without much change. Cathartics were administered when 
required, together with tonics, nourishing diet and stimulants. No 
improvement was noticed from the first, and patient died quietly 
Nov. 21, 1876, 11:45 P. M. 

AtUopfty. — ^Fourteen hours after death. Body emaciated ; &ce of 
yellowish cachectic hue. 

Sead. — Brain flabby, softening (probably post-mortem) meninges 
and vessels normal ; calvarium unusually thin. 

Thorax. — Lungs — Pour lobes to right lung ; the additional has a 
narrow attachment to posterior border of upper lobe. A few recent 
hsemorrhagic infartions of the size of a pea in lower lobes. 

Heart — Small, contracted, fibrinous degeneration of subpericardial 
connective tissue ; firm, small polypoids along free margin of auricu- 
lar face of mitral valve. Chronic arteritis of aorta ; small calca- 
reous plates ; walls firm, reddish brown. 

Abdominal Cavity. — Great omentum retracted against anterior bor- 
der of stomach; sigmoid flexure unusually long and drawn up and 
adherent with omentum to anterior wall of stomach, the adhesion is 
slight from recent slight localized peritonitis, and its separation opens 
a large slough leading into cavity of stomach. There is a large 
opening in mesentery through which small intestines passed, making 
a complete twist of ilium close to iUo-csecal valve. The border of 
the opening next to the intestines is thicker and opaque, but shows 
no evidences of old peritonitis. In peritoneal cavity is about four 
quarts of amber colored fluid containing flocculi. 

Liver. — Weight four pounds eleven ounces. The entire surface pre- 
sents numerous yellowish projections, in size varying frOm a wheat 
grain to one inch in diameter, the large ones are umbilicated ; on 
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"tm^er surface severftl liave coalesced, forming a mass tihe size of an 
egg, which projects underneath capsule. Common duct is pervious ; 
gall bladder is small and contains thin yellowish bile. . Glands alo^g 
ligament and anterior mediastinum and underneath (diaphragm on 
left side) are enlarged. The structures which enter transverse fissure 
are very much thickened and indurated. On section these tumors 
are yellowish white, moderately firm and some of the older ones show 
fatty degeneration in central portion, but without any cavities. 

Stomach. — Is attached by its upper border near pylorus to under 
surface of liver by recent' adhesions, which being separated open a 
large sloughing cavity. The lower border of stomach is attached 
firmly to pancreas and transverse colon. Fundus is very much dila- 
ted and filled with a granular pulp. The entire stomach, except fun- 
dus, is involved by carcinomatous growth ; at lesser curvature near 
pylorus, and along greater curvature is the greatest amount of thick- 
ening. Pylorus admits index finger. The growth is apparently in 
the submucous tissue, largely ulcerative, and presents the two sloughs 
previously mentioned. Surrounding glands are more or less involved, 
more especially the peritoneal glands which are markedly enlarged 
and in general appearance like cancer. 

Spleen, — Small. 

Kidneys. — SUghtly diminished in size, capsule adherent, surface 
pale, small cicatrices and cysts ; general amyloid degeneration, ex- 
cept vessels of pjrramids which are fatty. 

Irdestives. — Normal, except moderate enlargement of solitary glands. 
Slight amyloid degeneration of villi. 

Bladder and Postate. — Normal. 

Ganobene op Lung — Perforation — Necrosis of Sup. Maxilla-t-Ca- 

tarrhal pneumonia. 

Case No. 9. Man. Age 38. Died Aug. 30, 1876. 

Deceased had always enjoyed good health. Had occasionally 
drank too much, and had had syphiUs. Had been working in a dye 
factory and had been much exposed to phosphorus fumes. Has but 
few teeth, which are much decayed. Last February he began to have 
deep seated and continuous pain in the left temporal region. This 
increased in severity, and in March two small pieces of bone came 
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away from the left superior maxillary bone, and in May other pieces 
from the nostrils on same side- In July his left eye became inflamed 
and its function was soon lost ; the necrosis increased. August 1 
the superior maxillary bone on left side was removed by operation. 
Although patient had no fever and good pulse, he gradually sank. A 
few days before death he complained of a pain on right side just be- 
low the nipple, conghed and raised a very offensive grayish matter. 
He died quietly and suffered but little before death. 

Autopsy. — Thirteen hours after death. Body medium size and 
emaciated. Surface normal. 

Head. — ^Brain and membrane normal. Bones surrounding sella 
turcica very thin and yielding from advancing caries. 

Thorax — Lungs, — Circumscribed empysemia over outer border of 
right lower lobe. Four perforations leading to a gangrenous cavity 
at this spot. The cavity about three inches in diameter. Walls of 
cavity are gangrenous, black, sloughy, showing that the gangrenous 
action had been progressing. Other portions of this lung were con- 
solidated by patches of catarrhal pneumonia. A few scattered lobu- 
lar pneumonias in left lung with hypersemia and oedema. 

Heart and Abdominal Organs. — Normal. 

Psoas Abscess. 
Case No. 10. Man. Admitted August 2, died September 15, 1876. 

Tliree months before admission he began to have pain in the small 
of the back, and two weeks later pain in the right thigh, which con- 
tinued. Movement of the thigh caused pain on its inner side, and any 
pressure over course of sciatic nerve was equally painful. August 10, 
complained of pain in left thigh for the first time, that of right lessen- 
ing. September 2. Some oedema of the right foot is noticed. Ab- 
domen is somewhat distented ; on its right side extending as high up 
as the umbilicus there is some resistance to pressure and dullness on 
percussion ; also pain and tenderness of abdomen. September 8. 
A swelling has been observed for several days just above superior por- 
tion of right OS innominatum, from which about 1^ oz. of purulent 
fluid was removed with the aspirator. A day or two before death 
tympanitis disappeared and right side of abdomen became less resist- 
ing to pressure. 



Autopsy— -12 hours after death. Body emaciated. Bight femur 
about 2 inches shorter than left. Cicatrices of old abscesses about the 
bee joint, which is somewhat deformed but not anchylosed. The scars 
evidently were due to lesions of femur. The hip Joint was freely 
morable, but the rotation inward was incomplete. 

Abdomen. — -A large purulent and biemorrhagic collection was found 
occupying the right iUac fossa, extending upward to the neighborhood 
of the kidney, and downward under Poupart's ligament for an inch ; 
the peritoneum was thickened and formed its anterior wall. The iliac 
fascia was separated from the brim of the pelvis and the collection 
extended upward below the fascia and downward through the pelvis 
into posterior part of thigh. The great iliac vessels were raised from 
the pelvis, as was also the psoas. The collection communicated with 
a similar but smaller one upon the left side. The crest of the ilium 
was bare. The transverse processes and bodies of the 3rd and 4th 
lumbar vertebra) were denuded upon both sides. Several small col- 
lections of sweet, tliick, "laudable" pus were found in the thickness of 
the diaphragm and the posterior abdominal walls, near right kidney. 

Kidneys — very pale and white, particularly the right. On section 
of the cortex the vessels showed as red points, (like section of the 
brain.) The iodine test gave no reaction. 

Lungs. — Norm al . 

CONCLUSION. 

In addition to this report, I respectfully refer your Hon. Board to 
the tabular Records and Statistics of the various Institutions, which 
We herewith appended. 

The more an officer of an Institution becomes conversant with its 
workings and the loiter he is connected with them, the more become 
his duties increased in detail. The past year has therefore brought 
irith it increased labor, and also, variety of duties, although its occur- 
tences have not been marked by circumstances not essentially adher- 
Qit to all hospital management. 

In the execution of these labors I have always been so willingly 
ind cheerfully assisted by youi- Hon. Board, and you have always so 
patiently heard and heartily sustained any suggestion on my part in 
wfetence to improvements and changes, that I cannot close this re- 
port without expressing my sincere obligations to you, and asking a 
continuance of these cordial relations. 
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Our thanks are due the ladies of the State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion, who paid us regular visits during the winter season and encour- 
aged our afflicted patients. 

We also feel especially greatful to Misses Kendall and Darling for 
their generous distribution of flowers, fruits, etc., to all the inmates. 
Our sufferers are keeping a thankfiil remembrance of their kindness. 

Also to Mrs. 0. P. HaU and her friends, who have done so much 
towards alleyiating suffering by their acts of generosity and benevo- 
lence. 

To the officers of Charity Hospital, and the Wardens and Super- 
intendents of the various Institutions of the Department, my special 
acknowledgements are due, for the courtesy with which they have met 
any of my suggestions, and the cheerful assistance they have render- 
ed me in the execution of my duties in their various departments. 

The members of the Medical Board have rendered great service by 
their valuable aid and their experience. Their judicious counsel has 
been the means of saving many a poor patient's life and alleviating 
their suffering. The gentlemen of this board deserve the thanks of 
the public for tbeir energy and wisdom displayed in the clinical lec- 
tures to the students of medicine and to the nurses, thus enhan- 
cing their qualifications in attending the sick which may hereafter come 
under their care. 

The House-staff and their assistants are entitled to much gratitude 
for the faithfulness and ability with which they have performed their 
duty towards the Hospital and its inmates. 

The thankless offices of orderly and nurse have been faithfully per- 
formed by a corps of men and women, who, although daily meeting 
with vexations, which the nature of their station brings forth^ have al- 
ways been kind and attentive to their patients. 

He, who rules over aU things by His kind providence, has preserved 
us during the foregoing year from all calamities, and we will commit 
the future cares of these Institutions to His guidance.

Sm. — ^I have the pleasure of presenting, for the consideration 
of your Honorable Board, my second Annual Report of the Homoeo- 
pathic Hospital and the Inebriate Asylum of New York City. As a 
basis for subsequent remarks I present, first of all, a table, showing 
the number of admissions, discharges, and deaths in each Institution, 
respectively, for the year ending December 31st, 1876.

There has been a gradual increase, during the year, of the number 
daily under treatment ; and the wards are now nearly filled with 
invalid occupants.

Male patients only have been treated in this institution during the 
past year. Of those discharged from the Inebriate Asylum all have 
been in good bodily health, despite the fact that most of them, when 
admitted, were suffering severely from the effects of alcoholic excess. 
But to state that any of these unfortunates, although having regained 
a normal status, physically considered, were '^ cured " of the appetite 
for unnatural stimulants, is to go far beyond the limits of experience 
and conscientious regard for repeatedly demonstrated facts. 

I am aware that this is taking opposite grounds from those hopeful 
enthusiasts who are so eager to believe that " all things are possible ;" 
yet it seems an imperative duty to issue warning against any over- 
trustfulness in uncertain means. How to effect the reformation of ' 
inebriates is yet a vexed and unsettled question ; and asylums estab- 
lished for their benefit, while acting as beneficent temporary safe- 
guards, have, as yet, brought no satisfactory fruition to the hopes for 
"cure*' that have been based upon them. 

Chaining a Uon does not always change the fierceness of his nature; 
nor does confinement and seclusion in an asylum "cure" the craving 
appetite of the dipsomaniac. Like the lion chained, the drunkard 
may, for the time being, be powerless for harm, either to himself or 
others ; but return him to the street that is lined with gilded, fasci- 
nating saloons, and the temptations of his old life and his old associa- 
tions rush in upon him, grapple him, and whirl him back to dissipation 
and despair. Beflection and resolution, the result of quiet and re- 
straint, may for a little while aid him in his purpose to reform ; but 
in most cases these means work only temporary benefits. Sooner or 
later the man who has acquired this unnatural appetite feels himself 
irresistibly drawn again to his cups ; and too often, alas ! the coffin 
and the crypt are his only and final refuge and protection against an 
inveterate enemy. 

The only and the strong argument, in favor of Inebriate Asylums, 
is that thus far in the world's progress no better' or surer means for 
saving or aiding the drunkard have been devised. If the inebriate is 
not "cured" of his appetite in an asylum, he is at least temporarily 
ostracised from his cheating cups and carousing companions. If 
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xmable to become sober, or attend to his business at home, he is 
qoicklj forced to the former condition while under restraining care in 
the wards. If his system has become enfeebled and shattered by long 
drawn yigils with the reeling and grinning god of pleasure, he can 
here recuperate his exhausted energies through the aid of a pure, bra- 
cing atmosphere, plain fare and benign treatment. If he has become 
imbecile in mind, and his will led captive by the demon of drink, his 
lot is indeed deplorable ; yet sheltered by the walls of an Infirmary 
like this he may be partially restored to mental vigor, and possibly 
r^ain the use of a long enslaved will. Hence, until more successful 
means may be employed it is well that retreats for drunkards be con- 
tmued, wherein they may be safely retained for such time as judicious 
wisdom, and extended experience in the treatment of such cases, shall 
dictate. 

It is often claimed that inebriates are not kept in asylums for a 
sufficient length of time ; and that if retained for many months, or 
perhaps years, they would be much more likely to become permanently 
reformed. Here again I make issue with what seems to me a popular 
fallacy. After becoming thoroughly sober, and after sufficient time 
has elapsed for earful reflection on the folly of a dissolute course in 
life, I believe it is much better for the drunkard to depart from an 
asylum, and engage in active and engrossing business, than it is 
to remain until the sense of remorse is entirely blunted, and the 
patient falls into a condition of listless apathy rather than that of 
stem resolve. It is true there are some men who can only remain 
sober when placed where they cannot possibly obtain a drink. For 
such the only recourse is a complete separation from the temptings of 
appetite and the power to gratify it, by means of a secluded confine- 
ment that is lasting as life. But to those for whom there is yet 
hope of reform it seems better advice that they renew their struggles 
with the world as soon and as often as their strength of body and 
mind will warrent. 

On assuming charge of the Inebriate Asylum, I learned that most of 
the patients committed to my care were in the habit, while attempting 
to quit their drams, of taking, instead of whisky and brandy, large doses 
of chloral hydrate, morphisB sulphas, or kali bromidum. Their strong 
attachment to, and piteous pleadings for these drugs led me for a 
time to think them indispensable in the treatment of persons suffering 
from the effects of prolonged and excessive indulgence in liquors. But 
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the results of their use were exceedingly unsatisfactory. It was, in- 
deed, easy enough to quiet the inebriate in his restless delirium hj 
massive doses of soporific drugs, but the effect was merely temporary; 
and as the imnatural sleep thus induced passed away the Graying for 
hypnotics returned with renewed vigor. This condition would often 
continue for days, and occasionally weeks, and convalescence in such 
cases was exceedingly tardy and unreliable. A new plan was inau- 
gurated, that of treating each case specifically, according to the 
peculiar symptoms that presented themselves. Other remedies 
were tried, and with marked and pleasing results. The medicines 
which have proved most successful, and under whose action the 
patients have often convalesced in from twenty-four to forty-eight 
hours after commencing treatment, have been nux vomica, cimi- 
cifuga racemosa, arsenicum album, belladonna, veratrum viride, and 
aconitum napellus. Phosphoric acid has also been used to a 
certain extent, in chronic cases ; and sometimes with happy effect. 
With the above remedies physical health has been speedily restored 
in our Inebriate patients, and that too without the necessity for long 
continued "after treatment**, such as was called for when stupefying 
drugs were employed at the outset. 

In the matter of diet for drunkards, while stiU suffering from alco- 
holic poisoning, I find nothing better than a plentiful supply of fresh 
milk, during the first few days after admission. This is given warm, 
and as convalescence approaches a little toast or other light food is 
furnished in addition to the milk, if the patient desires it. After re- 
covery from the immediate effects of alcohol, and while the system is 
yet in a weakened condition, if the patient tires of milk (which, how- 
ever, is not often the case), beef tea is substituted, which latter arti- 
cle of diet has a most happy facility for restoring strength to ener- 
vated inebriates, and that too with marked rapidity. 

The inebriate restored to health should be fed on plain, wholesome, 
nourishing and appetite-satiating food ; but, as far as possible, stimu- 
lating condiments should be avoided. Permit me, just here, to sug- 
gest the propriety of improving the present dietary scale of the Ine- 
briate Asylum, by granting to the table a greater and more pleasant 
variety. I would respectfully request that more fruit be furnished for 
this purpose with a corresponding diminution of the amount of stim- 
ulating meats. This plan would tend to promote the healthfolness of 
these patients, and increase their chances for being benefitted while 
here. 



Moderate exercise is enjoined upon all who are able to take it, and 
flie pleasant walks and cheerful scenery, which surround the Asylum, 
lure many from the bitter reflections and useless regret with which 
their time and minds are too often burdened and occupied while se- 
daded in their rooms. 

A good library, for mental refreshment, and a billiard table, togeth- 
er with back-gammon boards, &c., for amusement, are furnished for 
the sole use of convalescent inebriates. 

Suitable provision being made for the care of patients while in the 
Asylum, it is strenuously recommended that a rule be established to 
prevent inebriates from retaining in their possession any money when 
admitted, and strictly forbidding friends furnishing them any funds, 
whatever, during their stay. The patients plead the necessity for 
money with which to purchase little articles of every day comfort. 
Bat experience demonstrates that in numerous instances this money 
18 used to the last penny, if possible, for the surreptitious purchase of 
what they regard as the " one thing needful.'* Every possible sub- 
terfuge is resorted to, by those possessing a few dollars, that they may 
accomplish their end and smuggle a few ounces of that which, to 
tiiem, seems the very elixir of life. I suggest this plan of depriving 
patients of funds while here, as apparently the most feasible one for 
protecting these slaves of appetite from a constantly besetting temp- 
tation. * And I am convinced that the most effectual remedy that can 
be applied against the sxib-rosa procedure, of smuggling liquor, is to 
deprive inebriates of all their money during their sojourn on the 
Island. 

HOMOEOPATHIC HOSPITAL. 

In this institution, during the year just ended, many changes have 
occurred, favoring the better care and treatment of the patients, and 
promotive of the interests of medical science. 

At the brining of the year the building was barren of many arti- 
cles essentially needed for the care of the sick'; for the general con- 
duction of business; for purposes of acquu'ing cHnical knowledge, 
and bestowing clinical instruction. An appended "stateihent" will 
give an idea of the useful appUances which have been constructed in 
the institution, and which have been made by convalescent patients or 
Work-house helpers. Many other articles, indispensable for our use, 
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but which coald not be made here, have been purchased. Among 
theae the supply of surgical iustrumeuts aud apparatus, is the mosf 
ipiportant. 

Special attention has been given to the subjects of cleauliDess, ven- 
tilation, heating the building, drainage, water supply, and other hy- 
gienic necessities ; and particularly to the diet of the patients com- 
mitted to my care. 

It has seemed to me an ui^ent duty, in this report, to point out 
some of the physical defects at present existiog in the hospital, in- 
stead of merely presenting an over-wrought picture, brilhant with the 
glamor of imaginary or unborn achievements. I do this hoping and 
believing that your Honorable Board, so far as limited appropriations 
admit, will grant such aid as may tend to the remedying of these de- 
fects; of which aid your generous assistance in the past has made me 
feel assured. 

In the matter of promoting cleanliaess in a hospital, it is patent to 
every mind that in order to accomplish the end in view there is re- 
quired, first of all, such laborere as will perform their duties with 
patient perseverance and with scrupulous neatness. Under the pres- 
ent arrangement the menial service of scrubbing the floors, cleaning 
the wood work, and attending to the bath-rooms, wash-rooms, and 
water-closets, is performed by women detailed from the Work- 
house. The demoralizing influence of these minor criminals, when 
thrown promiscuously among the sick and their attendants, has 
already been brought to your notice ; and the disastrous effects of 
such " evil communications " have been vividly portrayed by those 
having charge of similar institutions in this department. To avoid 
this in a slight measure, I have pursued the plan adopted with such 
'flattering success by Dr. Macdonald of the City Asylum for Insane, 
that is, so far as it is practicable in this institution. Work-house 
women are no longer allowed in the wards containing insane patients, 
but these patients themselves have been taught to do all the work in 
their own apartments. The result is that the wards are kept much 
cleaner than formerly ; the patients enjoy the advantage of light oc- 
cupation, instead of being permitted to brood listlessly all day on 
hard benches ; and the demoralizing influence of an unfortunate class 
of women is thereby avoided. The change was effected with difficul- 
ty, every attendant averting that the work could not be so accom- 
plished ; but faithful trial has proved all objections futile, and the 
TOrldiigs of the new plan are admirable beyond anticipation. 



V Bat a plan that succeedB bo well among patients who are 
W etrong physically, and only suffering from mental disease, will hardly 
I appear feasible of application among those afflicted with physical dis- 
■ esse and consequent bodily prostration. It is in our wards for the sick 
w that we need quiet, tractable laborers who will perform the work of 
I oleaning these wards without introducing the element of discord, insub- 
'■ ordination, ahiftlessness and profligacy. Nothing can be more incon- 
gruous and inharmonious than the employment of criminal labor in 
hospital wards, where the sick and the suffering are brought into daily 
and hourly contact with coarse, brutal and drunken outcasts from the 
Btreets and brothels of the city. 

In these times of financial depression, and dire lack of employment 
mong our laboring classes, honest, industrious and temperate helpers 
could be obtained for small stipends ; and these would each do double 
or treble the work now performed by those of the criminal class. A 
alight additional expense would be incurred ; but the advantage to be 
gained is one of vast moment— that of purging out from our hospitals 
a reeking moral taint. It is safe to calculate that ten such paid help- 
ers would do the work of twenty-five or thirty females from the Work- 
house. If these hired women were salaried at |10 per month each, 
the money thus expended would not greatly exceed the sum now dis- 
bursed to feed and clothe the overplus of criminals. Work-house 
help might continue, in some measure, to be useful in the laundry, 
and in such other places as would seclude them from our patients ; 
but that they should be thoroughly and effectually shut off from the 
vards for the sick is a conclusion long since reached through careful 
observation of the habits, tendencies and influences of this class of 
beings. It woidd be better still if all such persons could, consistently 
with the interests and necessities of the Department, be banished from 
our hospitals, except when sick and in need of medical care. These 
Work-house females are wasteful in their habits, destructive of pro- 
perty in their propensities, and utterly unreliable both in speech and 
action. The eff'ecta of that laziness and shiftless dissipation which 
transferred many of these beings from once comfortable homes in the 
city to cheerless confinement in the Work-house, clings constantly to 
them and crops out on all occasionB. That they are to be commisser- 
ated for their sad and hopeless lot no one will question ; but that they 
should be separated from those whom the misfortune of disease has 
dropped into the lap of charity, is a question upon which there is 
little room for argument or reason for doubt. 



In spite of the disadvant^QH sustained through these nnprofitabl^ 
belperB, the work of cleanliness has been attended to with great aBsi— 
duity and faithfulness by the acting Matron, and by those in chargo 
of the various wards of this institution. 

The condition of the hospital and the ease with which it could be 
kept clean would be greatly promoted if the floors, severely worn while 
the building was used as a Soldier's Retreat, were carefully and 
thoroughly repaired. lu some of the halls the floors are so uneven 
and rough as to render them not only unsightly to the eye, but almost 
unfit for use, and in addition to this, are great obstacles in thewavof 
cleanliness. These floors, in numerous places, have become so cracked 
and porous as to long retain moisture after scrubbing, and in this 
way a damp unhealthy atmosphere is constantly generated. A floor 
that is impervious to water and will dry quickly after washing, thereby 
avoiding the danger of a humid atmosphere, is a desideratum in every 
hospital. 

Tiling the main halls of the hospital, besides contributing vastly to 
the attractiveness of their appearance, would promote both the clean- 
liness and healthfulness of the wards. 

The method adopted last year for ventilating the building, deBcribel 
in my last aunual report, has been found to work weU. It has been 
found necessary, however, to put additional ventilators in the base- j 
ment windows since the numbers in our wards have so rapidly in- 1 
creased. By freely admitting fresh air through ventilators at the ' 
base, there has been httle difficulty in preserving purity of the atmos- 
phere throughout the entire building. The ready admission and con- 
stant supply of fresh air to the wards is a matter most important in 
the care of the sick, and has i-eceived persevering attention. The 
only apparent obstacle to full and perfect ventilation in the building, 
at present, is the fact that our necessities compel ns to use portions 
of the basement for shops, and for a kitchen. The Work-house help 
are also accommodated with sleeping quarters in that portion of the 
basement where there are but few ventilating shafts. Could the 
basement be entirely cleared of these sources of impurity, and devoted 
exclusively to purposes of ventilation, there woiUd then always be un- 
failing facihties for supplying an untainted atmosphere to the wards. 
This would necessitate the erection of shops for the workmen outside 
the main building, and the provision of new sleeping quarters for the 
helpers. 
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HEATING APPARATUS. 

The heating apparatus of a large public institution is, of course, a 
subject for thoughtful and intelligent consideration. That it should 
be made as perfect in every respect as modern art can contrive, no 
one will dispute. Yet it must be admitted that the art of properly 
heating mammoth buildings has not yet attained its full meridian of 
perfection. 

Since Prometheus made his flaming gift to man, and paid the pen- 
alty for his unwarranted act, the beneficent uses of this gift have 
been most sadly misapplied. Nowhere is the mal-application and 
unstudied distribution of heat more glaringly apparent than in many 
of the modern inventions designed for heating our public structures. 
The steady maintenance of a suitable temperature in sick rooms 
and wards is essentially important in the treatment of diseased human 
systems ; yet the difficulties in the way of attaining this desired end 
seem almost insurmountable. 

In the building under my care the system of heating, known as 
"indirect radiation," has been established. It is a system whose 
workings are successful under certain peculiar and appropriate cir- 
cumstances. If the basement of an edifice to be heated by indirect 
radiation is open constantly to an influx of fresh, cool air, and the 
remainder of the building kept sufficiently air tight, the heat from 
steam coils in the cellar is carried rapidly and surely upward and 
pleasantly diffused in every room. In this building, when the wea- 
ther is cold but no wind blowing, there is Uttle difficulty experi- 
enced in heating it throughout. When, however, the^wind blows 
strongly, as often occurs here, and cold air is forced freely into the 
upper wards, then the heat from the steam pipes is unable to cope 
with the outside pressure, and the result is an almost freezing tem- 
perature in the rooms on the upper floor, approximate to the wind- 
ward side. A corresponding excess of heat is forced into the base- 
ment, and to the side of the building opposite that which the wind 
strikes. To remedy this defect in our heating arrangements would 
neccessitate either double windows and weather strips on the exposed 
sides of the hospital, or the plan of direct radiation to our colder 
rooms, or a combination of both these means. By suitably pro- 
tecting with double windows and weather strips such of our wards 
as are most liable to severe exposure, and by putting in apparatus 



which woukl carry the heat direct to third and fourth stories of the 
hospital, there would then be attained not only a decided saving 
of fuel, but also an easy facility for preserving at all times an equable 
and healthful temperature in every portion of the building. 

WATER. 

The supply of water, for a hospital containing from 500 to 600 
inmates, should, of course, be sufficient to insure absolute clean- 
liness ; and amply provide for the demands made upon it for wash- 
ing and cooking purposes. There should also be a constant excess 
in the tank for emergencies, such as a fire, a broken pipe, or a dis- 
abled force pump. Since this building was converted into a hos- 
pital it has been more fully occupied than at any previous time 
since its erection; and it is now ascertained that our facilities for 
furnishing water to as many as the institution will contain, are 
somewhat inadequate. By exercising the greatest caution in its use, 
and by frequently cutting off the supply during several hours of the 
day, it is barely possible to keep a very moderate and insufficient 
quantity of water on hand, should occasion require any unusual 
amount. 

There is now but one tank, holding about 8,000 gallons, for water 
in this building ; and this is supplied through the agency of a small 
engine in the boiler-house. This engine is of sufficient power to 
furnish a reasonable supply of water ; ( but, unfortunately, the pipe 
leading from the hydrant to the boiler-house, and through which all 
the water for the use of the institution must flow, is but two inchts 
in diameter.^ This small pipe and light croton pressure are the 
main sources of trouble. Under these disadvantages it is only bv 
persistent and constant effort that the engineer is enabled to fur- 
nish the necessary amount of water; and too often the surplus, 
which should be retained, is heavily drawn upon. Were the pipe in 
question fofti' inches in diameter, instead of two, there would then be 
much less difficulty in keeping the tank full when there is an ordinar}' 
j)ressure of croton. To guard against an accident like the breakage 
of an engine it would be a wise precaution to pui up an additional 
tank, so that (me might always be kept full and ready for use in case 
of unforeseen emergency. It is earnestly recommended that measures 
bo taken which will insure to the hospital an easy and unfailing supply 
of this indispensable article — pure water. 
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DRAINAGE. 

Another matter to which it seems importaDt to solicit attention is 
the vital subject of drainage. This hospital being located upon an 
elevation some forty or fifty feet above the water level, with an easy 
descent on every side, is capitally situated, and provided with great 
natural facility for ridding itself of such waste material as may be de- 
veloped in the wards, closets, sinks and bath rooms. It is only neces- 
sary to provide waste pipes suflSciently capacious to carry away all 
such refuse as is liable to accumulate in them, in order to insure prop- 
er cleanliness in this respect. These waste pipes should be made and 
put up in such a manner as to conduct the accumulations of filth 
speedily and surely from the building. To this end, they should be 
straight and smooth within, with suflScient caUbre to avoid their be- 
ing readily clogged, yet, withal, no larger than is actually necessary. 
If too small they are easily choked ; if too large the current of water 
passing through them does not sweep the whole inner surface of the 
pipes, and the result is an accumulation of sticky, greasy deposits, 
along the edges of the water line, which gradually but surely closes 
up the passage way. The source of trouble now most frequently oc- 
curs at some elbow in the pipe, and the conclusion is that if the pipe 
must receive an occasional change of direction the curve should be 
large and gradual. These pipes should be carefully closed at their 
ward extremities with water tight traps to prevent the return of foul 
gases. There should also be in every wash-room a large sink, or slop 
receiver, into which the slops of the wards may be thrown. This 
should be made of stone and cement, that it may easily be cleaned, 
and should be provided with a trap and screen, the former to keep 
in abeyance the foul air from the main, the latter to prevent rags and 
other clogging material from passing into the pipe. At present there 
is no suitable provision for carrjdng away the dirty water that accu- 
mulates while scrubbing the floors and cleaning the various appur- 
tenances of each ward. It has now to be thrown into the water-closet 
pipes ; and this when carelessly done by the helpers is the cause of 
much uncleanliness, and the annoyance arising from this source is 
both serious and great. 

ANOTHER NECESSITY. 

A minor want which experience has developed, is that of trucks 
and dumb waiters, by means of which the food for the patients may 
be conveyed from the kitchen through the basement, and upward to 
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each ward without the liability of slopping, staining and greasing the 
floors of the various halls and stairways throughout the building. At 
present the food is carried by patients or helpers, in cans, to the 
wards ; and it is almost impossible to keep the floors free from un- 
sightly spots while this plan is pursued. The expense of this pro- 
posed improvement would be slight compared with the benefits that 
would follow the introduction of convenient elevators. 

In speaking so earnestly of the defects at present existing in the 
construction and appliances of this hospital, by which and through 
which the cleanliness, warmth, healthfulness, and general comfort of 
the patients are more or less jeopardized, I am not impelled by any 
spirit of cavil, or fault-finding ; but I am incited to point out these 
defects, and to make what seems to me salutary suggestions, from a 
heartfelt desire to attain, if possible, in the not distant future, at 
least a moderate degree of perfection in hospital work and hos- 
pital paraphernalia. It is only through a lofty ideal, and by pro- 
gressive effort, combined with a catholic spirit of charitable love foi- 
the unfortunate sick, that success can be attained in the care and 
treatment of helpless and bed-ridden invalids. And it is in the hop^ 
of acquiring more thorough means for the accomplishment of our pur — 
pose that I have pointed out the wants and necessities of our present 
condition. 

Even with the means already at hand, the judicious use of whicta 
has been most strenuously sought after, we have been enabled to sur — 
round with comparative comfort those sent to us for treatment. W^ 
aspire to more suitable appurtenances, but also seek to utilize in fuLT^ 
those now in use and imder oiu' charge. 

DIET. 

The diet for the sick, throughout the year, has been much the sani ^ 
as that indicated by the dietary scale published in my last report - 
The changes have been, principally, the substitution of cocoa, to paf ^ 
of the patients, instead of coffee, and the more liberal use of rice^ • 
cracked wheat, oat meal, and milk. The latter is now used quit^^ 
freely and with most satisfactory results. No other article of die^^ 
seems to combine so harmoniously all the properties of food neede cl 
to sustain life in the shattered and diseased human system. Con- 
densed milk, fresh from factories, has been used ; but could the pure 
and unchanged ai*ticle be readily procured, it would doubtless be 
still better. 
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It has been suggested by the Committee on Diet that barley be 
substituted for coflfee as the morning drink for patients. It would 
certainly be much cheaper, and doubtless more nutritious, while the 
objectionable medicinal properties of coffee would thereby be avoided. 
The only difficulty in the way of its introduction seems to be that of 
properly browning and preparing it for use. Barley has also been 
propijsed, as an article of diet, to take the place of rice ; but, as yet, 
it is a matter simply under consideration. 

During the latter part of the year, and while it was cheap, fresh 
instead of dried fruit has been given weekly to the patients ; and the 
eager satisfaction with which it is partaken of by the sick shows con- 
clusively how thoroughly the change is enjoyed. With an abundance 
of fruits, vegetables, and cereals of various sorts, the use of meats 
could, i believe, be largely dispensed with in oui' hospitals, and that 
too without detriment to their inmates. 

The question of diet for paupers is one of deepest interest, and 
worthy of profound consideration on the part of political economists. 
Those who are well, yet who, through improvidence, or dissipation, or 
crime, have become subjects for the city's charity should, in justice 
to themselves and to those who by honest endeavor and strict economy 
have accumulated the city's wealth, be treated to the plainest and 
homeliest fare. These " irresponsibles " should, if possible, be taught 
that without honest labor and continuous toil there can be no enjoy- 
ment of luxury in living. But, if the unfortunate poor have become 
also the victims of disease as well as want, then every effort should 
be made to recuperate these wastings of disease among the people by 
an abundance of the most suitable of life-sustaining and life-nourish- 
iiJg food. Humanity and prudent regard for the Uves and health of 
^hose fellow-citizens who constitute the laboring classes, and to whom 
poverty and frequent sickness are almost inevitable, should ever dic- 
^^te a wise and generous policy in their treatment ; and that policy 
should ever direct the furnishing of abundant and appropriate nour- 
ishment for the working j^ opulation of the city when poverty and 
sickness compel them to seek refuge and treatment in oar public hos- 
pitals. It is well to remember that these occupants of our wards, 
^hom blighting disease has cast into the outstretched arms of charity, 
become, when restored to health, the tense sinew and the willing 
Muscle of the metropolis. 

It is a pleasure to state that the dietary scale at this hospital, simi- 
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lar in character to some other institutions of this department, is 
amply sufficient to meet all necessary wants ; and the only plausible 
change to be proposed is the substitution of fruit and vegetables or 
cereals for a portion of the meat now used. 

The diet for nurses is liberal in quantity, pleasant in variety, and 
usually of fine quality. This is as it should be, for the work of the^e 
persons is burdensome and fatiguing to the last degree ; and as a rule 
the nurses and attendants of this institution have performed their 
labors with surpassing cheerfulness, perseverance, and fideUty. Surely 
these laborers are worthy both of their hire and of the food which 
sustains them in the performance of their duty. An appended table 
shows the daily diet of nurses and attendants at this hospital. 

NURSES. 

Among the genial and satisfactory results of the past year's labors, 
we note with pleasure the establishment of a series of lectures, by 
members of the Medical Board, to the nurses in this hospital. By 
this means, we trust, an important step has been taken toward the 
founding of a permanent Training School for Nurses, similar to those 
so successfully inaugurated at Bellevue and Charity Hospitals. The 
marked improvement in the appearance of the wards, and in the care 
and handling of the sick, since the commencement of these lectures, 
testifies conclusively in favor of their good effect, and gives encourage- 
ment for their steady continuance.

The task of selecting subjects for lectures and assigning them to 
the various members of the board, was performed with delicacy 
and tact by Dr. H. D. Paine. It is due him to state that the plan 
of lecturing to nurses was proposed and carried into execution in a 
brief space of time ; consequently there was afforded him little op- 
portunity for a systematic and scientific arrangement of topics. It is 
intended, in the course for 1877, to arrange the order of lectures 
more systematically; and to introduce a more comprehensive and 
complete series of topics for discussion. Among the subjects for the 
coming year, and which have not yet been touched upon, will be those 
of " Popular Medical Errors, " " Nursing in Delirium Tremens, " 
"Emergencies connected with Parturition," " Excretions" and "Dis- 
infectants." Such others will be added to the list, as discretion may 
demand. 

No plan of action, in connection with the management of hospi- 
tals, has ever been fraught with happier results, than that of carefully 
and systematically training nurses for their chosen work. These 
schools will, if properly managed, become in time the West Points of 
our hospital system, in which shall be taught not only the precepts 
and practices of nursing, as a homely, yet sublime art, but also be- 
stow upon those who earnestly seek an insight to the scientific princi- 
ples upon which the art is based. 
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It is found by experience that the work of nursing the sick is best 
entrusted to those who are young, active, vigorous, and teachable ; and 
in whose hearts burn an enthusiastic love for their chosen profession. 
Some there are, doubtless, among the venerable, who can perform this 
solemn and important duty of nursing the sick with credit to them- 
selves, and fidelity to the best interest of their patients. But as a 
rule, I believe that the aged, the enfeebled, and the unsuccessful 
crones of life, should be as unwelcome in the sick room as in the busy 
haunts of enterprise, or in the whirling maze of social amusement. 
This is stated with no disrespect to age, but out of consideratiou 
for the riglitful cLiiuis of the sick upon those who are well and strong. 
Nowhere is supple strength, continuous cheerfulness, quick perception 
of every w.mt and alacrity in supplying it, combined with the sound 
jalgin'3nt of a healthful brain, more iiuperativly demanded than in the 
apartments of prostrate, diseased humanity. 

In addition to the course of lectures for the nurses at the hospital, 
instruction has been given in the wards and. at the bedside, in the 
various practical points of nursing. An opportunity has also been 
afforded the nurses to assist the physicians in examinations and 
operations, and their duties in such cases defined and explained. 

Apart from the manual labor of preserving cleanliness, attending; 
to the diet, administering medicines, and performing other necessary 
duties for the sick, the nurses have ever been incited to exercise ji 
favorable influence over their patients by treating them impartial!}', 
with the utmost kindness and consideration. They are also urged 
to bear with the weaknesses and idiosyncracies of those aflBicted with 
disease, and to continually maintain that cheerfulness of deportment 
among their temporary proteges which, if skillfully displayed, amounts 
to an inspiration. 

Skillful nursing is an art not easily acquired, nor is its value, as a. 
means for doing good and for obtaining a livelihood, thoroughly un- 
derstood and appreciated. Instead of resorting to the trials and 
perplexities of teaching, or the almost soulless work of measuring 
tape and selling toys in shops, the powers of many might, I believe, 
be better employed in ministering to the wants and necessities of 
those stricken with disease. For the education of young and aspi- 
ring women, as well as for the selfish purpose of obtaining trained 
help in the wards, there have been established in some of our large 
hospitals during the last three years Training Schools for Nurses ; 
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and in these are being educated for a loving, sympathetic and essen- 
tial work scores of earnest women who might otherwise be tempted 
to seek less honorable as well as less profitable employment. During 
the coming year a more systematic and more thorough course of in- 
straction will be given to nurses at the Homoeopathic Hospital. It 
is also expected that the term of service in such a course of training 
will be fixed, and that the duties of these nurses will be progressive 
from ward to ward, so that each may have opportunities for acquir- 
ing knowledge of the art of nursing, through practical experience, 
among both males and females, and in the medical and surgical de- 
partments. 

HOUSE PHYSICIANS. 

At the organization of this hospital in September, 1875, there were 
appointed, as House Physicians, Drs. C. L. Nichols, Duncan Mac- 
farlan, J. D. Madden and K. B. Sullivan. These served until April 
1, 1876, when a new StaflF was appointed, consisting of six young 
gentlemen, namely : Drs. F. A. Bishop, W. F. Decker, F. M. Earle, 
F. A. Hale, R. W. Mifflin and A. P. Williamson. A few changes have 
occurred through resignation of a portion of the StaflF and the filling 
of their places with new comers. Drs. B. G. Carleton and C. C. Boyle 
are recent appointees. 

Resignation from the House StaflF, without imperative reasons, is 
to be strongly deprecated ; not only on account of the difficulty ex- 
perienced, during certain portions of the year, in procuring substi* 
tutes for those who resign, but also from the fact that when men are 
once trained to the performance of certain duties, their services are 
much more valuable than those of a novice. It is clear that the in- 
experienced endeavors of the latter must be constantly wwtched and 
<lirected until skill can be acquired. The term of service of an Interne 
should be at least one year, since, in a service of six months, too large 
* proportion of the time is occupied in gaining familiarity with the 
duties of the position. 

• 

The advantages of being an Interne in a large hospital can hardly 
be overest.'mated. Daily and hourly contact with the sick aflFords an 
abounded field for observation and study. The experience of age 
^d extensive practice is also unfolded to the young House Physician 
^ he "walks the ward" in company with the visiting members of the 
Medical Board. There is also felt the peculiar attrition of young, 
ftiabitious minds with his own, as he daily mingles in discussive inter- 
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course with his fellow members of the StaflF. He also has opportuni- 
ties for witnessing rare operations, and listening to the instructions 
of clinical teachers who resort to the hospitals with their following of 
eager students. He becomes familiar with all modem instruments 
and appliances in medicine and surgery, and is taught, practically, 
how to use them. He acquires ease of manner in addressing and ex- 
amining the sick, which is no mean art in itself. He becomes im- 
pressed with the grave responsibility of critical cases, and develops 
both self-reliance and good judgment. He wins an enviable acquaint- 
ance with many of the best and most noted members of the profes- 
sion, and through the performance of this kind of public duty ac- 
quires a favorable reputation of his own. With these alluremeDts 
before them, there is little reason to wonder that the students of our 
colleges are anxious to compete for the appointment of House Phy- 
sician ; and already the list of applicants exceeds the number of 
places to be filled. 

The number of House Physicians at present engaged in the care of 
patients at this hospital is too small. There should be at least eight 
members of the House StaflF, in order that the medical and sm^cal 
work of the institution may be properly distributed, and thoroughly 
performed. The appointment of an Interne, to rank as Special Pathol- 
ogist, and whose principal duty it shall be to make post mortem- 
microscopical and chemical examinations, is earnestly recommended- 
On account of our distance from the city. Curators find it diflScult to 
leave their business and visit the Island to make protracted examina- 
tions ; and the present limited number of doctors in the house forbid*^ 
their devoting suflficient time to the important matter of pathologicH'* 
research. Hence the necessity for one who can reside in the build" 
ing and give the major portion of his time to this work. 

PATIENTS. 

Admissions to our wards have been made, as usual, through pei*^ 
mits granted by George Kellock, Esq., Superintendent of the Out ^ 
Door-Poor. Having obtained permits, patients are examined anc^ 
assigned to hospitals at the Examination OflBce, foot of East 26tl ^ 
Street. The present plan of assigning the majority of acute cases tc ^ 
Bellevue, and maternity and venereal cases to Charity hospitals, hag==?^ 
induced the sending, to this institution, of about 90 per cent of chronic*' 
qases. Prominent among the diseases thus brought under treatment 
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are chronic phthisis, chronic rheumatism, and chronic ulcers. The 
difficulties in the way of successfully treating such cases are manifold 
and apparent. It is urgently solicited that your Honorable Board 
grant orders to assign a due proportion of those suffering from acute 
diseases to our wards. A more just and equitable test of the merits 
of the Homoeopathic system of practice would thereby be insured. 

Our location, which is most salubrious, and the convenience and 
cheerfulness of some of our wards, which might be set apart for that 
purpose, would warrant the establishment of an Obstetric Department 
in this hospital. And it is hoped that such measures as tend to the 
advancement of this project will be taken into consideration. 

One hundred and forty-eight insane patients are still occupying three 
of our wards ; in fact, nearly half the building is monopolized by the 
insane and inebriates. This, of course, retards our plans for classify- 
ing and separating, as should be done, the various forms of disease 
among our general patients. 

The insane committed to my charge are mostly cases of chronic 
dementia and victims of masturbation and alcoholism. For these there 
is, of course, little hope of recovery. Still, several cases have, during 
the past year, happily and unexpectedly recovered. The interesting 
&ct connected with these cases is, that each was first attacked with 
some severe and acute physical disease, during restoration from which 
the beclouded mental faculties of the patient regained their former 
brightness and power. 

AMPHITHEATEE. 

In October last a petition was sent to the Commissioners by the 
Medical Board, asking for the erection of an Amphitheatre in the 
Chapel. This request was made that there might be suitable accom- 
niodations for students desirous of attending clinics at the hospital. 
Your consent was at once granted, and abundant material furnished. 
It became a pleasant duty of mine to prepare a plan for the proposed 
Amphitheatre, and after inspecting those in use at several institutions 
in the city, I drew up a design upon which it was subsequently con- 
structed. This newly built auditorium, for students attending clinics, 
18 cheerful, commodious, and convenient ; and is capable of accom- 
Biodating about two hundred persons. It is substantially built, and 
Wdsomely stained and varnished. The tiers of seats rise conve- 
niently one above the other in semicircular succession, and the plan is 
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such that every sitting affords a good view of operations ; consequent!} 
there are no ineligible or useless seats. The Medical Board have 
expressed their entire satisfaction in the structure since its completion ; 
and it is regarded with ample pleasure by all connected with the hos- 
pital. These recently acquired facilities for affording clinical instruc- 
tion are deeply appreciated ; and professors and students, together, 
unite in tendering to your Honorable Board their earnest thanks for 
the liberal provision you have made both for imparting and acquiring 
medical knowledge. 

AUTOPSIES. 

The means for making suitable pathological and microscopical ex- 
aminations in post-mortem cases at this institution are, as yet, unpro- 
vided. No needful additions have, during the past year, been made 
to the Dead House. No wise, far-sighted, and benevolent person has 
yet bestowed upon the hospital the gift of a five-hundred-dollar 
microscope. Consequently our examinations of pathological speci- 
mens have lacked that minuteness which should have characterized 
them. We need a suitable room for autopsies and a good microscope. 
These, and the appointment, as I have recommended, of one addi- 
tional Interne, to act as Special Pathologist, would add greatly to our 
facilities for making interesting and essential pathological investiga- 
tions. Our present limited means, in this line, precludes the possi- 
bility of presenting an extended list of autopsies. Still I append a 
few cases selected from our post-mortem records, which have beeJ^ 
kept since the opening of the hospital. 

Chronic Pleurisy and Hepatic Abscess. 

Case 1. — This patient was admitted November 11th, 1875, with the 
following history : Had always enjoyed good health until six montliJr 
ago, when he was suddenly attacked, while at sea, with severe pain in 
the epigastrium and bowels, accompanied by frequent passages of 
bloody stools, often numbering as many as twenty in a day. From 
this attack he apparently recovered, but shortly after his feet became 
swollen and a harassing cough set in. These symptoms gi-adually 
became more intense, and one week before admission to the hospital, 
after exposure to inclement weather, a stitch-like pain commenced in 
the right side and in the hepatic region. This grew to be almost 
agonizing on each inspiration ; he was unable to lie on his right side 
or back in consequence of the almost intolerable pain. Pulse 92. 
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Physical examinatiou : Dulness over entire right side from clavicle 
to Poupart's ligament. Heart displaced ; apex tilted upward, striking 
the thoracic walls at fifth intercostal space and to the right of sternum. 
Sound of aortic valves heard at second intercostal space and to the 
left of the sternum ; the sound is very indistinct. The orthopnoea 
became so great as to threaten imminent asphyxia, and November 
27th paracentesis thoracis was performed by means of the aspirator. 
Eighty-seven ounces of purulent fluid were removed from the right 
chest. This afforded temporary relief from the dyspnoea ; but soon 
chills and fever set in, the diarrhoea increased, and the patient gradu- 
ally became more prostrated until December 4th, when he died of 
exhaustion. 

The autopsy was held, in this case, fifteen hours after death. 

ClhesL — Bight pleural cavity contained 152 ounces of fetid, puru- 
lent fluid ; the right lung was found mechanically compressed against 
the spinal column and reduced to one-fourth its original size. The 
exposed surface was covered by a fibrinous deposit ; the chest walls 
were also coated with this fibrinous false membrane. Left lung and 
pleural cavity normal, the former being merely engorged from over- 
work. 

Heart atvd Pericardmm. — The pericardium contained six ounces 
of clear fluid. Heart was a little enlarged and contained a well- 
organized clot extending into the pulmonary vein. 

Abdointu,-T-Aji opening was found, leading from right lobe of liver 
upward, through the diaphragm, into the right pleural cavity. The 
peritoneal cavity contained 150 ounces of clear fluid. 

Liver, — Was very much enlarged, weighing 12^ pounds, and con- 
tained two abscesses, one about the size of an English walnut, found 
ttear the anterior border and inferior surface of the right lobe. The 
other, about as large, apparently, as an orange, was situated near the 
posterior border and on upper surface of the same lobe. This had 
dischai^ed its contents into the pleural cavity. 

Abcess in Anterior Lobe of Left Cerebral Hemisphere. 

Case 2. — This case was admitted Sept. 22, 1876, and the patient 
stated that for the past three weeks he had been suffering severe pain in 
^e forehead, of a throbbing, beating character ; scalp very sore to 
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touch, but had received no external injury to his knowledge. The pa 
are worse at night ; occasionally the left eye-lid became swollen. T( 
perature 101| at 10 A. M. The patient appeared to improve fc 
few days, but was suddenly siezed, on the 27th, at 7:30, P. M., with 
attack simulating epilepsy. The patient cried out, and became i 
conscious ; his hands were clenched ; saliva issued from the mouth ; < 
face became pale ; the pupils were dilated ; pulse full and strong ; a 
the temperature stood at 102^. These symptoms were succeeded 
a quiet, comatose condition, a gradual failure of pulse and respi: 
tion, and the patient died at 11:55 P. M. 

Autopsy held 13 hours after death. 

Chest, — Lungs normally collapsed. 

• Heart. — Simple hypertrophy. 

Abdomen, — Liver, spleen and stomach normal ; but there was soi 
effusion into the peritoneal cavity. 

All the superficial veins of the body and scalp were engorged. 

Head, — An abcess was found in the anterior lobe of left cereb 
hemisphere. It was located just beneath the dura mater, and c( 
tained about 2 ounces of pus. About one-fifth of the lobe in qu 
tion was degenerated. 

Carcinoma Uteri. 

Case 3. — Patient aged 58 years ; married. Was admitted to 
hospital Agust 22, 1876, and gave the following history. Th 
months previous began suffering with severe pains in region of 
uterus, sharp and lancinating in character, and accompanied with a 
nizing torture in the back. Two months ago had a severe haemorrli; 
from the uterus, that left her very weak. When brought into w 
she was in an extremely senemic condition, and suffering intense p 
in the back and region of the uterus. Was also troubled with d 
uria, dyspnoea, and headache. Her pains were somewhat ameliora 
by treatment ; but her general condition became gradually worse, i 
in an asthenic state, she died Sept. 15, 1876. 

Autopsy held 12 hours after death. 
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Genertd condition. — Emaciation of limbs, but an increased deposit 
of adipose tissue between the integument and muscular walls of the 
abdomen ; also a large deposit of fat in the great omentum, and upon 
the large intestines. 

Cheat. — Lungs and heart both in normal condition. 

Abdomen, — Liver and stomach normal ; spleen atrophied. 

Kidneys. — Pelvis and uterus were distended with urine, due to oc- 
clusion of ureters from pressure of the cancerous growth in vagina. 
Superior portion of vagina was a complete mass of cancerous degen- 
eration ; mucus membrane throughout its whole length was lost. 
Lower part of anterior and posterior lips of uterus entirely destroy- 
ed ; and cancerous ulceration had nearlv severed the cervix from the 
body. Progress of the disease had been unusually rapid ; the aflfect- 
ed organs — uterus and vagina — were thoroughly disintegrated ; yet 
the rectum and bladder were uninvaded. 

Addison's Disease. 

Case 4. — The fourth case, of which I desire to make merely a brief 
note, is that of an old soldier, who, for seven or eight years previous 
to decease, had been afflicted with the disease above named. His 
skin had a deep, almost olive green, bronzed appearance. There was 
skeleton-like emaciation of all the tissues ; severe hacking cough ; 
bloated limbs ; and other symptoms of general phthisis. 

On examination after death the kidneys and supra-renal capsules 
were found to be in a normal condition. There was a pigmentary 
deposit throughout the parenchyma of both lungs, remarkable atro- 
phy of the liver, which was so much degenerated that it resembled a 
mass of Lidian meal wet with blood. A deposit of pigment was found 
on the surface of the liver ; also on the spleen, which was consider- 
ably enlarged and softened.

The duties of these gentlemen have been performed with 
fidelity and devotion to the cause, especially when considerati 
made of the distance which many of them travel, and the diffici 
they have often experienced in obtaining a conveyance across 
Island. The four or five hours often necessary to accomplish a 
to the hospital is no small tax upon a physician in active and labo 
practice ; and every possible convenience should be afforded to 1 
wto so freely bestow valuable time, and willingly undergo much b 
fatigue, that they may contribute their share in furthering the inte 
of a great public charity. In addition to the visits made to our v 
the Medical Board ha\e inaugurated and successfully carried 
series of clinical teachinjgs for medical students, as well as a coui 
instruction for the nurses of the hospital. In all these enterprise 
utmost activity, energy and harmony of effort has been displayec 

OEGANIZATION. 

This hospital, in its general management, is organized as foil 
The Chief of Staff is the responsible head of the institution. I 
the medical superintendent of the establishment ; and all order 
the direction and guidance of the House Physicians, Nurses, 
other employees, in the performance of their duties, emanate 
him. His duties and powers, as defined by the Commissioners, 
already been published in the Eules and Eegulations of the hos 
Prominent among these are the requirements to enforce all police 
other regulations of the establishment ; to receive and transfe 
patients ; to superintend the duties of assistants, nurses, and si 
dinates, and to suspend any employee who may violate the rul< 
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disregard his orders, reporting the facts at once to the Board of 
Commissioners. He signs all requisitions, bills, passes, discharges, 
&c,y and makes stated reports of all transactions in the hospital to the 
Eoard of Commissioners. He also reports all matters pertaining to 
the interests of the patients to the Medical Board. In addition to 
the aforenamed duties, the Chief of Staff has medical and sanitary 
control of the New York City Inebriate Asylum. 

Upon the Steward devolves the duty of keeping all the books of the 
establishment, copying letters, entering bills, invoices and requisitions, 
and, generally, preparing all necessary papers under the direction 
and for the signature of the Chief of Staff. He also takes charge of 
the hospital stores, distributing them on daily requisitions from the 
Chief of Staff. He supervises the out-door help, and attends to the 
labors of the mechanics in making repairs and improvements in and 
about the place. 

The Matron directs the female working force, and attends to the 
general cleanliness of the rooms, wards, clothing and bedding of the 
establishment. 

The Engineer has charge of the boiler-house, gas-house, steam 
appurtenances and gas fixtures throughout the building; and also 
attends to the water supplies, and the making of all needed repairs to 
pipes, tanks, sewers, <fec. 

The House Physicians are assigned to their respective wards and 
their- efforts directed by the Chief of Staff. In attending to the me- 
dical and sanitary necessities of the patients entrusted to their care, 
they seek to fulfill the directions of the visiting Physicians and 
Stu^eons of the hospital. 

Each nurse or attendant is assigned to a certain section of a ward, 
with a definite number of patients to attend. For the proper condi- 
tion of their respective sections, and for the appropriate care of the 
patients in their charge, each is held directly responsible to the Chief 
of Staff. 

By this system of organized effort, the duties of each person are 

distinct and clear, and the excuses for dereliction in their perform- 

^ce, for want of a proper understanding of the same, are exceedingly 

few. With rare exceptions the workers of this hospital have acted in 

harmony, and the " contention " now existing is of a commendable 

kind — ^that of emulation as to who best shall work and best agree. 
G 
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DONATIONS AND ENTEETAINMENTS. 

During the past year this institution has been favored with the co- 
operative assistance of an association known as the " Ladies' Homoj- 
opathic Guild ;" and, through their kindly and unselfish efforts, the 
patients have been supplied with numerous comforts and delicacies, 
such as can best be appreciated by the impoverished sick. Through 
the agency of these ladies, clothing, easy chairs, pictures, books, 
papers, fruits, jellies, and other luxuries have found their way to our 
wards, accompanied by tender sentiments of sympathy and good 
cheer, such as can spring only from the hearts of earnest and benevo- 
lent women. Besides the frequent donation of parcels and packages 
of these cheering comforts, there have been given by these ladies a 
Strawberry Festival and a Christmas Entertainment, both of which 
were gotten up on an extensive scale ; and on each occasion the appe- 
tites of over 500 persons were satisfied. These unaccustomed luxu- 
ries were bestowed and accepted in a manner to warm the hearts oi 
both givers and recipients. 

The generous ladies of the Fruit Mission have also made us several 
visits, furnishing each time a liberal supply of delicacies to those 
most needing it. This " Fruit Mission," in a quiet and unostentatious 
way, is steadily accompUshing a work of vast practical good, by which 
the numerous recipients of their favors receive unquestioned benefit. 

The Harper Brothers, with their usual generosity, send regularl} 
to the hospital, for use of the patients, copies of their Weekly. 
Bazar, and Monthly. 

Other gifts of books, papers, magazines, and pictures have been 
made to the hospital, for which the donors will accept our gratefii" 
thanks. 

The Arian Glee Club of Harlem gave a musical entertainment in 
our chapel, which was much appreciated by all who were in attendance 

Other entertainments, of a musical character, have been occa- 
sionally permitted among the inmates of the building; and thest 
were gotten up by those residing in the house. 

VISITOES. 

Numerous distinguished personages from this city, from other cities 
throughout the country, and from foreign lands, visited this institu 
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tioii during centennial year. The members of the World's Homoeo- 
pathic Conyention, of the American Institute of Homoeopathy, and 
of the New York State Homoeopathic Medical Society, as well as 
other professional and scientific organizations, have inspected, with 
deepest interest, the inner workings of this hospital. 

The Board of Aldermen, the Grand Juries of New York, the Inter- 
national Bifle Teams, and other noted bodies have passed through 
our various wards. 

All these, with a constant flow of every-day visitors, who come 
through curiosity or to see friends, have subjected the hospital to 
critical and constant public observation. Visitors are at all times 
welCiime, and every facility is afforded them to see the institution as 

it is. 

RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 

• These have been held with regularity throughout the year. All 
who lire well enough are encouraged to attend the sei-vices of their 
owniaith. The r^tes of the Catholic Church are conducted in the 
chapel every Sunday morning by Rev. Fathers Duranquet and Ga- 
Hnas. The ordinances of the Protestant Church have been adminis- 
tered by Rev. Messrs. Willetts and Willing. The new amphitheatre 
forms a cheerful and commodious auditorium for those attending reli- 
gious services in the chapel. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

To yoiu' Honorable Board I again tender my heart felt sense of ob- 
lations for the kind consideration and pleasing courtesy you have so 
willingly extended to me. The cordial greeting I have ever received 
from you, and the harmony of intercourse which has prevailed be- 
tween us, is, to me, a constant source of gratulation, and a ready in- 
centive to continued efforts to merit your approval of my work. 

Through this medium I offer my gieatful acknowledgment to the 
Medical Board of this Hospital for the sustaining influences they have 
thrown around me ; and by which they have upheld my hands while 
endeavoring to discharge the arduous duties of the responsible posi- 
tion I have been called upon to occupy. 

The members of the House Staff have wrought with zeal and tidel- 
%; and have been indefatigable in carrying out the directions and 
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suggestions of the Medical Board. To their persistent efforts are du< 
in a large degree, the tender and assiduous medical care which hai 
I believe, been unceasingly bestowed upon the sick inmates of thi 
institution. 

The good judgment, energetic action, and persevering attention t 
the duties of his office, on the part of the Steward of this establisl 
ment, Mr. Thomas E. Sutton, has entitled him to special commendti 
tion and esteem. 

Francis E. Skiffington, the Engineer, has also proved himself pecu 
liarly fitted for his position, by the skillfulness and promptness wit 
which the work of his department has been accompUshed. 

The acting Matron, Mrs. Margaret Lucas, has been always faithfu 
always willing and obliging, and always striving to the extent of he 
powers to perform her duty honestly and well. 

The Clerk for his accuracy, neatness, and urbanity; and the Watcl: 
man for the faithfulness of his nightly vigils, are worthy of particula 
mention. 

With very few exceptions the employees of this institution have dis 
played unusual zeal and devotedness to their work; and the fe 
words of praise whicl; may here be accorded them, feebly express ni 
obligations to them for their patience, their earnestness, and their ez 
alted perseverance in the line of dut}'. 

But for the prosperity which has been vouchsafed us, during the yet 
just ended, there is due a grateful offering of thanks to Him who 
both the Chief Kuler and the Perfect Worker ; whose actions we cai 
at the best, but feebly imitate, and without whose aid we can do nc 
thing. To Him we offer, in gratitude, our supreme acknowledgmenf 
for the strength He has given us, and for the guidance and protectio 
He has afforded us. From the same All-wise and Powerful sourc* 
which has sustained us in our former labors, we petition aid in ou 
work throughout the undiscovered future. 

CONCLUSION. 

Our labors in this hospital, for the last twelve months, ai 
finished. With the material placed at our disposal, and the facilitit 
at our command we have attained results most flattering to the systei 
upon which we have worked. The Hospital is no longer an exper 
ment, but its capabilities and possibilities are assured. With bett< 
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tacilities for the maintenance of all hygienic measures, with more com- 
plete hospital paraphernalia, and by the reception of a fair and equi- 
table proportion of acute and curable cases, this institution is capa- 
ble of developing other and still better results than those of the past.

Sib. — I have the honor to submit to vour Honorable Board the 
Annual Report of this Department for the year 1876. 

Ninety-four children have been admitted to this department, and 
they have been disposed of as the accompanying table (A) will show. 

The hospitals are in good condition ; the necessary repairs to the 
buildings during the year have been done by our own mechanics. 

With feelings of regret I have to record the decease of Miss B. A. 
Byren, Matron of the Hospitals, who departed this life March 22d, 
1876, after fulfilling the duties connected with this department up- 
wards of thirty years in a most zealous and exemplary manner. 

Mrs. M. J. Quin, who was appointed to succeed the late matron, has 
performed her duties with promptitude and efficiency. 

The average attendance at the school connected with this depart- 
nient, under the superintendence of Miss Hibberd, has been 95. The 
children have made good progress in their studies. 

The children and inmates requiring medical attendance have re- 
<5eived every attention from the Eesident Physician, Dr. John C. 
Howard, and Drs. Lenihan and Eucavodo, the Assistant Physicians. 

IDIOT ASYLUM. 

The accompanying Table B shows the statistics of this department 
*or the year 1876. 

The general health of the children has been good during the year. 

Glreat attention is paid to their taking regular open air exercise daily.

The older boys perform light work on the farm during the summer 
months; the older girls are employed in sewing and various other 
duties connected with the asylum. 

The school is imder the superintendence of the accomplished 
teacher, Miss Mary C. Dunphy, and three assistants.

During the summer, excursions were made to Hart's Island on the 
steamer Bellevue, which were very much enjoyed by the children. 

Mrs. A. H. Gibbons and friends again paid their annual visit od 
Christmas, and we feel deeply indebted to them for the numerous 
gifts distributed. 

The Eev. Father Gelinus and Eev. Marinus Willets have attended 
to the spiritual wants of the children and inmates.

During the year just closed, as in former years, the degree of svi^' 
cess in the matter of training and educating the children has vari*?^* 
according to the condition of pupils when admitted to the Scho*^^- 
The mental and physical conditions of even the lowest grade ha^^*^ 
been greatly improved ; and those possessing more mind, have n.^^^ 
only been more or less educated in common school stildies, but ha^'^ 
been trained to habits of usefulness. The transfer of epileptic chi'" 
dren to separate apartments, where they can be more properly car^^' 
for as a class by themselves, has greatly added to their comfoi't- 
Aside from this, the change has afforded a better means of classific^i' 
tion for the more advanced and teachable cases. 
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It cannot be doubted that great improvement can and has been 
accomplished by the patient care and systematic training steadily pur- 
sued in this School. It is a great matter of regret that the subject 
of educating the feeble-minded is not as widely known or as well un- 
derstood as it should be. Were such the fact, I am sure that greater 
eflfort would be made to raise these unfortunates in the scale of 
humanity instead of allowing them to sink into hopeless idiotcy, the 
butt and jest of the profane, and objects of horror and pity by the 
good. This cannot be from want of charity, but want of knowledge 
how much can be done to elevate this condition. 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge my appreciation to the 
Assistant Teachers for the faithful and efficient manner in which 
their duties are performed.

— I have the honor to submit the following report of this In- 
stitution for the year ending December 31, 1876 : 

The accompanying tables will give a detailed statement of the num- 
ber of children and adults admitted, discharged and died during the 
year. 

There has been a falling off in the number of admissions of botli 
children and adults compared with last year, with a corresponding 
decrease in the running expenses. Notwithstanding an increase iiL 
the salaries paid to nurses, and the more expensive diet furnished, 
them, and the provisions supplied the men employed on Randall's 
Island Farm, who averaged twenty (20) daily, the Balance Sheet will 
show a saving of more than $4,000. 

I also submit statements showing the number of children that havep^ 
been transferred to Westchester County to board, and the expense o J 
maintaining them. 

The building is now in very good order, and has been kept so* b> 
help transferred from the Work-house. The walls and ceilings hav 
all been nicely kalsomined, the roof thoroughly repaired and the 
water-closets and sewers are in good condition. 

There has been a new six-inch Croton Water Main laid across tli 
river, which, when connected with our building, will give us an ample 
supply of water. 

The hoHdays have all been suitably observed. Tour Honorable 
Board generously supplied an abundance of pakes, candies and fowl 
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for the inmates on the proper occasions. Mrs. A. H. Gibbons and 
friends kindly visited the children Christmas morning distributing 
candies and toys to all of them. 

I take pleasure in acknowledging the valuable assistance cheerfully 
rendered me by the Besident Physician, John C. Howard, M. D., whose 
long experience enabled him to give the best advice in the manage- 
ment of the institution, also to mention the Matron, Mrs. Garrison, 
and the Engineer, Thomas F. Brady, as being very attentive and 
prompt in the discharge of their duties. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank your* Honorable Board for the 
generous manner in which they have aided me in the discharge of my 
duties.

All of the above improvements have been made in the most economi- 
cal manner, and the superintendence of the same has brought a 
larger number of duties and responsibilities. My duties at Branch 
Work-house have also been very active, having examined over 2,000 
applicants on sick list. 

The diet for inmates during the year has not been much changed, 
but the quaUty of all the articles furnished has been so much supe- 
rior to that of former years, that it has really afforded a considerable 
amount of satisfaction. I can see many, who were the most destitute 
anddecrepid of our inmates, now enjoying comparatively good health, 
and their ruddy faces and general appearance would deceive the most 
experienced observer not aware of their disabilities. 

On each of the great holidays. Fourth of July, Thanksgiving Day, 
and Christmas, they were abundantly supplied with poultry and other 
luxuries, and on each occasion they have been most highly appreciated 
^J our poor and friendless inmates. 
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During the summer of the past year I have made it a rule to hai 
all patients not incapacitated by disease to bathe regularly in the sa 
water, under my personal supervision, and I find the introduction c 
this rule has been beneficial in the highest degree. 

Begarding improvements needed I would most respectfully sugges 
the raising of the PaviUons, and that rubble-stone foundations be place 
under them. These buildings, eight in number, although their gen 
eral appearance at first sight speaks unfavorable, yet on a close in 
spection their timber and material in general are very sound, and th 
cost would be but small to make of these barracks exceedingly com 
fortable Hospital Pavilions. 

I would also suggest that not only the macadamized road now i 
course of construction from Pavilion A to E be speedily accomplishe 
as weather will permit, but also that the remaining ground surrounc 
ing Hospital be properly graded. 

Two extra nurses have been appointed, one in each female Pavilioi 
and their services have improved very much the comfort of the pi 
tients. 

It gives me pleasure to ackowledge a desire on the part of the en 
ployees to advance the interest of the patients by untiring industi 
and zeal in their respective positions. 

The spiritual wants of the patients have been zealously attended I 
by the Rev. Fathers Reed and Michel, on the part of the Cathol 
persuasion, and Rev. Marinus Willet, of the Protestant denominatioi 

In conclusion of my report, I beg leave to return to your Honors 
ble Board my sincere thanks for the kindness, courtesy and encou 
agement shown me on all occasions, and I hope that in the future 
may merit your distinguished consideration.

Sm. — My Twelfth Annual Report, as Medical Superintendent of the 
New York City Lunatic Asylum, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

On the first day of January, 1876, there were 1,233 patients in the 
-Asylum ; 478 females were admitted during the year, making the total 
niimber under treatment 1,711. Ten of the patients in the Asylum 
at the beginning of the year were males, all of whom still remain ; 
255 patients were discharged and 97 died during the year. 

Of those discharged, 159 had recovered, 53 were improved, 39 were 
miimproved, and 4 were considered as improper subjects. 

The recoveries were 33.26 per cent, on the number of admissions. 

* Of the whole number under treatment 5.67 per cent. died. The 
J'atio of deaths on the average number under treatment was 7.48 per 
^^nt. The whole number of deaths was 97. 

There were 126 more patients in the Asylum at the close than at 
*he beginning of the year, an increase of 10.22 per cent. The per- 
^^Utage of increase was 5.84 per cent, for the year 1875, and 8.17 per 
^ent. for the year 1874. 

Of those admitted, 99 or 20.71 per cent, were bom in the United 

States ; 237 or 49.58 per cent, were bom in Ireland ; 97 or 20.29 per 

^^Ht. were bom in Germany ; 15 or 3.14 per cent, were bom in Eng- 

*^aid ; 26 or 5.44 per cent, were known to have been bom in other 

<iotuitries, and the nativity of four was not ascertained. 

Of the 14,085 patients admitted since the year 1847, inclusive, 21.79 
P«r cent, were bom in the United States ; 47.39 per cent, were born 
^ Ireland ; 18.99 per cent, were born in Germany ; 4.66 per cent, were 
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bom in England ; 6.94 per cent, were known to have been bom Id 
other countries, and the nativity of the remainder was unascertained. 

Thirty-one of the patients admitted were known to have resided iu 
the United States less than five years. Ten of these patients were 
sent to the Emigrant Asylum on Ward's Island. The term of rvsi- 
dence in the United States of 34 of the patients admitted was not 
ascertained. 

Of the 478 patients admitted during the year, 6.67 per cent. wei>i 
less than 20 years of age ; 26.57 per cent, were between 20 and 30 
years of age; 29.71 per cent, were between 30 and 40; 19.03 per 
cent, were between 40 and 50 ; 9.20 per cent, were between 50 and 
60, and 6.07 per cent, were between 60 and 70 years of age. 



Of the 8,827 female patients admitted since 1847, inclusive, 6.£ 
per cent, were less than 20 years of age ; 33.77 per cent, were between | 
20 and 30 years of age ; 30.23 per cent, were between 30 and 40 ; 
17.20 per cent, were between 40 and 50 ; 9.10 per cent, were between 
50 and 60, and 3.87 per cent, were between 60 and 70 years of age. 

Of the patients who died during the year nearly one-half had been 
inmates of the Asylum less than six months, and nearly one-fourtb 
of the deaths occurred less than two weeks after the admission of the 
patients. 

The death rate has been less and the ratio of recoveries has b^ei^ 
greater during the past year than for several years previous. 

IMPEOVEMENTS. 

Throughout the whole year the patients have enjoyed the adv^*'^ 
tage of the improvements which were inaugurated during the p^^ 
ceding year. 

The new dietary has proved to be highly satisfactory, and wi^ 
very few exceptions it has been strictly carried into effect. The fi*^ 
that the death rate has been lower, and that the ratio of recoveri^ 
has been higher, than for several years before, would seem to sho^^ 
that the improved nutrition of the patients has had a tendency ^^ ^ 
improve the general health and to increase the number of cures. I^ 
must be confessed that other causes may have conduced to product* 
these results. It was anticipated that the ratio of recoveries would 
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1)6 unnsuallj low on account of the increased number of admissions, 
a certain proportion of which would naturally appear among the 
recoveries of the succeeding year. 

Not only has the dietary been kept up to the standard, but occa- 
sional variations have been made in addition or substitution, which 
have served still further to secure that variety which was considered 
so important; as, for instance, the substitution of fresh pork for 
beef or mutton during the winter, and the addition of peaches and 
apples during the autumn months. 

The supply of clothing has been increased. This much-needed 
f improvement was commenced in 187f5, but its full benefits were not 
realized until the year that has just closed. Each patient has had a 
change of good cotton flannel or woollen flannel underclothing for 
Wear during the colder months, and the supply of other clothing 
throughout the year has been greater than was formerly provided. It 
is not sufficient to provide merely for the comfort of the patients, but 
I'egard also should be had for their appearance. Clothing that is 
becoming in appearance tends to encourage a feeling of self-respect ; 
and this is of great importance in the treatment of all the patients, 
"with the exception, perhaps, of those who are profoundly demented 
and those who are acutely maniacal. Even in these latter cases the 
appearance, as weU as the demeanor, has an influence on their asso- 
ciates, which may be beneficial or otherwise. 

The Amusement Hall has been in constant use. On every secular 

day, when the weather was not especially unfavorable, there have 

V)een either gymnastic exercises, or dancing, or concerts, or dramatic 

J)erformances, or some other form of relaxation or amusement for the 

patients. These relaxations and amusements are of great importance 

in the management of an Asylum for the Insane ; but they cannot be 

regularly provided without an apartment especially adapted to and 

"provided for the purpose. A more detailed statement regarding the 

entertainments that have been furnished will be made in another 

connection. 

Three new pavili :ns, similar to those described in my last report, 
have been completed and occupied within the year, each pavihon 
ha^dng an estimated capacity for sixty patients. The first of these 
new pavilions was occupied on the third day of April, the second on 
the ftfth of July, and the third on the fourteenth of July. 
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When the last of these pavilions was in readiness for occupancy the 
patients were removed to them from the garrets of the main building, 
where they had been domiciled for several years past. 

The filling up of the marsh at the northern portion of the Asylum 
grounds has been entirely completed. This will undoubtedly con- 
duce very materially to the salubrity of the surroundings. 

The construction of macadamized roads has been continued, 4,200 
linear feet having been completed during the year. Some of the foot- 
paths have also been reconstructed and improved. 

The sea-bath, which has been in contemplation for several years past, 
was built in the spring and in readiness for use during the summer 
months. The walls of the bath are of stone, partly dressed, and 
well laid, and its capacity is such that two hundred persons can con- 
veniently bathe in it at once. There is an opening from the bath to 
the river, through which the bath is filled as the tide rises, and entire- 
ly drained at low tide. A gate is to be placed at this opening. When 
the bath is full at high tide the gate is to be shut and the bath kept 
full until low tide, when the water will* all be let out at once. In this 
way the bath can be kept full until such time as the patients are in 
readiness to bathe. A bathing house of ample size is to be built over 
a portion of the bath. The steps leading into the bath are to be with- 
in the house, so that the bathers will be already in the water before 
leaving the shelter of the bath-house. Many of the patients soon 
become very fond of the salt water baths, so that repressive measures 
were required in some cases to prevent them from bathing too often. 

SCALES. 

Among the improvements for the year may be mentioned scales fox 
taking the weight of patients at the date of admission, and at sucl^ 
other times as may be required for a comparison of this element i 
vital statistics. 

MATEONS. 

An additional matron has been appointed. As there are no super — 
visors employed at this Institution, certain important duties whict* 
are ordinarily performed by supervisors are here performed by th^ 
matrons. A single matron could not perform these duties with effici^ 
ency, as may be seen from the following abstract of the rules for theif 
government, viz. : 



The matrons are to have a general supervision of such parts of the 
Institution as are under the special charge of each. They are to see 
that the rules and regulations for the government of attendants are 
carried out in acccordance with their spirit and with the views of the 
. Medical Superintendent ; and they are to report to the Medical Super- 
intendent such persistent, gross or wilful violations as may come un- 
der their notice. As the more important of their duties, they are to 
see as follows, viz.: that attendants rise betimes, and that they per- 
sonally and actively supervise the rising of the patients ; that the 
morning ablutions of the patients are properly performed ; that the 
liair of patients is cleaned and properly combed ; that the bathing of 
the patients is properly performed, and that those who are of filthy 
liabits are systematically kept clean and dry ; that anything in the 
ooudidon of patients worthy of notice, as observed during the pro- 
cess of bathing, be duly reported ; that the attendants properly 
fciiiperintend the receiving and distribution of food and the serving 
of the meals ; that the clothing worn by patients is clean and free 
from vermin, in a good state of repair, and in sufficient quantity, and 
tliat it is neatly fitted and properly worn ; that patients are properly 
supervised by attendants, whether within the wards or on the grounds ; 
that employment is furnished for as many as can be employed with 
"benefit to themselves, useful employment being especially recom- 
mended, while other employments are to be provided for those who 
cannot be usefully employed ; that suitable amusements and relaxa- 
tions are provided for the patients in the wards they occupy ; that pa- 
tients are taken out for air and exercise, in accordance with the gen- 
eral rules ; that patients retire at night under the superintendence of 
the attendants in accordance with the general and special rules and 
orders ; that attendants are habitually kind and agreeable in manner, 
in language, and in tone of voice as well as in fact, to the patients 
under their care ; that those attendants who need instruction regard- 
ing the proper performance of their duties are proj)erly taught, if 
they are teachable, and to report to the Medical Superintendent those 
who are not teachable, who are incompetent, or who are derelict in 
duty ; that the clothing and other property is so taken care of as to 
prevent waste ; that attendants give proper attention to the making 
of such articles as may be made by the patients under their care, also 
that the clothing and bedding in the various wards are kept in a prop- 
er state of repair ; that food is supplied to patients in sufficient quan- 
tity and in good condition, and that waste of food is reduced to the

The ceilings of the two lower wards in the Retreat have been lathed 

and plastered and a commencement has been made in improving th© 

side walls in like manner. The building, which was constructed fox* 

use as a workshop, had never been properly finished for its present; 

use. 

• New floors have been laid throughout the whole extent of Halls No. 
6 and No. 7 in the Main Asylum building. 

In addition to all the above mentioned improvements, which may 
be considered as permanent in character, and for the most part an 
advance on what had previously existed, a multitude of minor repairs 
and improvements have been made during the year. 

ACCOMMODATIONS NEEDED. 

The above mentioned improvements are a very positive advance 
towards placing the Institution in that state of efficiency which its 
importance and the interests of the citizens demand. There can be 
no doubt that the results attained have been in accordance with 
the improvements that have been made. The general health of the 
patients is shown to have been above the ordinary average during 
the past year, whether as judged by the limited number of cases 
of acute disease, by the entire absence of scorbutus, which formerly 
was the cause of many deaths and a proHfic predisposing cause to 
other diseases, or by the ratio of deaths, which has been lower 
than ever before. So, too, the ratio of recoveries, which has been 
higher than usual, gives substantial proof of the benefits that have 
been derived from these improvements. 

But yet, notwithstanding the number and the importance of the 
improvements which have been made, and the very gratifying re- 
sults that have been attained, it should not be forgotten that the 
Institution is still much below the average standard of excellence 
in the provision made for the care and cure of its unfortunate in- 
mates. 
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The Lodge, in which the most excited, noisy and violent of the 
I^atients are domiciled, was built for the accommodation of only 66 
patients of this class; and it is very poorly adapted as a domicile 
for even this number. It is necessary to place no less than 150 
j>atients within its walls. By day they annoy and excite each other ; 
SLuA at night a single noisy patient disturbs many others and may 
disturb all the rest. During the nights of the 1st, the 15th and the 
30th of November, which have been selected at random for illustra- 
tiion, there was only a single half hour of quietude within the building. 
.Ai all other hours noise enough was made by one or more patients 
to disturb the rest of others. 

Of the 226 patients at the Retreat no less than 100 sleep on beds 
xanade up on the floor in the corridors. 

Of the 416 patients in the Main building 186 sleep on beds made 
lap on the floor. 

The pavilions, which are the least crowded of all the Asylum build- 
ings, contain 51 patients more than their estimated capacity. 

With proper accommodation for only 926 patients the Institution 
actually contains 1,340, exclusive of those who are away on leave of 
absence. 

It is unnecessary in this connection to expatiate on the evils at- 
tending this state of aflfairs. It is enough to say that it would be an 
inhumanity to crowd persons who are not deprived of the use of their 
reason together in this wholesale manner. And yet the helpless 
insane are thus crowded together. The result is that their chances 
for recovery are diminished ; those who are incurable become stupid 
through neglect, and those who are excited and noisy disturb each other 
^til the excited wards sometimes become a veritable bedlam. The 
^ost extreme and constant vigilance in sanitary measures is required 
^ preserve the general health. If this vigilance were relaxed for a 
*ew weeks only a frightful epidemic would surely ensue. Even with 
**Uch vigilance a fatal epidemic is at any time liable to occur. 

But if proper domiciliary accommodation were provided the cost for 
care and maintenance would necessarily be increased ; a larger num- 
ber of buildings would need to be kept in repair, more persons would 
be required for the general service, and the ratio of attendants in 
charge of the patients would be increased to the proper standard. 
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The fact should not be overlooked nor concealed that if all the real 
requirements of the Asylum were supplied the cost of maintenance 
would be inevitably increased. But this is no reason why everything 
that is necessary for the humane care and treatment of the patienta 
should not be provided. The whole community is interested in having 
such provision made, not only from motives of humanity, but also 
from the more powerful though less elevated motive of self-interest* 
The number of the insane is very great and certainly does not diminish.. 
No classes of our citizens are secure from its attacks, and if the cala,— 
mity comes upon them the great majority of those a£9icted, even of 
the prosperous classes, must eventually receive care and treatment att 
our City Asylum. All that is required for their proper care should be 
provided. 

It should not be forgotten that the majority of our patients do not 
belong to the pauper class. Eighty-two per cent, of the patients ad- 
mitted to this Asylum during the year 1875, and about the same per- 
centage of those admitted during the year 1876, were not paupers, within 
any proper meaning of the term. They had never been a public burden 
previous to the accession of their insanity, and there is no reason to 
suppose that they would ever have been such a burden but for their 
insanity. On the contrary, many of these patients belong to the most 
industrious and productive classes of our citizens and not a few of 
them had formerly Hved in affluence. Insanity is not increased, as in 
the case of pauperism, in the ratio of the comforts provided. On the 
contrary the disease is cured, and its sum total diminished by the 
provision of just such comforts as would have the effect of increasing 
the amount of ordinary pauperism. 

Instead of the low rate of expenditure at our City Asylums being 
commendatory, it is a source of positive and universal reproach on 
the part of those who are acquainted with the facts apd know any- 
tliing of what the proper care of the insane should be. The mere 
statement of the per capita of expenditure is sufficient to convince 
them that our patients do not get all they ought to have, whether of 
food, of clothing, of domiciliary space, of attendance, or of all these 
requirements together. Now, that the clothing and dietary have been 
improved, they would find, however, that the chief deficiencies consist 
ill insufficient domiciliary space and insufficient attendance. 

It is not forgotten that within the past few years a number of build- 
ings have been erected by the city for the better care of the insane, 
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and that these sfntctures have cost a considerable amount of money. 
Nevertheless, it is undoubtedly true that the citizens do not under- 
stand what the real facts and requirements are, for if they did it may 
fairly be assumed that the Board of Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction would have no difficulty in procuring such appropriations 
as are needed to meet these requirements. There is a steady, pretty 
r^ular, and probably inevitable increase in the number of the insane 
to be cared for by the city. Adequate and timely provision should be 

made for their accommodation, if overcrowding and its attendant evils 

are ever to be remedied. 

An inspection of the following table will show that during the past 
ten years there has been an annual increase in the number of female 
patients at this Asylum, amounting on an average to more than ten 
per cent, on the number at the beginning of the year. 

An estimate of the percentage of increase previous to 1867 could 
not be made, for the reason that quiet patients who were thought to 
\)e incurable were habitually discharged from the Asylum by transfer 
to the Alms-house.

In case then the increase in the number of patients should continii 
at the same rate as heretofore, there will be as many patients i 
this Institution within five years from the present time as are no^ 
contained in all the State Asylums for the insane of this State ; an. 
there is no reason to suppose that the rate of increase will be le^ 
than heretofore. 

These facts and prospective necessities ought now to be thoroughl 
understood and taken into consideration, in order that proper pre: 
vision may be made for future requirements. Otherwise the ovei 
crowding and the lack of proper attendance, to which reference ha 
been made, are likely to be of indefinite continuance. 

In making these suggestions regarding the deficiencies and require 
ments at this Institution, the fact is not ignored that the Commissioi: 
ers of Charities and Correction have done all that lay in their powe 
or influence to remedy these defects and deficiencies. Those wIj. 
know of the advance that has been made under their managemei 
within the past two years express surprise that they have been abl 
to do so much in so short a time and with such limited means at the 
disposal. If the citizens were fully acquainted with the facts wliic- 
have been elucidated in this report, it is safe to say that the Comuiis 
sioners would receive from them all the support and all the meai 
required to place the City Asylum for the Insane on an equality wit: 
any similar institution in this country, or abroad, in so far as regarc J 
whatever is really needed for their successful management. 

IMPEOVEMENTS TO BE MADE. 

The Mansard roof recommended in my report for 1875 is to b- 
constructed. Another story will be thus added to the main building 
which will furnish proper accommodation for eighty patients. 
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Two new pavilions are also to be constructed, which together will 
accommodate one hundred and twenty patients.

The average number of patients has been 1,320. Hence the aver- 
age cost of maintenance for each patient has been twenty three-cents 
and twenty-six hundredth of a cent per day, or one dollar and sixty- 
three cents per week, or eighty five dollars and thirteen cents for the 
whole year. The annual cost for the maintenance of each patient in 
1875 was eighty-eight dollars and forty-three cents. 

The pro-rata of expense for salaries and wages was $16.54 in 1874 ; 
it was $15.05 in 1875; and in 1876 it was only $13.75. In 1864 the 
average amount paid for salaries and wages was more than ten dol- 
lars less than at any other asylum in the country, and several times 
less than the amount paid at institutions which are considered well 
equipped for the work they have to do. 

In the above mentioned averages patients only are included, for the 
J'eason that all expenditures of whatever sort have been for their be- 
iiefit. 

WOEK DONE BY PATIENTS. 

The endeavor is made to have as many patients as possible usefully 
employed. The great desideratum in this regard is something to do. 
There are so many patients who are willing to work that all we can 
give them to do is speedily accompHshed, and then they must remain 
in comparative idleness for lack of work. 

Instead of having one or two rooms where the sewing is done this 
work is sent to all the different wards, without exception. Thus all the 
patients see others who are at work. Those who cannot or will not 
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work are at least interested or amused by seeing others at work. Pa- 
tients who have been a long time idle and indisposed to work often- 
times become industrious when placed in company with a number of 
other patients who are busily employed. The excited wards are never 
as quiet and orderly as when they are turned into workshops for the 
manufacture of dresses and other articles of clothing. 

The patients do all the house work, and a considerable number o- 
them are employed at the cook-house and the wash-house. Thei* m 
can be no doubt that all the washing might be done by the patientz 
if the wash-house were sufficiently large. 

The patients make all the clothing and bedding used at the Inst d 
tution. They also make articles for use at other institutions. DurirM_ . 
the past year they have manufactured no less than 15,484 articles cz 
clothing and bedding, in addition to the large amount of repairirm ■ 
which has been required. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

More amusements have been provided for the patients during tb. ^ 
past year than had before been practicable, owing to the want of ^ 
room in which large numbers could be assembled together. This warm- 
has been supplied by the new Amusement Hall. 

Gymnastic exercises, under the instruction of the teacher, havebee:^ 
part of the daily routine for those patients who were thought Ukely t^ 
be benefited by such exercises. 

On one afternoon of each week dancing has in like manner bee^ 
part of the regular routine. A large number of the patients joined i^ 
the dancing and many others attended as spectators. No amusemen^ 
has seemed to give greater enjoyment than this, either to the dancer* 
or the spectators. The music of the violin and piano was excellen' 
and a source of gratification in itself. During the summer months the: 
dancing was on the greensward, in a well shaded spot near the maiir: 
building. These out-of-door terpsichorean amusements were espe- 
cially pleasing to the patients. Not the least necessity was experi- 
enced for gentlemen as partners. In fact many would have heem 
necessarily debarred from this amusement if male insane patients hatl 
been participants. 

On five different occasions during the summer, excursions were made- 
to Hart's Island on the steamer Minnahannonck. About 100 patients 
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went on each of these excursions, so that nearly 500 different patients 
enjoyed the pleasure. There was music and danciifg on board the 
steamer and a picnic on shore at Hart's Island. After the picnic a 
stroll was taken on the shore, to the great enjoyment of the patients, 
who occupied themselves in collecting pebbles, shells and flowers and 
in viewing the scenery. A quartette club, under the leadership of Mr. 
R. Langenbach (tenor), attended one of these excursions and dis- 
coursed excellent music at intervals during the trip. 

On Sundays, during the warm wqather, the feeble and the excitable 
patients were taken about the Island in the omnibus for a drive. It 
^would be of great advantage if such a vehicle were at the disposal of 
tie patients at all times. The remainder of the patients had their 
out-of-door relaxation in walking about the grounds, under the super- 
intendence of the Attendants, whenever the weather permitted. The 
increase in the number of Attendants rendered it possible to take the 
excited patients out for a walk more frequently than ever before.

The office of Warden was abolished in February, at which time 
Mr. Anthony Allaire, who had filled the office for nearly two years, 
was transferred for duty to the Work-house as Superintendent. 

Mr. William Jeraleman, who had served several years at Charity 
Hospital as Steward, was transferred to the Asylum for duty in the 
same capacity soon after the abolition of the office* of Warden. He 
has performed the duties of his office with the same commendable 
efSciency that had characterized his service at Charity Hospital. 

Mrs. Mary Goodwin has continued her service as Matron with 
great efficiency and zeal. 

Mrs. Byrne, who was appointed Matron in September, has per-

The Attendants, as a class, have performed their arduous duties 
^aiithfuUy and well, and are deserving of the esteem of their superior 
officers and of all who are interested in the weKare of the patients 
"Uoider their immediate care. 

Miss Emma McGlynn has continued her service as teacher of 
gymnastics, and has performed the duties of her office and such 
other service as has been required of her with efficiency. 

MEDICAL OFFICEES. 

Especial attention is called to the Eeport made by Professor 
J. W. S. Arnold, the Special Pathologist. It will be seen that a be- 
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ginning has been made in a work which ought to be continued with 
grt>at reguhirity and assiduity. The Institution is fortunate in having 
the services of a gentleman so well skilled in pathological and micro- 
si*opical researt».hes. These researches require such special acquire- 
ments, such expensive apparatus and so much time that Medical Sn- 
porinU>ndents of asylums cannot be expected to make the undertak- 
ing. Even if they were competent, few^ of them would have suffieieot 
time at their command. The time and expense required for these 
examinations are so great that the Special Patholc^ist should receire 
a stijunid which would serve to defray some of the expenses to which 
he is subjected and enable him to hire an Assistant for such portions 
of the work as could be entrusted to persons less skilled than himsell 
The example st^t by the managers of the Utica Asylum, where the 
SjHvial Pathologist is paid a fair remimeration, is worthy of being ful- 
IowihI. The oitv of New York cannot affonl to lose the benefit of the 
abundant material for studv tuid for the advancement of science anJ 
the hoiUing art which is at her command.

Dr. Arnold and Dr. Christison still continue their service as Assis- 
tant Physicians. 

A comparison of the dates of appointments and resignations will 
slow that for nearly four months the staff of Assistant Physicians 
Ixas consisted of only two, a number much too small for the needs of 
tie Institution. The service has also suffered by reason of the inex- 
"perience of the newly appointed Assistants ; for however capable new 
£tppointees may be, a certain experience in this particular service is 
required before they can do very useful work. 

As during the preceding year, so during the one that has just pass- 
ed, the Commissioners of Charities and Correction, both in their cor- 
porate and in their individual capacity, have always shown themselves 
ready and anxious to further the views of the Medical Superintedent 
in whatever seemed likely to be of advantage to the Institution or the 
patients under his care.

Dear Sir. — I have the honor to submit the customary report of 
the operations of the Institution under my charge, for the year 1876, 
appending thereto, in tabular form, the usual statistics regarding the 
patients under treatment. 

Table "A" shows the number of admissions during the year to 
tave been 381 ; of discharges 162 ; and of deaths 131 ; so that the 
number remaining at this date is 681, or an excess of 88 over that of 
one year ago. The number admitted is less by 20 than that of the 
year before, which was in turn less by 55 than that of 1874. The 
number of deaths is less by 16 for 1876 than for 1875. This dim- 
inution is to be accounted for, no doubt, by the increased provision 
made for the comfort of the patients by the improvement of their 
dietary, their clothing, and other things. The decrease in the num- 
ber of admissions is due in large measure to the fact that, whereas 
in former years a considerable number of the patients admitted came 
by transfer from the Asylum on Blackwell's Island, in the past year 
. but few have been so received, the male patients having been entirely 
removed from that Institution. Of the 162 patients discharged 34 
were transferred to fill vacancies created by the discharge or death 
of patients in those wards of the Homoeopathic Hospital which were, 
during the preceding year, set apart for the reception of the Insane. 

Tables "B" "C" and "D'* show respectively the age, civil con- 
dition and nativity of the patients admitted. In only the last of the 
three is there anything unusual to be remarked, and that is the 
largely increased proportion of patients claiming this country as their 
birth-place, which has been admitted. In all former years, patients 
of Irish birth have largely outnumbered others, and the Germans 
have about equaled the natives in number. This year the natives 
take the lead for the first time. 
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Tables " E " and " F " show the religious belief, and the degree of 
education of those admitted. 

In table " G " the habits of the patients with regard to the use of 
intoxicating liquors are tabulated. As in former years, there is a con- 
spicuous preponderance of those addicted to their excessive use, and 
a strong indication of the instrumentality of such excess in deter- 
mining the attack of insanity. 

In Table " H " the occupations of the patients admitted are given. 

Table *' I " gives the results of our enquiries concerning the influ- 
ence of hereditary taint in predisposing to Insanity. These re- 
searches are in continuation of those commenced upon my entrance 
upon duty in the Asylum, and tabulated in the reports for the year 
1874 and 1875, but have been pursued, or rather recorded, in a some- 
what different manner. In the years named, the statistics of here- 
ditary transmission were compiled with reference to the patients 
admitted^ and hence with some, and particularly with those admitted 
shortly before the close of the year, insufficient time was allowed for 
the procurement of definite information. In the present year account 
is taken of the patients discharged instead of those admitted, so that 
the entire period of the patient's residence in the Asylum is available 
for enquiry, advantage can be taken of his recovery, if he recover, to 
learn from himself any particulars that may be known to him ; 
and all friends who visit him can be questioned, and, if necessary, 
afforded time to communicate with other and distant relatives, and so 
thoroughly sift the family history. Another advantage of taking 
account of those leaving, instead of entering, the Asylum is that we 
may in that way estimate not only the potency of hereditary defect 
in determining the disease, but also in determining its issue. 

To establish a connection between the table for the present year, 
and those of the two preceding it, the latter have been re-arranged 
upon the new plan adopted ; and are subjoined to the former. 

It will be seen that, as enquiries in this direction are pursued 
further, definite information regarding an increased proportion of the 
patients is obtained, and of these, in increasing proportion also, the 
information points to some hereditary influence. In 1874, patients 
regarding whose ancestry no particulars could be obtained formed 
80 7-10 per cent, of the entire number; in 1875,39 9-10 per cent., 
and in 1876, but 20 8-10 per cent. The percentage of those regarding 
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whom reliable information has been obtained, and in whom hereditary 
taint was shown, was, in 1874, 13 8-10 ; in 1875, 49 9-10 ; and in 1876, 
60 9-10. 

In a general way the result of the investigation is to confirm views 
previously expressed that those giving a history of insane ancestors 
are themselves more liable than others to attacks of insanity, but that, 
on the other hand, they are more apt to recover from first attacks. 

Table " K " shows the condition of those patients discharged from 
the Asylum during the year. 

It will be seen that a comparatively small number were considered 
to have recovered at the time of their discharge, while a much larger 
proportion are rated as improved. Of the latter many might, per- 
haps, have been called recovered without more stretching of the term 
than it has very often to undergo in the preparation of Asylum sta- 
tistics. Of the completion of their cure in a brief period there 
could be no reasonable doubt, but it was not completed at the time 
of their discharge, and so they are differently classified. I am not, 
as a rule, in favor of permitting the removal of a patient until all 
traces of the disease have disappeared, but with the Asylum, in the 
greatly overcrowded condition in which it has been during . the past 
year, it has seemed justifiable to consult, to some extent, the interests 
of those remaining, and to expedite the departure of those about to 
leave. 

The patients discharged unimproved were mostly sent to fill vacan- 
cies in the Insane wards of the Homoepathic Hospital, and were 
chronic and incurable, but quiet cases. A few also were transferred 
to the Asylum of the Emigration Department. 

The fifteen discharged as " not Insane " would in the reports of 
some asylums be classified as cases of " Dipsomania " or " AlcohoKc 
mania," and used to swell the total of recoveries. I do not so use 
them, because they were simply drunkards, suffering from the effects 
of a debauch, and I do not consider them entitled to have the mantle 
of Insanity, and therefore of in^esponsibility, thrown over their mis- 
deeds. 

In Table " L " the diseases which were instrumental in causing 
death are stated, the patients being classified also according to the 
form which their Insanity assumed, so that the relations of diseases 
of the brain to those of other organs may be studied. The largest 
number of deaths from any one disease will be seen to have been 
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from General Paresis, uncomplicated, Phthisis being the next most 
frequent cause. 

Under the heading " Not Insane," six patients appear in the list of 
deaths; they were of a class whose occasional transfer to the Asylum 
I do not seem by repeated remonstrance to have been able to pre- 
vent, namely : patients in the General Hospitals of the Department 
in whom delirium, as death approached, was converted into an evi- 
dence of insanity, and held to justify their transfer, and the addition 
of their names to our death list instead of to that of the Institution 
to which they legitimately belonged, and where they should have been 
retained. 

Three of them were suffering from Acute Meningitis, and three were 
in the last stage of Phthisis. Two of them died within forty-eight 
hours of their admission, and the others, with one exception, withir 
the week. In addition to these six cases there were, perhaps, 
many more who, though they were accepted as being Insane (more 
indeed upon the evidence of the certificates than from symptoms pre- 
sented by themselves) should never have been taken from the Hos- 
pital in which their Insanity was discovered or developed. They 
were moribund upon admission, died shortly after, and it would have 
been, to say the least, humane to have allowed them to pass their last 
hours more quietly than in the course of trausfer by the steamboat. 

There have been during the year two cases of death by suicide, and 
two of death by accident. The two former were of patients suffer- 
ing from melancholia, but in whom the disposition toward self- 
destruction had not been specially manifested. In one case the act 
was accomplished at night — suspension by means of a handkerchief 
tied to the bed, (and so low that the body rested full length upon the 
floor,) being resorted to. In the other instance, the patient drowned 
himself in the river, his opportunity being gained through the negli- 
gence of an Attendant. 

In the case of drowning, which is described as accidental, rather 
than suicidal, the circumstances seemed to point toward the absence 
of the latter motive. The patient, an Epileptic, was out walking in 
charge of an Attendant, (the exercise yards not having been at that 
time enclosed,) and suddenly throwing off his clothes, ran to the river 
and jumped in. He swam for some distance and then sank. It was 
believed from the manner in which the patient acted, that his design 
was simply to take a bath, (it was in summer,) or to escape, and hence 
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his drowning was considered accidental. It is, of course, impossible 
to say positively that there was no suicidal intent ; and, if there was, 
we have the interesting fact of three suicides, (the only ones occurring 
during the year,) happening within the space of four days, and illus- 
trating the species of epidemic form which suicide sometimes assumes, 
whether in the insane or the sane. 

The other accidental death was that of a patient who had an 
epileptiform convulsion while at table and was choked by food before 
it could be removed from his mouth. 

The concluding Table of the series — Table " M " shows the amount 
expended for the maintenance of the Institution during the year, and 
is so arranged as to indicate the average cost for all purposes of each 
patient and the proportion of such cost devoted to the purchase of 
food, payment of salaries, etc. 

Notwithstanding the decided improvement in the diet and clothing 
of the patient, the average daily cost, per capita, for these items is 
increased but about two cents, and one cent, respectively, over their 
cost for last year. This is to be partly accounted for by the dim- 
inution in price of certain supplies. 

The entire daily cost of the support of patients, for all purposes, 
shows a very slight increase — less than one cent. The increase in the 
items of food and clothing being almost met by a reduction in other 
items. This reduction is especially apparent in the cost of drugs and 
liquors, $1,101 75-100 having been expended fdr such supplies in 
1875, and but $698 64-100 in 1876. This reduction sustains one ar- 
gument by which I supported my recommendation of the increase of 
the dietary allowance, namely : that patients better fed would need 
less of medicine and stimulant. 

MEDICAL NOTES. 

Under this caption, in the last Annual Report, a few comments 
upon the therapeutic agents used in the treatment of the inmates of 
the Asylum were presented, and also a selection from the records of 
post mortem investigations of some of the most interesting cases. 
During the past year our attention has been especially directed to the 
study of the form of Insanity known as General Paresis, and a re- 
sume of the observations made will form the contribution to the more 
strictly medical portion of the present Report. 
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The method pursued has been to submit in turn the theories from 
time to time advanced by authors regarding the disease to the prac- 
tical test of comparison with its evidences as presented by the pa- 
tients in the Asylum, which has seemed a convenient place for such 
investigations from the fact that it contains a larger number of suffer- 
ers from the disease in question than any other Institution in this 
country. 

As compared with other forms of Insanity, General Paresis is more 
recent in its origin, or at least in its recognition, and its evidences and 
peculiarities are less generally understood. That Physicians in gen- 
eral practice are commonly unfamiliar with it is proven by its unfre- 
frequent recognition in patients coming to the Asylum at the hands of 
the practitioners by whom they have been examined as a preliminary 
to their admission. In but about fourteen per cent, of the medical 
certificates received with such patients is the true nature of the dis- 
ease indicated. 

General Paresis has been assigned as the form of Insanity affecting 
pAients in Asylums in this coimtry, in reports dating back only about 
thirty years, although it was described and recognized in France and 
England many years prior to that time. In this country, it has grad- 
ually extended over an increasing area, and rapidly increased in fre- 
quency in localities where it has once appeared. In the Eastern and 
Middle States it is now quite common, while in the Western and 
Soathem it is relatively rare, and in some portions of them quite 
unknown. 

In this City it was first recognized among the patients in Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum, in 1847, and a few years later cases were foimd in the 
Asylum on Blackwell*s Island. Since that time its increase has been 
remarkable, and is still continued. This fact is illustrated by the his- 
tory of the disease in this Asylum. In 1872, the first year of its 
opening, but nine of the deaths occurring were from General Paresis, 
while in 1876, forty-four were attributable to that cause. 

The disease is found much more frequently in males than in fe- 
maleSy though, as it increases in any given locality, the proportion of 
femaleB to males attacked becomes greater. Thus in England the 
proportion of females to males, computed from the records of deaths 
from Paresis, in Asylums, is about one to three, while in this coimtrj- 
it is about one to eight. Regarding this particular locality — the Citj 

L 
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of New York — the proportion of females to males may be determined 
by comparing the admissions to this Asylum with those to the Asyhun 
for Females on Blackwell's Island. To the latter, during the past 
three years, seven female Paretics have been admitted, or five-tenths 
of one per cent, of the whole number of admissions, while in this 
Asylum, in the same period, we have received one hundred and sixty- 
six males, or over twelve per cent, of all. 

In the matter of age, the statistics of the Asylum show that Paresis, 
like other forms of insanity, attacks principally those in the prime of 
life. In rare instances persons over sixty have been received suffer- 
ing from the disease ; and showing that a generally accepted belief 
that persons attaining that age were not liable to it, is erroneous. 
The youngest paretic was twenty-three years of age, the oldest sixty- 
seven. 

In civil condition, paretics differ from other patients in showing a 
majority of married men ; the difference being very decided. Of the 
paretics admitted, over eighty-one per cent, were married, while of 
the patients presenting other forms of insanityj the married rOen 
formed but thirty-three per cent. 

In nationality also there is a departure from rule, some thirty-six 
per cent, of sufferers from Paresis being natives of this country, while 
the same is true of but twenty per cent, of the other patients. 

So far as the statistics of the Asylum throw any light upon the 
causation of the disease, they decidedly favor the theory that dis- 
solute habits are chiefly instrumental in its determination. Beyond 
the evidence which they give as to the influence of intemperance in 
the production of insanity in general, and as to the class fi-om which 
the population of this particular Asylum is principally derived, they 
go to show an especially unfavorable history^ in the matter of in- 
temperance regarding those in whom Paresis is the form of insanity 
assumed. Of other patients, in about one-half of all, is a history of 
habitual intemperance given, while such is the history of two-thirds 
of the paretics. Of excessive sexual indulgence the influences are 
confessed and apparent in about one-third of the patients, and con- 
stitutional Syphilis exists in an equal number. The influences of 
hereditary taint are indicated by histories of ancestral defect in a 
proportion of cases at least as large as that found in patients with 
insanity of other forms. 
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As regards the prognosis of the disease, the results obtained from 
the treatment of the patients in the Asylum are not such as to en- 
courage the belief that it can ever, in the existing state of our know- 
ledge, be favorable in a distinctly recognized case. Ordinarily the 
progress has been steadily toward death, and in the few cases where 
a decided improvement has been observed, it has been regarded as only 
temporary, and has so proven. The average duration of the disease 
would appear to be about three years. In a few cases death has been 
postponed beyond the fifth year from invasion, but none of the pa- 
retics coming to the Asylum have survived beyond the sixth. On the 
other hand, in some instances, the disease has proved much more 
rapidly fatal, death often coming within the second year, and some- 
times during the first. Of the deaths, two-thirds have occurred in 
the ordinary progress of the disease, uncomplicated, and in the re- 
mainder pulmonary complications were instrumental in about one- 
half. 

It has been customary for writers upon General Paresis to speak of 
variations of temperature as being of great value in the diagnosis of 
the disease, and as affording numerous and positive indications with 
regard to its duration and its characteristics. The somewhat dogmatic 
rules laid down appear to have been first enunciated by Dr. MacLeod, 
who based them upon observations of the temperature, at stated 
times, during a lengthened period, in but a single patient, remarking, 
however, that experiments in the case of other patients had given the 
same general results. Subsequent writers seem to have accepted Dr. 
MacLeod's experiment as conclusive, and refer to it, and quote his de- 
ductions, without themselves submitting them to practical tests. 
Among other conclusions reached by this author, are these : '' that 
there is always a higher temperature in the evening than in the morn- 
ing, " and '' that the thermometer shows the progress of the disease 
when it cannot be satisfactorily discovered by any other means." 
Results of careful experiments made in the Asylum, sixty cases being 
repeatedly examined, have not been such as to sustain these conclu- 
fflons. The cases showed great diversity, and in many of them the 
evening temperature was decidedly lower than that of the morning. 

Abnormalities of the eye have been recognized as among the most 
constant and uniform effects of General Paresis, and therefore as 
among the most reliable diagnostic evidences of its existence. The 
most prominent and characteristic of these changes affect the iris, 
leading to want of sensibility, and consequently failure to respond in 
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the normal manner to the influence of light. Hence, when the disease 
is fairly established, there is usually dilation of the pupils, following 
upon intense contraction by which its inception is almost always 
marked ; and the distinctive feature of this dilation is that it is not 
an uniform one, but that one pupil is more largely dilated than the 
other. In one case the right pupil will be the larger — in another the 
left ; and, with reference to this variation, a singular theory was, 
some years since, advanced by Dr. Austin, namely, that the dilation 
was greater in the right eye when the caso approximated the mania- 
cal type, and in the left when melancholic tendencies predominated. 
So far from according to this theory the weight which was given to 
the one regarding temperatures before mentioned, authors have com- 
monly referred to it in terms of skepticism or of ridicule. Our own 
examinations have, rather to our surprise, appeared to strongly sup- 
port the truth of this theory. Eighty oases, nearly equally divided 
between those tending toward excitement and those toward depres- 
sion, were examined ; and in those of the former type the r^ht pupil 
was the more largely dilated in thirty-three out of forty-two, while in 
those of the latter the left was the larger in thirty cases out of thirty- 
eight. In each one of these eighty cases contraction of the pupils 
had preceded their unequal dilation. To the inequality of pupils is 
often added irregularity from the turning in of the edge of the iris. 
This has been observed in about one-third of the cases of Paresis 
coming to the Asylum. 

Opthalmoscopic examinations have failed to show the invariable 
presence of deeper-seated lesions or their uniformity when they have 
been discovered. Choked disc has been found in a number of cases, 
and sclerotic patches in some, but in others the appearances were 
altogether normal. 

To these brief notes are added abstracts from the histories of 
})atients in the Asylum, illustrating different phases of the disease 
and records of four autopsies of paretics. In the absence of a regu- 
larly appointed Special Pathologist, I am again indebted to Dr. E. G. 
Spitzka for making the microscopic examinations. 

Illustrating Eapid Progress of the Disease. 

Case 1.— W. F. T., aged 38, born in New York State, Commission 
Merchant, education limited. During the panic, and the worry and 
anxiety consequent thereon, he became more excitable and irascible 
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than he had hitherto been. He was very moderate in the use of stiin^ 
ulantSy bnt smoked a great deal. He had never been very eommuni- 
catiye about his business, nor noticeable. for anything that might be 
considered fost living, until January, 1876, three months previous 
to admission, when he b^an to speak a great deal of his business 
affairSy to spend money lavishly, and make imprudent investments, 
to frequent places of amusement of doubtful character, and form 
friendships with fast women, to whom he made expensive presents. 
He had visiting cards engraved with the title ** Duke of Bucking- 
ham, " which he claimed as his own. 

From being neatly and carefully dressed, he became loud and flashy 
in his attire. Upon being checked in his boisterous behavior upon 
Change, he became violent, drew a pistol, and was arrested. He was 
admitted March 30th, 1876, on the certificate of two physicians who 
gave as reasons for considering him insane, " that he had Cerebral 
Anfldmia from self-abuse, insanity produced thereby, dangerous to 
himself and others." On admission the patient was in fair physical 
condition, flashily dressed, very emotional and restless, speaking in a 
rapid, excitable, disjointed manner. ^* I have just come from Black- 
well's Island, which I have a contract to supply with provisions ; all 
fte officers there are splendid men. I am going to have their salaries 
raised one hundred per cent. I'm going to be President. I've written 
for all the papers — ^made the greatest speech ever known. I am the 
greatest literary character in the country — greater than Shakespeare, 
Mrs. Southworth, or General Grant. I've got the best brand of cigars 
in the world, worth a miUion dollars a thousand. I'm going to smoke 
ten a day. I learned to smoke when I was a boy. I was taught to 
masturbate when I was a boy. The man that taught me is in hell. 

Fm going to church to get married to Miss , who is the most 

beautiful woman in the world. I've given her a set of diamonds 
worth ten million dollars. We're going to have the greatest recep- 
tion ever known, and travel to Europe on foot. I can walk better 
than Weston. I'll give him two hundred miles start out of every five 
hundred and still beat him. I want to see this building — the Com- 
missioners are going to give me the contract to supply it with pro- 
visions. I'll make two millions of dollars a year out of dried fruits 
and flour alone." 

During the time the patient was thus speaking, he kept^constantly 
in motion, and displayed in his manner extreme agitation, though of 
a hilariouB and pleasant kind. 
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For two moiitlia following, his maimer of acting was miich tlie 
same as when admitted. He made constant etforts to maintain Itis 
literary pretensions by writings of a similar character to the remarks 
previously quoted. These were full of erasures, misspelling, gram- 
matical errors, and repetitions of small words and phrases. He grew 
gradually less careful as to his personal appearance, his pupils dilatHl 
unequally; there was also an irregular folding in of the left iris ; hia 
tongue was tremulous, but a slight hesitancy of speech was scarcely 
detectable on account of his rapid enunciation. His gait was not im- 
paired, and he was almost constantly in motion. Dming the month 
of May, 1876, he became very destructive. One night he tore the 
bars from his window, and with a rope composed of his bed sheeta 
low ered himself to the ground — a distance of about 30 feet^ — carryiDg 
with him two chambers, sis pairs of shoes, and three pairs of panta, 
tied up in a blanket ; with these he reached the shore of the Island, 
and, using them as a float, attempted to swim, but soon returned t-o 
the shore. Heeing two persons in a boat at some distance he hailed 
them, and asked them to take him off, saying that his boat had been 
upset and his two companions probably drowned; but these j>erBona, 
as he oifered them a milhon of dollars, paid no attention to him. 

The following morning he was recaptured and brought to the Asy- 
lum, saying on his return that he tried to get away to establish a Ho- 
tel on Lake Mahopac to contain two million of guests, who were to 
pay twenty dollars a day each. Soon after he became very obs 
and abusive, shouting from the window of his room, and calling ths 
passers-by foul names. 

The window beijig closed, he refrained from shouting, but walked 
up and down his room muttering to himself. His memory even at 
recent events was good, be remembej'ed many of the extravagsnl 
statements he made for a long time after. His habits dunng the last 
three months of his existence became more and more [filthy. LatW 
he had a series of convulsions, after each of which his articalatioa 
became more markedly imperfect as also did his co-ordinating poweC 
and memory, finally dying in a convulsiou four months after his ad- 
mission and seven from the commencement of his disease. 

ILLU8TKATINO THE INFLUENCE OF PHTHISIS PULMONALIS. 

Case 2. — H. F. W., native of U. S., age 30, manied ; intemperate 
common school education ; admitted Jan. 2, 1875. Beasou for com* 

mitment given in certificates : " He think.s that machinists h»V8 
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made a lai^e kole to put him in, that they would bum him up, " and 
" that he imagines that some one placed him in a deep, dark hole, that 
some French woman attempted to bum him aUve. '' On examination 
of the patient, delusions similar to those of the certificates, as also 
others relating to the owner-ship of a silver mine in Western Nevada, 
yielding an income of fifty million dollars per annum were detected. 
His tongue was tremulous, pupils unequal, and gait uncertain. Pa- 
tient's delusions varied, at one time he claimed to be possessed of 
large stock faurms and immense silver mines, and at another his father 
or brother had robbed him of these and left him penniless. These 
alternating delusions continued for about four months. He then 
charged the other patients with robbing him and threatening to bum 
him alive. His motion grew more and more impaired, as also did his 
articulation. He became destmctive of clothing and required re- 
straint. On admission he had consolidation and softening at the apex 
of the left lung. He improved under the use of tonics, and remained 
in comparatively fair physical condition for about a year, when he 
Was attacked by diarrhcjea which at first yielded to treatment, but fi- 
nally returned with increased severity and caused death one year and 
seven months after admission. 

Illustratikg Traumatic Origin. 

Case 3. — ^E. A. 37, native of England, moderate drinker, common 
school education, married, admitted Nov. 17, 1873. Two years and a 
half previous to admission he had been struck upon the head by a 
heavy cake of ice, causing loss of consciousness for a time. A week 
afterwards he had convulsions which recurred every twenty-four hours 
for one month, then ceased for three months, then occurred at irregu- 
lar intervals of from one to three months. Upon admission the pa- 
tient spoke with considerable coherency and denied the periods of 
excitability which had occurred some time before and led to his commit- 
ment. He had a very vague aura preceding his convulsions, and there 
was a slight hesitancy in speech. He continued in much the same condi- 
tion for about three months after admission, was considered a case of 
epileptic mania passing into Dementia, and so treated, but always retain- 
ed the hesitancy of speech and had unequal pupils. About eight months 
after admision he had a delusion that a pin was in the interior of one 
of his teeth. His face was then bloated, pupils were unequal, as also 
was the fecial fold. No other delusion was present and that previ- 
ously mentioned soon disappeared. For the next two months he was 
alternately excited and stupid, and finally became demented. In this 
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condition he remained for eight months. He then began to have de- 
lusions about making millions of money in the Ice business, began to 
pilfer from his neighbors and exhibited considerable emotional and 
motor disturbance. His co-ordinating power became more and more 
impaired, his face more bloated, until almost all natural lines of ex- 
pression were obliterated. His delusions varied and vacillated in ex- 
tent but were always extravagant, the predominant idea being that 
he was making millions of dollars moving safes. He now had several 
convulsions, was finally confined to bed unable to dress himself, 
though destructive of clothing and unable to move about even in bed. 
At last he could scarcely control any group of voluntary muscles 
except those connected with speech, and died July 13, 1876, repeating 
to the last *' millions of dollars of money,'' two years and a half after 
admission, and five years after receiving the injury. 

Illustrating the occurrence of General Paresis in a Patient 

OF advanced age. 

Case 4. — A. H., bom in New York City, age 64, widower, common 
school education, admitted March, 1875, accompanying certificates 
stated " He claims to own fifty thousand acres of land in Central 
Park, on which he intends to erect marble buildings, one of which is 
for General Grant. Also, intends building a Eailroad from the Batterj- 
to Central Park, and such like nonsense." Second certificate, " That 
he possesses ten millions of dollars, and bought fifty thousand acres of 
land in Central Park. Also, land opposite the New Post Office, and 
thousands of acres down in the Southern States ; that he has two 
false eyes ; that his natural eyes are inside of his skull ; that he owns 
the first telegraph of Morse." On examination the patient was found 
to be very loquacious, expatiating at great length on the subjects given 
in the certificates. There was a slight hesitancy in speech, and his 
pupils were intensely contracted. He remained in much the same 
condition for about three months, when, his son failing to visit him, 
he developed the delusion that the latter had swindled him out of his 
property. About this time his locomotion became somewhat impaired. 
In the course of the next three months he developed a delusion that 
he had found a diamond mine on his property in Central Park. Hir 
pupils were now dilate<jl unequally, tongue tremulous, and there was 
inequality of facial fold. He had had syphilis at some period of his 
life, and some ulcers that troubled him at this time, promptly yielded 
to anti-syphihtic treatment. He now seldom spoke to any one, re- 
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peaied however to himself " millions of million^ of millions of money/' 
and made large lines of cyphers, preceded by a numeral. Had at this 
time a delusion that he was God Almighty, and had risen from the 
dead three times. He had had chronic bronchitis, and the develop- 
ment upon this of pneumonia caused his death, which occurred 
March 5th, 1876.^ 

Autopsy No. 1 

M. O. B., 50 years, single, music teacher, intemperate, and had 
been addicted to sexual excess, and contracted Syphilis. Father had 
at one time melancholia. He was admitted to N. Y. C. Asvlum 
Aagnst 22d, 1876. Had been subject to attacks of temporary aber- 
ration for some time, accompanied with hemiplegia, which were re- 
covered from. At last, however, he became so violent as to require 
Asylum treatment, and was admitted on the day before mentioned. 
The certificates which accompanied him gave as reasons for consider- 
ing him insane that " patient is subject to periodical attacks of in- 
sanity, at which time he is violent ; he is subject to delusions ; 
imagines his arm is paralyzed ; claims that the officers of the Society 
conspired to rob him ; defective memory ; did not remember to have 
seen me the day before ; very excitable ; agitated in his manners ; 
uncontrollable at home." The patient on admission had unequally 
dilated pupils and inequality of facial fold, with quivering tongue and 
speech ; said that he belonged to Miss Kellogg's Opera Troupe, and 
had several engagements to assist in the orchestra, which he was 
desirous of going home to fulfil. He was obliged, soon after admis- 
sion, to keep his bed ; had slight attacks of hemiplegia from time to 
time, and retained the deliisions previously mentioned with but little 
Taiiation. The hemiplegia soon disappeared ; the delusions returned ; 
by dint of great efibrt he could arise from bed and control the mus- 
cular tremor which was present. He remained much the same until 
the 9th of November, 1876, when he became comatose, and so con- 
tinued, despite the use of remedies, till his death, which occurred 
November 12th, 1876. At the post mortem the head only was exam- 
ined. The body was poorly nourished and the cadaveric rigidity well 
marked. Scalp, muscular ; Cranium moderately thick ; Dura Mater 
rigid and firmly adherent to the Pia Mater, near the great longitudinal 
fissure. The Pia Mater was adherent to the brain. General consis- 
tency of the brain was normal except where red softening had oc- 
curred ; Optic Thalami absent ; left lateral Yentricle filled by an eleva- 
tion which pressed upwards against its floor. On opening this with a 



Itiiife, piinctiirmg to tlie depth of tkfee-quarters of an inch, three 
ounceB of a maroon colored sanguineous fluid escaped. The vessels 
of the Circle of Willis were rigid. A branch of the posterior cerebral 
iartery had ruptured. An organized clot occupied the anterior half at 
the base of the Pons Varolii and right side of the Medulla Oblongata, 
A microscopic examination showed the Medulla Oblongata to be nor- 
mal ; the connective tissue septa were thicker and denser than usual. 
This was due to individual variation and not to pathologioal pro- 
cesses. The gray cortex of the Gyrus Prtecentralis had the gan- 
glionic pyramids atrophic, the nuclei being shrunken and the Glia 
fibres hypertrophied ; there were numerous meshes containing lym- 
phoid bodies. The nuclei of the Neuroglia were much increased. 
The adventitia vascularis was infiltrated with protagon globules. 
The gray cortex of the Gyrus MarginaHs presented the same changes 
in a more marked degree beside a sclerotic patch near the matgin of 
the gray substance. 

Ai'TOPSY No. 2. 
J. P., aged 54, bom in Canada, occupation, carpenter; moderate 
drinker, was admitted to N. Y, C. Asylum for the Insane, May 20, 
1876. On admission he was somewhat emaciated and had scrotal, 
ventral and umbilical hernise, all of which were reducible. His pupils 
were unequal and he was very incoherent in speech. The two phy- 
sician's certificates accompanying him stated : " That he bought 
goods without money and gets them throiigh the influence of knowl- 
edge ; states that his family physician is very wealthy, but crazy ; 
without being questioned on that point claims that he is sick, but 
don't know what to complain of." He was noisy, destructive and in- 
coherent for three months succeeding his admission, and died Aug. 8, 
1876. Post-mortem— body well nourished, cadaveric rigidity well 
marked, pupils unequal. Thoracic cavity : heart normal, old adhe- 
sions on the pleurte, cicatrices of cavities in the lungs. Abdominal 
cavity^stomach, spleen, liver, kidneys and small intestines very much 
congested, large intestines normal. A rupture of the liver with ex- 
travasation beneath the peritoneal surface had occurred and had been 
the chief cause of death. Head — scalp, muscular; Cranium moderately 
thick ; no injection cranial carity. Dura Mater normal. Pacchio- 
nian bodies few and o( lat^e size. Arachnoid slightly opaque, sub- 
arachnoidal fluid increased in quantity and containing flakes of co- 
agulable lymph of a whitish and yellowish color. Pia Mater contiiined 
two calcareous plates, one over the third frontal convolution, (third 
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of Meyhert, first of Ecker,) of each hemisphere. The one over the 
hemisphere was flat, diaphanous, with irregular edges half an inch 
by two-thirds of an inch in size. That over the right, thick, cen- 
trallj perforated, one-quarter of an inch each way. Brain of average 
symmetry. Convolutions moderately well developed. Gray substance 
pale, inclining to buff ; white, clear and bloodless. Optic Thalami 
covered with the elevations noticed under the head of ventricles, as 
also was the copora striata, corpus callosum firm. An exaggerated 
degree of the ground glass appearance reaching the size of small 
tabercules was found on the whole ependyma of the ventricles. Mi- 
crpscopical examinations — Corpuscula Amylacea, (so called in accor- 
dance with certain authors, not because they give any amyloid re- 
action,) were found distributed through the Medulla, but had caused 
no noticeable compression of the neighboring nerve elements. There 
was no destruction of pyramids, but a uniform atrophy by which the 
nucleus became elongated and angular. Empty spaces were found 
where cells or old so called colloid bodies had disappeared by 
absorption or dehiscence. 

Autopsy No. 3. 

P. P., bom in France, aged 46 years, laborer, married, intem- 
perate and syphilitic. Admitted to the N. Y. C. Asylum for the In- 
sane, May 17, 1876, was then in fair physical condition, but had 
hesitancy in speech and tremulous tongue. The accompanying cer- 
idficates stated : '* Has delusions of grandeur and vast importance ; 
worth lai^e amounts of money at different times ; on intimate terms 
with President McMahon ; traveled all over the United States ; 
speech faltering ; patient imagines himself worth $100,000 ; says that 
he is about to become very fat ; says some one is trying to poison 
him." He retained these delusions for the month succeeding his ad- 
mission and developed others regarding his great muscular power. 
He was destructive, noisy, incoherent and required sedative treat- 
ment. Toward the last he had a convulsion, after which his co-or- 
dination became markedly impaired. The hesitancy in speech in- 
creased and he continued noisy and destructive untU death occurred 
from exhaustion June 29, 1876. Post-mortem — body well nourished, 
pupils unequal, cadaveric rigidity not well marked. Thoracic cavity, 
remains of old adhesions on the pleurae. Lungs and heart normal. 
Abdominal cavity: intestines congested, spleen congested, liver and 
kidneys waxy and cirrhotic. Head : scalp thick, Oranium of irregular 
thickness and asymmetrical. Dura Mater adherent to the calvarium 
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in patclies, Aracliiiokl normal. Sub-arachnoid duid increased iii 
quantity. Pia Matet adherent to the convolutions in places. Pale, 
circumscribed, round, oval or (where multiple,) irregular spots iisually 
with a red spot or cavity in the centre were visible to the naked eye 
in the grey substance ; at no great distance from these small round, 
oval or linear cysts, the long axis vertical to the cortical surface were 
obaeri'ed. These were most numerous near the median longitudinal 
fissure on the pre-central and poet-central gyri of both hemispheres. 
Similar changes were found in the Medulla Oblongata and S])inalis. 
Microscopical examinations showed these spots to consist of an in- 
filtration of round elements approximating lymphoid elements in 
shape and reaction. An evident metamorphosis into fibriUte of the 
connective tissue kind was beginning here and there, but had never 
proceeded far as it seemed the older the infiltration the more exten- 
sive was the cheesy transformation and breaking down in its centre. 
There always appeared on staining a bright red line of demarcation 
between the infiltration and the comparatively normal tissues sur- 
rounding, due, as Rindfleisoh observes, to the advancing growth 
of the mass by the accumulation and subsequent metamorphosis of 
thickly crowded embryonic connective tissue elements. The sur- 
rounding cortical or medullary substance exhibited a puffed-up ap- 
pearance caused by a proliferation of free nuclei which increased 
toward the line of demarcation. Many pyramids with intact contour 
and processes were found in the centre of the infiltration, giving evi- 
dence of the great stability of the ganglionic pyramidal cells even 
when their connections are destroyed. The prevalent opinion that 
these masses are tuberculous can scarcely be maintained. Were they 
such, the tubercle would be found also in the meninges which was not 
the case here. They are syphilomas whose pecuharities are due to 
their situation. The cheesy breaking down and the tendency to a 
connective tissue proliferation are both found in true syphilomas. 
'The blood-vessels on the margin within the growth itself exhibited 
changes of the adventitia which had resulted in minute apoplexies 
and circumscribed areas of red softening. A blood-vessel occupied 
the exact centre of the more recent masses. 



Autopsy No. 4. 

J. D., aged 36, German, admitted Oct. 11, 1876, accompanied by 
certificates which state : " Patient is indiderent and demented : he 

answers no questions ; he is foi'getfid of the wants of nature." " Pa- 
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tient answers no questions ; laughs at times ; takes off his coat and 
turns it inside out ; upsets all the bedding and picks it to pieces ; 
becomes violent at times if remonstrated with ; don't eat unless 
forced." His pupils were unequal, his tongue tremulous, and there 
was a hesitancy in speech. Six days after admission he became ex- 
ceedingly hilarious. There was pin-hole contraction of pupils ; Kps 
quiyering and facial fold unequal. Both membrana tympani were 
found to be partially destroyed. He refused to tell his name, and 
spoke frequently of things evidently ludicrous to him in relation to 
matters of an erotic nature. After a while marked tremulousness of 
tongue and speech were developed, and he had delusions of impor- 
tance. He died Nov. 18, IS 76. Head only examined on post-mor- 
tem. Scalp thick, cranium normal. Dura Mater adherent to the 
skull over the temporal bone which was slightly eroded, evidently 
from previous otitis, as a puro-iibrinous product extended from the 
inner surface of the membrane into the middle ear. The inner sur- 
face of the Dura Mater was covered with a similar exudation. In 
the Arachnoid like products were found, as also in the sub-arachnoid 
fluid and the meshes of the Pia Mater, which latter was in some 
places adherent to the brain. The uppermost layer of the cortex 
was softened. The Glia meshes were infiltrated with protagon glo- 
bules. Numerous insular accumulations of lymphoid bodies were 
found both in the peri-vascular and peri-cellular spaces. There were 
no vascular changes and no sclerotic patches. The Medulla Oblon- 
gata and Spinalis were normal. 

IMPEOVEMENTS. 

The improved dietary table adopted in the fall of 1875 has been 
followed during the past year with marked benefit in the bodily con- 
dition of the inmates and marked effect upon their progress toward 
recovery. An improvement equal to that made in the diet has been 
made also in the clothing. That formerly in use was the uniform of 
Work-house prisoners, made of a coarse and heavy grey cloth, and 
the same jackets were worn all the year round, though linen pants 
were substituted for the woolen ones in summer. Boots or shoes 
were so scarce that many of the patients went about bare-footed, and 
stockings were an unknown luxury. What shoes there were were 
browned and broken and without laces, and in the absence of sus- 
penders the patient's hands were usually occupied in holding his pants 
in place. A new cloth has been adopted for the use of the patients, 
differing in appearance from that issued to prisoners, and in summer 
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they are supplied with a neat brown denim jacket and linen pants. 
There is a full supply of stockings, shoe laces and suspenders, and 
brushes and blacking are provided, and their use insisted upon. 
Even pocket handkerchiefs have been supplied and other articles 
previously unknown, the result being an increase of neatness in the 
appearance of the patients which is very perceptible to visitors to 
the wards. 

Besides the ordinary repairs to the building, (which from its flimsy 
construction involves no small amount of labor,) masons, carpenters 
and painters — patients or Work-house prisoners — have accomplished 
a good deal toward the permanent improvement of the building. By 
an incomprehensible architectural freak the roadway for the carting 
of supplies to the kitchen and store-room was originally made to 
pass under a wing of the building, crossing the cellar and preventing 
the maintenance of a proper degree of warmth in that wing during 
the winter. This opening has been closed and a new roadway con- 
structed, affording greater facility of approach and having no influ- 
ence upon the temperature of the building. Two reception rooms 
have been constructed in wards where formerly visitors were obliged 
to see their friends in the presence of all the other patients. Fences 
have been built enclosing exercise yards for the patients, and other 
improvements have been made in considerable number. 

EMPLOYMENT OF PATIENTS. 

An important step in the direction of affording employment to the 
patients has been taken during the past year, though at a date so 
near its close that its advantages cannot be very definitely measured. 
This consisted in an increase of the number of attendants, by the 
addition of six men, specially detailed for out-door duty in supervi- 
sing and guarding patients engaged, in work of diflerent kinds. This 
increase of available force rendered possible the employment, out of 
doors, of a much larger number of patients than it had been before 
safe to take out of the building. Prior to that time there were but 
two out-door attendants, and they were able to look after but about 
thirty-five patients. Since the change, as many as one hundred and 
twenty patients have been engaged in work upon the grounds, in ad- 
dition to eighty employed in various ways in the building and the 
work-shops. As I have said, the experiment was commenced late iu 
the year, when farming work was pretty well ended. With its resumption 
jn the spring, the employment of a still larger number will be possi- 
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ble, if a sufficient force of attendants be provided. At present pa* 
tients working out of doors are employed in grading the grounds, 
making, repairing, and removing snow from roads, and in unloading 
coaL Thus much useful work is accomplished, and considerable ex- 
pense saved, and beyond this, and of greater importance, the health 
of the patients is greatly benefitted. 

EXEECI8B YAED8. 

An improvement which I have advocated since my entrance upon 
duty here — the enclosure of suitable yards wherein the patients 
might have out-door exercise — has at length been accompUshed dur- 
ing the past year. Prior thereto as much as possible was done in 
this direction, by sending patients out to walk about the island under 
charge of attendants. But this practice was both unsatisfactory and 
unsafe, and but a small proportion of the patients could be taken 
out with any degree of regularity. The staff of attendants was so 
small, that a sufficient number could never be detailed for such duty ; 
and the privilege could not be accorded to patients who were too 
feeble to keep up with the rest, or to those who were apt to take ad- 
vantage of the facility which the nearness of the river offered for 
escape or suicide. Hence, under the most favorable circumstances, 
but about one hundred and fifty patients could be sent out of the 
building each day ; and even then, trouble from attempts to escape 
and other outbreaks was constant. Since the enclosure of the yards, 
the average number of patients taken into them upon fair days, has 
been about five hundred and fifty, and the effect, in increasing their 
cheerfulness and contentment, and improving their health, has been 
marked. Their behavior in the yards, (although the fact that we 
have only two of them necessitates the mingling of patients of dif- 
ferent forms of insanity, and so the exposure of the quieter to the 
danger of attack at the hands of the more violent,) has been, as a 
rule, excellent, and games of foot-ball, etc., which were introduced 
among them with, I confess, some misgiving, are played with aston- 
ishing good-humor and freedom from roughness. Even those who 
are habitually quarrelsome in the wards, seem to be rendered more 
tractable by the fresh air and the exercise, and behave much more 
quietly when in the yards. The success of the experiment has been 
so great, that I would very strongly recommend the enclosure of 
other yards, so that, not only the space available may be enlarged. 
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but the means afforded for preserving to some extent, the separation 
of the patients of different types, which obtains in their classifica- 
tion within the building. 

OVEE-CEOWDING. 

As no addition has been made to the capacity of the building diu*- 
ing the year, it follows that what has been said in former reports of 
its over-crowded condition, is more than ever true. This is a ver}- 
serious draw-back to the success of the Institution, and a source of 
constant danger to its inmates. The sum asked for by your Board, 
in order to erect a new wing, and so relieve this over-crowding, has 
been refused by the Board of Apportionment, and a" much smaller one 
substituted, insufficient to procure more than the making of the neces- 
sary excavations, and the erection of the foundations. Even if the full 
sum were available, and the work performed as expeditiously as prac- 
ticable, the present building must become crowded beyond the possi- 
ble reception of any more patients long before its completion, so 
that it will be proper to make provision for the accommodation, at 
least temporarily, in some one of the buildings of the Department, 
of a sufficient number of patients, to prevent this building becoming 
more crowded than it is at present. Estimating the time that will 
be required to complete the permanent addition at two years, the 
accommodation named will be required for about two hundred pa- 
tients, if the present ratio of increase of population be maintained ; 
and there is no reason to anticipate that it will be diminished, and 
much reason to look for its steady increase. 

ATTENDANTS. 

There has been some progress made during the year in increasing 
the efficiency of the corps of Attendants. It has been enlarged by 
the appointment of eight men over the quota of a year since, so that 
we have now one Attendant to seventeen patients ; and of late there 
has been some little improvement in the class of men seeking and 
procuring appointments. But, with all this, there is still much to be 
desired. In the first place, despite the increase alluded to, the force 
must still be considered inadequate. Nominally we have, as I have 
said, one Attendant to every seventeen patients, but practically the 
proportion is much less, for every day, upon an average, four Attend- 
ants are not available for duty, through absence upon leave, or sick- 
ness, or some such cause ; and, despite the improvement in their 
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character which I have acknowledged, tl^ere is still much to be desired 
in that r^ard also. A glance at the record of dismissals of attend- 
ants daring the year, with the causes therefor, will show at once that 
there has been something lacking. Apart from twenty-two who have 
resigned their positions, thirty-six have been dismissed for cause. The 
number of changes thus entailed, in a single year, would of itself be 
enough to seriously embarrass the discipline and order of an institu- 
tion ; and it will be readily imagined that further embarrassment must 
arise frQm the influence of the causes leading to their dismissal. The 
offence of thirteen of the Attendants dismissed, was intoxication ; of 
six, ill usage of patients, and of the remaining seventeen various 
other infractions of rules. In one instance, the dismissal of an 
Attendant for striking a patient, was followed by his arrest, and sub- 
sequent sentence to an imprisonment in the Penitentiary for three 
months. 

I am aware that any recommendations, as to the improvement in the 
Staff of Attendants, that I may make to your Board are more than 
likely to fail of being carried out, through no want of recognition 
upon your part of their necessity, or indisposition to fulfil them, but 
owing to the inadequate appropriations that have been made for the 
maintenance of the Department. I am fully aware that the meagre 
wages, ($20,00 a month,) which you are able now to pay Attendants, 
and which there is strong reason to believe you will be compelled to 
still farther reduce, is in itself a weighty obstacle in the way of improve- 
ment. But I believe it to be my duty to lay before you — and so enable 
you to lay before others, with whom the power to adequately provide 
for the Insane, and hence the responsibility for the failure to do so, 
alike rest — in plain words, the deficiencies which are daily apparent 
to me here, and the measures wliich I believe to be necessary for their 
removal. 

In the first place, then, I believe that at least fifteen Attendants 
should be added to the number already employed. In the larger 
wards, where seventy-five or eighty patients are confined, we have 
now but three Attendants ; and when we allow for absence from duty 
from some of the causes named, and for temporary absence from the 
ward, at meal times, and upon other necessary occasions, we shall 
find that, for the greater part of the day, this large number of pa- 
tients is left to the care of but two Attendants. The number of At- 
tendants detailed to these large wards should be increased to five, 
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and then a sufficient number of extra Attendants should be provided, 
to perform duty as substitutes in wards where one of the regular At- 
tendants happens to be absent, and so keep the full number always 
upon duty in each ward. Then there should be an Attendant for 
N^t-dutj in each wai'd, or at least in every two connecting wards. 
As it is, after the Day-Attendants retire, the entire building (with the 
exception of the Hospital- ward, where there is a night nurse,) is left 
in charge of two watchmen, who cannot patrol all the wards with any 
degree of thoroughness in less than an hour. Hence sickness or dis- 
turbance among the patients in any one pai-t of the building, may be 
quite unknown to the watchman, who may be performing duty in an- 
other. With the appointment and disposition of Attendants which 
I recommend, prompt attention would be given to every patient need- 
ing it, and prompt interference ensured in case of any disturbance, 
or act of violence, or attempt at suicide. The necessity for a prac- 
tice of which I have always strongly disapproved, would also be thus 
obviated — the practice of congregating in one room, termed the " Hos- 
pital ward," all patientw wlm may for any reason require attention at 
night. The slightest illne^w now compels the removal of any patient, 
who may require such attention, from the ward to which he is accus- 
tomed, and his association with a number of sufferers from different 
diseases. The objections to be ui^ed against such removal, and such 
congregation, I need scarcely enter upon. Suffice it to say, that the 
ordinary objections are in this instance enhanced by the fact, that 
the hospital is placed in a romote comer of the upper floor of the 
building, whither itatients can be conveyed only with great trouble 
and exposure, and whence they could scarcely be removed in case of 
fire or other danger. 

Next to increase in number of the Staff of Attendants, increase in 
the sTiitabihty of individuals is necessary, and through that increase 
of efficiency of the Staff, as a whole, may be attained. As a means 
to this end, I should recommend the grading of Attendants according 
to length of service, aptitude for their duties, and faithfulness in their 
performance, such grading earrj-ing witb it a difference in the duties 
required, and in the remuneration given. Thus, in each ward there 
should be a Head-attendant, receiving a sUglitly increased salary ; 
and responsible for its proper order, the others being of course sub- 
ject to his control. The hope of such promotion would be an 
incentive to new comers, and lead to better work from all parties. 
Especially is it necessary that thorough supervision and inspection by 
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officers of a somewhat higher grade than the Attendants should be 
proYided for. Their duty should be to instruct new Attendants, ob- 
serve the manner in which duty is performed in the several wards, 
and make frequent reports to the Officers of their condition. At pre- 
sent, we have but one Supervisor, and it is quite impossible for him 
to perform all the duties appertaining to his office. 

But, after all, the main thing is to secure proper material, out of 
which to manufacture Attendants. Very few of any given number of 
men are fit to be Attendants at all, and these few must be secui'ed 
or all efforts will fail. Men who are too old to be active are of no 
use, and boys who have no steadiness are equally of no use. It is 
absurd to put a man, who is uncleanly in his own person, in a position 
where one of his chief duties is to secure scrupulous cleanliness in 
others. Men who are addicted to the use of liquor, who are profane 
or obscene in language, who are ill-tempered, or wanting in courage 
or self-control, can never be made good attendants of. In short. At- 
tendants should be selected solely with regard to their fitness from 
natural disposition and good character, and not with reference to any 
other recommendations ; and, in order that suitable men may present 
themselves for selection a fair amount of remuneration must be 
offered. ^ 

RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 

The usual Religious services have been continued during the year 
by the Chaplains of the Department, the Rev. Marinus Willets 
officiating for those of the Protestant faith, and the Rev. Fathers 
Duranquet and Gelinas, for those of the Roman Catholic. In addition 
to these services, others have been conducted on Sunday afternoons 
daring a portion of the year by the Rev. M. E. Willing, 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

Of the Assistant Physicians upon duty at the beginning of the 
year, Dr. Wickes Washburn alone continues his connection with the 
Institution. Dr. H. V. Day having resigned in August, to enter the 
United States Coast Survey service, and Dr. J. N. De Hart in Novem- 
ber, to accept an appoinment as Assistant in the Asylum, at Madison, 
Wisconsin. The vacancies have been filled by the appointment of 
Dr. William C. Haven, and Dr. John J. NeviQe, who, with Dr. Wash- 
bum, constitute the present Assistant Staff. All the gentlemen named 
have been industrious and attentive to their duties, and deserve hon- 
orable mention for their servic^os. 
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Similar mention is deserved by the Steward, Mr. Kennedy ; the 
Matron, Mrs. Pearsall, and other Officers who cannot be enumerated 
at length. 

Dr. James G. Kieman continues to perform his duties as Apothe- 
cary in a satisfactory manner, and to give valuable service in the 
keeping of records and preparation of statistics. 

In conclusion, Sir, permit me to offer to yourself and your associ- 
ates, my acknowledgments for courtesy and kindness extended to 
myself personally, and to express my appreciation of your response — 
prompt, and to the extent of your pecuniary resources — ^to whatever 
recommendations I have made, looking toward the amelioration of 
the condition of inmates of this Asylum.

1876.

ksed accommodation. If the sanitary condition of the inmates 
3e considered ; and if cleanliness is to be maintained, this in- 
3 of accommodation can be obtained in two ways : either by 
ling accommodation for the blind, epileptics, idiots and luna- 
I some other place, or new buildings large enough to absorb the 
at surplus, with a margin for prospective increase. 

3 great majority of the inmates, with the exception of the epilep- 
iid idiots, are aged people, quite a number of whom are helpless^ 
ing a great deal of attention, and rendering it very difficult to 
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find amongst the inmates a sufficient number physically competent to 
keep the wards in order, and attend to the wants' of those who are 
helpless and require special care. Considering the class of people, 
their general health during the year has been good, no epidemic of 
any kind having prevailed. 

The attention of the Board is again called to the condition of the 
buildings ; to keep them in a proper state of preservation the walls 
all need pointing ; the slate*roo& require a thorough overhauling, and 
all the wood work needs painting. 

N'ew Boilers and new Bange have been furnished the Male Cook- 
House, and new Boilers put in the Female Cook-House, thereby 
much improving our cooking facilities. Supplies of all kinds have 
been very liberally furnished, and warm under-clothing allowed the 
inmates, conducing greatly to their comfort and health ; great care, 
however, is taken that nothing is wasted or destroyed, and the most 
is made of all supplies furnished. A glance at the per capita state- 
ment will show that great economy has been used, when the average 
daily cost of support of the inmates is not quite 12^ cents. 

The report of labor shows a large amount of articles of various 
kinds manufactured, and repairs done for the use of the different 
Institutions under the Commission, besides, all the clothing and bed- 
ding required is made up and mended by the inmates, and with the 
assistance of an average of 25 female help from the Work-house, all 
the washing, ironing, scrubbing, and taking care of the wards has 
been performed by inmates. 

The health of the inmates being under the care of Daniel H. 
Kitchen, M. D., Chief of Staff of Charity Hospital, he has detailed 
as House Physicians during the year, Drs. Bawson, Hosmer and 
Seaman, who have been very attentive to their duties, and notwith- 
standing the onerous duties of the Chief of Staff, he has devoted 
considerable time, and been indefatigable in his supervision of the 
health of the inmates, and the sanitary condition of the institution. 

The Bev. Father Chambaud, Bev. Zetus Searle, and Bev. W. G. 
French, have been faithful in their ministrations to the inmates of 
their persuasion. 

The inmates of the Protestant Episcopal persuasion are again in- 
debted to the Misses Wisner and other charitable ladies, for a Christ- 
mas Tree, and substantial gifts to each. Periodicals, illustrated 
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papers, &c.y have been received from the Gkitham Olub, and tlie 
Ladies of the State Charities Aid Association, for the use of the in- 
mates, by whom they were highly appreciated. 

I am indebted to the Matron, and Assistant Matron, for their cor- 
dial co-operation with me in carrying out the business details of the 
institution. The Orderlies and Nurses, and other employees have 
been faithful and attentive to their duties. 

I would again tender to the Board my acknowledgments for their 
muform IdndneBS and consideration during the year.

Sir. — ^I have the honor to submit herewith Annual Export of In- 
ftirable Hospital, for the year ending December 31st, 1876, accom- 
panied by the usual statistical tables. 

The patients are nearly all aged and afflicted with some incurable 
diseaBe ; one-third of them are bed-ridden, and all that can be done 
is to alleviate, as much as possible, their condition during the few 
short months or years of their life. They are visited daily, by the 
House Physician ; and the Orderly and Nurse, with sufficient help, 
minister to all their wants, and have been very attentive to their 
dniies. 

A small building has been added to the Male Incurable Hospital 
during the year, which contains water-closet, bath-room, and lumber 
room, adding thereby greatly to the convenience of the patients. 
A omilar building is required for the Female Incurable Hospital ; 
[' ]Eki0wise, the floors in both Pavilions, are entirely worn out and need 
to be replaced. 

Dr. D. H. Kitchen, Chief of Staff, of Charity Hospital, amongst 
luB many other duties, has been attentive to the Incurable Hospital 
during tiie year ; and the Matron has been untiring in her supervision, 
and no effort is spared to make the condition of the inmates as com- 
fortable as possible. 

The patients are indebted to the Ladies of the State Charities Aid 
Anoomtion for a very liberal contribution of periodicals, illustrated 
papero and magazines, by whom they were very thankfully received. 

The GleqQnuen of different persuasions have been faithful in their 
minisiirationB to the patients during the year.

The present sanitary condition of the Prison surpasses even that 
of previous years ; for out of a floating population of nearly 38,000 
prisoners, only six deaths occurred. This remarkable result is no 
doubt owing to the increased facilities for the ingress of light and air, 
rendered so through the ingenious modification of some of the build- 
ings, as well as to the rigid vigilance exercised in the preserv^ation of 
the cleanliness of the cells, and that of the prisoners. The liberal 
use of disinfectants in the cellars, out-houses, and the corridors, along 
with frequent ablutions of all wood-work, have also materially con- 
tributed towards the attainment of these favorable statistics. 
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The discipline of the prison will compare favorably with any simi<« 
lar institution in this or other countries. No disturbances have oc- 
curred throughout the year, the principle of cultivating the better 
part of man's nature has caused the abolishment of all antiquated 
methods of punishment and restraint ; and, as the pen is mightier 
than the sword, so the exhibition of kindness and liberality has forrn^ 
ed a lever more powerful, than the use of iron bars and shackles. 

The good physical appearance of those prisoners, who have been 
inmates for more or less protracted periods, is the best ailment in 
favor of the good quality, and sufficient quantity of the food which 
is furnished. It is plain, but substantial ; while the scale of supply 
and demand is so nicely balanced, as to speak well for the adminis- 
trative capacity directing it. The agreeable odor pervading the at- 
mosphere of the cook-house is so striking, that it will invariably elicit 
pleasant comments on the part of all who visit the institution. Men- 
tal and spiritual food are furnished through* the volumes of the valu- 
able library attached to the institution, the tracts of missionaries, 
eloquent sermons of earnest and faithful ministers, and beautiful 
hymns sung to the melodious strains of sacred music at the Sunday 
services. 

Another feature peculiar to the prison is the temporary care and 
examination of those unfortunate fellow-beings, in whom misfortune 
and adversities in life, together with disease and hereditary taint have 
caused that disturbance of mental equilibrium, as to make them no 
longer responsible members of society. They are the wrecks whom 
adverse forces left behind in this great struggle of human existence. 
They are the worthiest objects of our charity, and as such, receive 
all that tender care, which your Honorable Board have been so scru- 
pulously anxious should be extended towards them. 

The proper management of these cases requires constant vigilance 
and sound discretion ; both to insure justice to the patients and pro- 
tection to ourselves. Their personal property is well secured, and 
returned after recovery to themselves, or forwarded to their nearest 
friends after proper identification. 

Correspondence is also opened with the Consuls of the various 
nationalities, in order to afford these patients, or those committed for 
destitution, such additional facilities as may be conducive to their 
idtimate welfare. These inestimable acts of charity, though quietly 
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and unostentatiously performed, will still act like pebbles throi 
into the ocean, that make their influence felt at the most distaik^^ 
shores. 



Non-residents, on the other hand, are returned to their respectir 
states, thus relieving the city of unnecessary burdens, and enablin^^ 
those having just claims, to reap the full benefits of the Department. 

Another feature incidental to the duties of my position, consists ixi 
the frequent examination as to the mental and physical condition of 
prisoners, at the request of the Honorable, the Judges of the differ- 
ent Courts. "When it is considered that my opinion may either cause 
the discharge or conviction of a prisoner, the importance of that 
branch of my service becolmes obvious. I have also frequent occa- 
sion to co-operate with other physicians in such cases, and extend to 
them all such professional courtesies as are compatible with the in- 
terests of the Department. 

The entire work of the prison is performed with method and accu- 
racy. Visitors can, at a moment's notice, receive fuU information as 
to the stattLS quo of a friend or relative. They are treated with 
politeness and leave the building with feelings of comfort and satis- 
faction. 

In making a retrospect of my labors during the past year, I find 
that I have been animated by no other desire, than to do justice to 
myself and the prisoners, and to secure a continuance of the confi- 
dence I am enjoying at the hands of your Honorable Body. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me to thank you for the many ex- 
pressions of encouragement I have received, and for the liberal allow- 
ance of all that I considered necessary for the welfare of those en- 
trusted to my charge. I also feel it my duty to thank Mr. Quin, the 
Warden, and Mrs. Foster, the Matron, for their uniform courtesy and 
kindness, and their cheerful readiness to aid me in the discharge of 
the manifold duties of my office.

Sir. — ^I have the honor to submit to the Board of Commissioners 
my second Annual Report of the New York- Penitentiary for the year 
ending December 31, 1876. 

At the beginning of the year the total population of this institution 
was 992, comprising 852 males, and 140 females. The total number 
of admissions during the year was 2,302 — 1,962 males, 340 females ; 
and the total number of discharges during same period was 2,318 — 
1,958 males, and 360 females, leaving at the close of the year 856 
males, 120 females — ^total, 976 ; the daily average for the year num- 
bering 954, an average of six greater than the average for the year 
1875, and the greatest number of prisoners ever contained in this 
Penitentiary in any one year since its establishment. The average 
daily cost of maintaining each convict was 31 cents 6 7-10 mills, as is 
shown in the per capita statement hereto annexed, involving the 
annual outlay of $110,735 87. The actual net expenses were 
$108,642 67, as .appears by the balance sheet attached.

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It will be seen bv the above tabular statement, which includes the 
past ten years, that the population of this institution is steadily in- 
creasing from year to year, corresponding with the increasing popu- 
lation of the city ; yet during this period there has been no increased 
cell accommodations, although the census has more than doubled. 
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The whole number of cells in the Penitentiary, exclusive of darl 
cells, and including 52 at Branch Penitentiary, Bandall's Islan 
is 778. 



Since assuming the duties of Warden, in January, 1875, the dail; 
average population has been 951, consequently it has been compuL — 
sory on my part to exclude all of the female inmates from ceUs, an( 
to place two males each in as many as lOU or more cells at timei^ 
according to the rise and fall of the census. From these facts it is evi^ 
dent that the time has come when increased accommodations for oi 
inmates should be supplied. 

I would, therefore, respectfully recommend to your Honorable 
Board, that the prison be enlarged by building an additional wing, 
sufficiently large to contain at least 250 cells. This would enable us 
to place our entire population in separate cells, which would not only 
improve the sanitary condition of the prison, but would afford greater 
facilities for carrjdng out our system of the classification of prisoners, 
and of keeping, day and night, our discipline intact. 

A building such as would be required could be easily and rapidly 
erected. We have plenty of stone on the Island, and men enough to 
quarry it, dress it, and do the masonry ; in fact, the whole work could 
be done by convict labor, and the building could be completed in 
less than two years. 

During the past year the old carpenter shop, a low, unsightly, 
inconvenient building, has been taken down, the debris removed, and 
the grading is now progressing, which, when completed, will give to 
that portion of the Island, east of the new shops, quite an improved 
appearance. 

A lai^e Work-shop, commenced about the middle of last June, and 
completed at the close of the year, has been added to the Peniten- 
tiary Department. It is located opposite to, and in line with the new 
Blacksmith's shop, erected in 1875. The building is 130 feet long, 35 
feet wide, three stories high, built of stone quarried fi-om the Island, 
and built entirely by prison labor. It is a handsome, substantial 
structure, and will compare favorably with any work-shops in this 
State. It will be occupied by carpenters, wheel- wrights, cabinet- 
makers, coopers, chair-makers, painters, &c. 
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In this shop, it is intended to carry on the manufacturir g of Prison 
vans, carriages, carts, trucks, &c., on quite an extensive scale, thus 
supplying all vehicles necessary for the use of the Department of 
Public Charities and Correction. 

It is also intended to place in this shop young men who have long 
terms to serve, and instruct them in the different trades, so that they 
may not only be useful to the Department, but acquire a knowledge 
of a trade which may be beneficial to them by enabling them to ob- 
tain employment after they have served out their terms of imprison- 
ment and are discharged. 

The sanitary condition of the prison during the past year has been 
remarkably good, the whole number of deaths being only 17, less, by 
3 than in the previous year, and fifteen less than in 1874. 

This is owing to the close and careful attention paid to our sick by 
the Attending Physicians, and the clean and wholesome condition in 
which the prison has been kept. 

The escapes of convicts in 1876 — being but ten only — were as few 
as in any previous year, when the number of prisoners, in some years, 
was less by half or more than in the year just closed. Of this num- 
ber three only remain at large ; five were re-captured by our Officers, 
assisted by the Police Department, and returned to the prison, where 
they are serving, or have served out their terms ; two, with the assis- 
tance of our Officers were re-captured by the Police, and sentenced 
to terms in State Prisons — one of them on his way to Auburn, jumped 
from the cars while in motion and was kiUed — the other, is now serv- 
ing a long term at Sing Sing.

shows that the actual value of vegetables raised on the Penitentiary 
grounds during the year 1876, amounts to the sum of $3,609 16. I am 
satisfied that with proper attention, and ample facilities, double this 
quantity can be raised in 1877. 

The Officers of the institution have generally rendered efficient ser- 
vices by maintaining discipline, and in seeing that the convicts under 
their immediate charge performed the labor assigned to them, and ex- 
ercised due vigilance as to their safe keeping. 

I heartily thank your Honorable Board for facilities granted, and 
the support given by each Commissioner to aid me in the management 
of the institution. It shall be my constant endeavor not only to guard 
the interests of the Department, but to have the convicts properly cared 
for so long as they are inmates of the Penitentiary, and upon their 
discharge, to so advise them that they may be able to obtain such em- 
ployment as will yield them a decent support, and enable them there- 
after to lead an honorable and honest life.

On the 5th of February, 1876, the late Superintendent, Joseph 
Keene died, and Deputy Superintendent Daly remamed in charge 
until March 1st, when your Honorable Board transferred me from 
the Wardenship of the Lunatic Asylum, to assume control of this 
institution. The number of improvements made in the Work-house 
during the past year, were so numerous, that it would be a diffieolt 
matter to recapitulate them all. The upper tiers having been found 
devoid of steam pipes, by your orders new ones were put in on those 
tiers throughout the entire prison, which has made the cells at all 
times comfortable. Bath tubs and closets have been placed in the 
Hospitals, thereby adding greatly to the comfort and well-being of 
the patients. The male prisoners, who have heretofore washed in 
the Bath-room and Laundry, are now marched out by tiers, and wash 
in the middle of the building, known as the " scullery ;" which has 
been unused for a number of years. This plan affords us a system 
which brings comfort to the men, at the same time perfecting our 
prison discipline. During the year one of the most important bene- 
fits conferred on this Listitution, has boen the enlarging and refitting 
of the Laundry, and making a new Drying-room. Before the above 
improvements were made, we could only employ in the Laundry 
about thirty women, where now we have working an average of about 
fifty. In addition to washing for this Listitution and the City Prison, 
we now wash the clothing &c., belonging to the Female Lunatic Asy- 
lum, aggregating about seven thousand pieces weekly. 
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The Sewing-room, which formerly was in the church, has been 
moved to two rooms at the north end of the building^ which arrange- 
ment has been found to add very much to the discipline of the female 
inmates. 

The cleaning of the male hall has been done by female labor, which 
has now been dispensed with, and the work is performed to great ad-, 
vantage by male inmates. In addition to this, we have made other 
innovations, all of which tend to do awav with the contact liable to 
exist between male and female prisoners. The rules and regulations 
for the government of this Institution, adopted by your Honorable 
Board, in February 1876, were placed in the hands of every officer, 
and having been put into practical effect, have tended to place us in 
a state of discipline beyond our most sanguine expectations, taking 
into consideration, the short length of commitments, the ages and 
condition of our inmates. The wisdom in adopting these rules is 
apparent, when we note the few elopements that have taken place 
during the year in comparison with former years, and the improve- 
ment in discipline, etc. I can, with a degree of satisfaction, call your 
attention to our table of Elopements. The total number from aU the 
Institutions, during the year 1875, was 455, while there were only 
during the past year but 122. The number from the Work-house 
in 1875, was 64, and last year but 22. The reasons for so favorable 
a statement, are as follows : The rule allowing the transfer of those 
who only have one month or less time to serve, and the recapture 
of a number of those, who have attempted to elope, followed by 
prompt punishment ; the knowledge of the male prisoners, that the 
Officers are armed ; and holding to a strict accountability each keep- 
er for those prisoners directly under his charge ; and the addition of 
an extra Night Guard, which has tended to render the prison more 
secure at night. We have a large number committed to our care, 
who have served terms in State Prison, and while we are aware that 
the building is not constructed to properly hold such characters ; with 
an average house census for the year of 1035, and with the large num- 
ber we have necessarily to assign to the care of one Keeper, we trust 
your Honorable Board will not deem the number of escapes a large 
one. On the 13th of March I addressed a communication to you 
asking to be empowered to arm the Officers, and use the shackels or 
ball and chain, upon those attempting to elope. You gave me that 
authority, and forwarded the opinion of Coi'poration Counsel Whit- 
Q 
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ney, as follows : " I have no doubt that the Commissioners may au- 
thorize Keepers in the Work-house to carry arms, and also authoiiw 
the reasonable use of the ball and chain upon certain convicts, if, 
in the opinion of the Commissioners, such precaution is necessary for 
the protection of the Keepers, the maintenance of discipline, and ihe 
prevention of escapes by prisoners." That such prccaitions are ne- 
cessary, the experience of the last year has shown. We would be 
powerless, in some cases, to retain those committed here, unless this 
power was conferred upon me, as to such characters ; this form of 
punishment has its terrors, and the knowledge that the Keeper is 
armed, always has a wholesome eflfect. I trust the (emergency may 
never arise, that the pistol will have to be called into requsition. The 
rule adopted in regard to self commitments, requiring every person 
to be seen by a Commissioner, has tended to decrease the number of 
our self commitments, and to relieve us from a large number of the 
old habitues, who have been coming here for years. 

During my brief charge of this Institution, I have particularly 
noted the number of boys and girls committed for intoxication. I 
have prepared a list of those who have been committed imder 19 
years of age, as follows : 

Males. — 9 years of age 1, 11 years 1, 12 years 2, 13 years 2, 14 to 

19 years, 647. Total 653. 

Females. — From 14 to 19 years of age 271. 

You will perceive by the above, the males largely predominate. 
The females can easily be disposed of by assigning them to sew or 
knit. The males I find the worst element in the prison to manage, 
and experience tells me of the least benefit to the Institution, in the way 
of utilizing their labor, and in no way can I conceive that the Institu- 
tion will be a benefit to them, unless from confinement and work we 
make it distasteful to them. These boys generally have had no trade 
or occupation, and I find their terms of commitment too short to ad- 
mit of their learning any, and if I assign them to the Shops, it gen- 
erally tends to interfere with the work, and as they are not adapted 
for transfer, as help to other Institutions, I am sometimes at a loss to 
know how t« employ them. If I place them in the gang with older 
prisoners, I feel that all chance of their reformation is gone, and if 
they have any germs of goodness in them, they will soon be eradi- 
cated. They are at an age when severe training is needed, and the

lesson given to them here should be an admonition to them to do 
better. In this connection, I would ask your Honorable Board to 
adopt some system whereby this class of prisoners could be benefit- 
ed and be of advantage to the Institution. 

The work-shops have developed the fact that a large increase of 
clothing, &c., has been made during the past year, over that of the 
preceding one. The Sewing-room during the year 1875, manufactured 
28,366 articles, and in 1876, nearly 7,000 in excess, as set forth in 
Table "D" herewith. The Tailor shop in 1875 made 7,552 articles, 
and in 1876 an increase of nearly 3,000, as per Table "C." The Har- 
ness shop, has made eight entire new sets of harness, and a variety 
of other articles as shown in Table "E," besides attending to the 
necessary repairs of all the harness used in the Department. 

The out-door work, such as filling in the north end of the Island, 
grading and making roads both here and at Eandall's Island, has 
been supervised by Deputy Superintendent Daly, whose zeal and 
fidelity in the performance of his duty, have been a great assistance 
to me in the administration of this office. Patrick Golden, Engineer, 
from his long connection and warm interest in the Institution, has 
been of invaluable benefit to me, as he has not only attended to his 
special department, but has been at all times ready to perform any 
duty assigned to him. 

The Matrons, Mrs. Barker of the Sewing-room, and Mrs. Dunne 
of the Laundry, have faithfully performed the duties assigned to 
them. 

William Earley, the Foreman of the Tailor Shop, has by a system 
of alotting to each prisoner, a stipulated amount of work per diem, 
been able to meet promptly the large requirements of the General 
Storekeeper. Doctor Thomas H. Allen, performed the duties of 
House Physician until October 1st, when Dr. Samuel J. Holmes was 
appointed his successor, both having been assidious in their atten- 
tions to the sick. Father Chambaud, and the Eev. Zetus Searle, 
together with the Eev. Mr. French, have been unremitting in their 
attention to the religious welfare of the inmates. My thanks are also 
due to Burdett Mulchinock for faithfully attending to the important 
clerical duties of this Institution. 

There are suggestions (of further improvements,) I would make to 
your Honorable Board, but being fully aware that you have not the 
means and appliances at your disposal, I refrain from making them 
as they would incur an additional expense. 
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In conclusion, allow me to tender my sincere thanks to the mem- 
bers of your Honorable Board, for the confidence reposed in me, in 
promoting me to the office of Superintendent of this Listitution, and 
for your constant support and advice, to aid me in discharging the 
duties of this responsible position.

Sir. — My annual report of this Institution, whose name, by order 
of the Honorable Board of September 9, has been changed from 
"Industrial School" to "Branch of Work-house, Hart's Island," for 
the year 1876, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

On December 31, 1876, 1 had yet 24 boys in my charge ; all but 
3 of them have been discharged in the month of January, and of the 
remaining 2 were discharged in March 1876, and one by your order 
transferred to Men's Gang. I refer you to annexed Table A. 

Table B shows you the monthly number of male and female help 
received from the Work-house ; actually there are 381 male help from 
Work-house employed here in charge of 7 keepers. At the grounds 
of Hart's Island Hospital 321 yards seawall have been built ; wells 
have been excavated near Pavilions A, B, C, D and E, each from 16^ 
to 18 feet deep, containing 2^ to 3 feet water ; 349 feet drain pipes 
were laid near these pavilions ; 4,158 feet of rubble masonry were 
laid to make a foundation for Physician's residence, and 107 yards 
earth were removed. The total number of days work done there by 
our inmates was 9,055. 

In the City Cemetery trenches have been dug as follows : 

10 trenches, 45 feet long, 14 feet wide, 8 feet deep. 
1 trench, 30 " " 22 " " 7 " 
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Three hundred and seventy-two lineal feet roadway, 21 feet wide 
were built ; 1,121 yards earth filled in ; 1,760 yards land graded, and 
64 yards of seawall built. I caused also 7 cut guard-stones, for road- 
way to be put down.

Sir. — Herewith I respectfully submit my Annual Beport of City 
Cemetery for the year 1876. 

The annexed table will show you that 2,714 bodies were buried and 
wherefrom they have been received. 

Forty-two bodies were^ by your order, buried in separate graves, 
there to await the disposal of their friends, and fourty-four bodies 
have been ^sinterred and sent to the Morgue on proper permits of 
the Board of Health, to be delivered to their relatives for burial. 

A gang of from 20 to 35 men were constantly occupied throughout 
the year on the grounds ; 14 trenches were excavated, the ground di- 
vided into sections, and between every trench a gravel walk was laid 
out. At the head of each trench two boards are set indicating the 
numbers buried therein ; 372 lineal feet roadway 21 feet wide was 
built ; 1,121 yards earth filled in, and 1,760 yards land were graded. 
I caused, also, seven cut guard stones for roadway to be put down. 
A receiving vault was erected. As soon as a death notice is received 
from Hart's Island Hospital, the hearse is immediately dispatched 
and the body brought to the vault where the same is kept for 48 
hours ; if, in that time, no claims for it are made it is interred in the 
regular trench and the coflSn marked with a number corresponding 
with the burial register. 

A separate plot is designated for the reception of deceased sol- 
diers ; 12 bodies are already buried therein, and each grave is pro- 
vided with a head board showing the name, age and date of death. 
Post Beno of the Grand Army of the Kepublic visited here on the 
21st of June and decorated these 12 graves with a select quantity of 
flowers, &c. 

B 
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From June 1, 1873, up to date, 149 burials have taken plaee k 
separate graves ; these bodies are very seldom claimed for refaaiid 
in other cemeteries, and as the facilities for disinterring the bodin 
out of a usual trench are just the same, I would respectfully leocoi- 
mend that the system of separate graves be discontinued and Unk 
the more as these separate graves encroach very much on the grounds 
set apart for burial purposes and laid out in accordance with ordi- 
nance of the Common Council, approved by the Mayor of the CSty d 
New York, June 5, 1874. 

A certain quantity of assorted trees have been planted on the 
grounds which adds to the appearance and will be an ornament to 
the resting place of the dead in a year or two hence. 

I would recommend that another supply of trees andshrabsbe 
granted for the Cemetery and the grounds adjacent thereto. 

The grounds are continually kept in good order, and the CSty 
Cemetery now, as it is already, will compare favorably with many 
private cemeteries. Visits and inspection at any time are respect- 
fully invited.

Sib — Deeply thankful for the blessings of the past, and desiring in 
everything to recognize the hand of the Great Giver, the Managers 
of the Colored Orphan Asylum present to the public their Foriietti 
Annual Report. 

The year has been unmarked by any striking incident. Much en- 
couragement has been received and a stimulus oflfered for renewed 
vigor in the prosecution of the work. The faithful and intelligent co- 
operation of Superintendent and Matron have contributed largely to 
its success, both in a judicious economy practiced and in a careful 
supervision of the children, not in the aggregate only, but as indivi- 
duals with characters and interests wholly diverse, and needing treat- 
ment quite as varied. 

The consciousness of sympathy frequently controls a child and 
tempers passions which the cold discipline of justice only aggra- 
vates. As an unruly boy many years later observed, " I realize now 
the wisdom of the treatment at which as a child I sometimes 
rebelled, and return to thank you for the discipline that corrected 
my evil habits, but more especially for the temperate spirit in which 
it was done and in which, young as I was, I recognized the hand of a 
friend. " 

The general health of the Institutin has been unusually good; 
slight epidemics of scarlet fever and diphtheria developed, but the 
patients being promptly isolated the disease was readily checked. A 
few cases of serious illness have occurred and four deaths, three of 
these quite small children, two so feeble when admitted that life was 
even then a struggle. There are always present a number of scrofu- 
lous cases, the disease showing itseK in various forms of more or less 
severity. 
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The frame house originally occupying the site of the present Asy- 
lum, and since used for hospital purposes, though very imperfectly 
meeting the needs, having become increasingly objectionable from 
defective drainage and ventilation, has been torn down, and a brick 
building erected on its site. To the superior accommodations thus 
afforded, united with the constant vigilance of the Matron, may be 
attributed the unusual health of the past year.

The schools have been subject to considerable change of teachers, 
but are now in a prosperous condition — the outlook for the future 
being unusually favorable. As the children leave at twelve years of 
age the grade is entirely primary. The stimulus of home encourage- 
ment and the attrition with the world, which sharpens and defines the 
intellect, is always perceptibly absent in institutions where yoimg 
children alone are retained, and the deficiency of these is a lack for 
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which no school machinery has yet been able to compensate. It is, 
therefore, commendable if these compare favorably with the Public 
Schools, and should reflect credit upon teachers and scholars. 

Sewing is a part of the school instruction, and most of the girls 
become fairly proficient before leaving. 

Encouragement is oflfered the children to improve the hours of 
recess by reading, when prevented by inclement weather from active 
exercise upon the play-ground. Picture papers are provided and a 
library of juvenile works, to which any child' may have access upon 
proper representation. Many avail themselves of this privilege.

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By the above report it will be observed that there are 285 children 
now in the house, 97 having been received during the past year ; of 
these, 47 are under seven years of age. 

The circmnstances under which these are admitted differ widely. 
A few possess the blessing of respectable parentage, while the greater 
portion are the oflfspring of vice and intemperance. It is not un- 
common for a destitute woman to apply with her children. Such have 
been taken in and temporarily employed, or until a suitable situation 
offered. Many cases of sore need present — two will suflSce as an il- 
lustration. 

Three orphan children, the eldest only five, with an imbecile aunt, 
were turned upon the streets, the mother who had previously provided 
a decent support having just died. No one claiming them, an oflScer 
removed them to the Station-house, from whence the children were 
transferred to the Asylum and immediately admitted to the nursery. 
The youngest, a frail boy, is now in the hospital, a patient Uttle sufferer, 
waiting for the " swift-winged messenger " to caU him home. 

Two Uttle boys — four and six years old, were brought to the Insti- 
tution by an aged grandmother, the father having recently died. The 
mother, a worthless woman, in a fit of intoxication had attempted to 
destroy the youngest child by putting him into a barrel of burning 
hay. She is now in prison. 

The above figures show a lage increase over the admission of last 
year, and as a result the building is crowded to its utmost limit. 
Scores of applicants, many of them greatly needing protection, have 
been dismissed, a consideration for the health of the present inmates 
rendering this action imperative. During an existence of forty years 
this is the first time the doors have been closed to deserving cases, and 
it is with feelings of deep regret the necessity now presents. 

There is also another need yet unreached, in the presence of which 
the incompleteness of this work is apparent, a need into the depths of 
which one hardly dares to gaze while no capacity offers to relieve. 
This is the claim of the colored Infant. A rigorous prejudice excludes 
him from every white Institution, even those designed for this es- 
pecial class, while accommodations wholly inadequate compel this 
Association reluctantly to pursue a similar course. As a result, the 
following case will illustrate : A young widowed mother, being met by 
the inevitable denial, replied: "I have struggled to preserve my 
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respectability and it has been a hard struggle ; no one will take me 
with my babe, neither will they take him without me, and what k 
there left for me but to go down, down, until lost to all feeling, I can 
cast him from me to suffer and to perish." 

May this incident be its own appeal, and may a tangible response 
enable the Managers to meet this imperative demand by enlaiyng 
their building ; thus increasing the effectiveness of their work and . 
enabling them to admit, without reserve, every case of genuine need. 

The law of 1875 forbidding the Poor-houses to harbor children be- 
tween the ages of three and fifteen has transferred to this Institution 
a very large number who have been thus provided for. The act is one 
of great beneficence, preventmg the indiscriminate mingling of chfld- 
ren with older persons, many of whom fall but little short of the 
requirements of criminal discipline. 

Thirty-five have been bound out, mostly to homes in the country; 
a very few have been fortunate enough to secure trades, an exclusive- 
ness the most exacting closing against them this avenue to support, 
while a number in schools of a higher grade are qualifying themselves 
for teachers. With few exceptions, they are doing well, the exception 
simply proving that entire success in any reformatory work cannot be 
expected even with the most perfect machinery. 

The thanks of the Managers are due to the Employment Society 
of Flushing for making 2,157 garments ; also the Grace Chapel Be- 
nevolent and Rutherford Societies for other work done ; also to the 
Managers of the American Institute for the invitation extended to the 
children to visit their fair. Ninety-six attended and were highly 
pleased with the exhibition and attention received. 

The Managers would also tender their thanks to the friends and 
patrons of the Institution, the almoners through whom the bounty of 
the Oreat Father has flowed, with assurances that the obligations 
thus incurred have been, they believe, conscientiously met, and all 
funds appropriated as the donor might reasonably desire. 

The success of the past may offer a warrant for the future, that^ 
confiding in Him, whose words fail not, every need will be abundantly 
met, and the promise verified, ** In Thee the fatherless findeth mercy.'

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 

To the Board of Managers of the Colored Orphan Asylum : 

The record of the year exhibits a diminished malarious influence ; 
no mechanical injury except one sprain, and during most of the time 
unusual immunity from serious disease. All the cases of pneumonia 
occurred during the month of May ; in one, both lungs being affected, 
and in one a severe pleurisy, with chest dropsy complicating ; yet in 
none of them has consumption, (as is too often the case among 
mulattoes,) supervened. 

Scarlet fever and measles appeared during July, August and Sep- 
tember, but the isolation afforded by the new hospital building no 
doubt contributed to prevent the spread of the contagion. 

As usual, trifling ailments are not noted.

Sir. — ^At the close of another year, in accordance with custom, 
I respectfully submit the following Eeport of the Colored Home. 

The same care has been extended to the inmates as heretofore; 
and, in administering to the nescessities of the sick, I have been 
assisted by the resident Staflf. Dr. Kelley, the present house phy- 
sician, and Dr. Huber, the assistant, are faithful and capable in the dis- 
charge of their many duties. The Surgical division has been under 
the charge of Drs. Mason, Sabine and Briddon, who have rendered 
valuable service to the institution. 

During the year we have been free from the outbreak of any con- 
tagious malady. 

The nature of the diseases treated and the number of cases will 
be found in the appended statistics. 

In the summer we had new fire-escapes attached to the male and 
female wings, so that in case of fire there ^hall be no difficulty in 
speedily removing the inmates. 

Although the Home department of our institution is sufficiently 
provided for, it is a subject of constant regret that the Hospital is so 
inadequately supplied. From year to year I have felt it right to call 
the attention of the Commissioners to this fact, because we have not 
been receiving the rate per capita promised verbally a few years ago, 
namely, the cost of providing for similar classes in the other hospitals 
under your charge. During the year 1875, for example, the rate al- 
lowed, (the same as for several previous years,) was 26 cents per day, 
while, for the same period, the cost in Charity Hospital for provisions 
clothing and bedding, salaries, Uquors and medicines, fuel and mis- 
cellaneous articles, was 27 cents 7.9 mill per day and in BeDevue 
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Hospital 51 cents 3.2 mill. Thus the average cost in these two hos- 
pitals was 39 cents per day in round numbers, being 13 cents more 
than the Home received. Now, as the average daily number in our 
hospital department was 157, a simple calculation will show a deficit 
due the Home of $7,449 65 for the year 1875. For the sake of the 
poor and needy I would again ui^e upon you a just consideration of 
this claim. 

The institution has met with a severe loss in the removal by death 
of our late esteemed First Directress, Miss Weshelo ; noted for her 
raire executive ability, her genuine piety, her imaffected humihty and 
her never ceasing devotion to the poor and the afflicted. 

Dr. J. S. Thebaud, for many years Surgeon to the hospital, has 
also died within a short time. Until he resigned from active duty he 
was ever ready to render aid when called upon. 

I enclose herewith the usual statistics.
